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Hanging in there 


Projects may 
further strain 
town coffers 


Town elections are 
off to a tepid start

In a year of critical financial deci¬ 
sions. the town s taste for democracy 
seems notably tepid. 

As of Tuesday. Feb. 2. many seats 
for town-wide office were either lack¬ 
ing candidates or competition. Only 
the selectmen’s and assessors’ con¬ 
tests and those in Precincts 4 and 7 
are shaping up as a horse race. 

Next Tuesday. Feb. 9, is the last 
day incumbent Town Meeting 
members can draw nomination 
papers to run for re-election. Thurs¬ 
day, Feb. 11, is the last day anyone 
can obtain papers. The papers are 
essentially a petition form on w’hich 
candidates gather signatures for 
nomination. 

Many of those who have pulled 
papers have yet to return them. If 
some potential candidates do not get 
enough signatures on their petitions 
or decided to drop out of the race, 
there will be even fewer contenders 
for the plethora of seats available. 

A Town Meeting member must ob¬ 
tain 10 signatures to get on the ballot. 
Town-wide hopefuls must find 50 in¬ 
itial backers. 

All petitions must be filed with the 


registrars of voters by Tuesday, Feb. 
16, for candidates to in the running. 
After that date, the ballot is fixed 
unless anyone drops out. Candidates 
may reconsider their decision to run 
until Thursday, March 3. 

Thus far. the two seats opening up 
on the board of selectmen are being 
sought by the two incumbents. Chair¬ 
man Judith Muggia and Selectman 
Mark Lombardi, as well as Stephen 
Powers of 29 Thorn berry Road, who 
ran unsuccessfully last year. All three 
have pulled papers, but none has yet 
returned them. 

The board of assessors has one 
seat available. The previous occu¬ 
pant. Charles Shannon of 17 Robinson 
Park, was appointed to fill a vacan¬ 
cy opened by the death of John Mur¬ 
phy, and thus is not considered an 
incumbent for the three-year term. 
Shannon is competing against Eugene 
Rotondi of 224 Forest St. for the job. 

The other town-wide seats are not 
contested so far. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
wants to be reinstated in his now- 
traditional role. He seeks a three-year 
mandate. 

Dorothea Sopper of 10 Canterbury 
Road is running as an incumbent for

On F^ebruary 29 a Special Town 
Meeting will convene to vote on the 
appropriation of $420,000 for new air 
conditioners for the high school, 
group insurance, worker’s compensa¬ 
tion and special education. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said there is $60,000 left in ac¬ 
counts that had been allocated to 
capital projects. The projects were 
completed under budget. The money 
will revert to free cash if the Special 
Town Meeting does not transfer the 
funds. 

An additional $40,0{X} may come 
from a surplus in personnel accounts. 
When a worker is injured on the job, 
his salary is payed out of the workers’ 
compensation account. That leaves a 
surplus in the personnel account. 
Maurer said. The remaining $.320,000 
will have to come from free cash. The 
total amount in that account is $1.2 
million. 

The town cannot transfer the funds 
from any of those accounts without 
the approval of Town Meeting. 

Spring Town Meeting allocated 
$220,000 for air conditioning renova¬ 
tions. The lowest bid on the air con¬ 


ditioning project was $303,222, 
according to Maurer. The town 
received six bids and Maurer believes 
rebidding the project will not bring 
the cost down. 

The town manager said he ex¬ 
plored scaling down the project, but 
found that the scope could not be 
reduced by $110,000. When he asked 
the School Committee for extra funds 
for the project, Maurer said he was 
told of the deficit in the school budget. 
The committee needs $104,609 to 
cover a special education budget that 
is almost 50 percent higher than ex¬ 
pected. It allocated $251,345 for 
special education, but has $.355,954 in 
committments. 

The main reason Winchester faces 
a $1.2 million deficit in this fiscal year 
is fixed costs. One of those costs. Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield group health in¬ 
surance premiums, increased 
December 1. The town’s budget for 
fiscal year 1988 did not take that rate 
hike into account. The new rates raise 
the cost of insurance by an estimated 
$125,000. 

The remaining $80,000 will go to 
worker’s compensation. Maurer said 
the town needs the additional money 
because of a major work-related ac¬ 
cident last year.

paramount.” says Buckheim. 

In her role as chairperson of the 
Employer-Supported Daycare Com¬ 
mittee with the Council, which is an 
advocacy organization with a 
volunteer membership who live or 
work in the towns of Arlington. Burl¬ 
ington, Lexington. Wilmington and 
Woburn as well as Winchester, where 
they maintain headquarters at 21 
Church Street, Buckheim believes 
corporate child care programs may 
provide a solution to the problem. 

“Companies could subsidize a por¬ 
tion of the daycare as a benefit toward 
attracting new employees or keeping 
experienced workers who become 
mothers or fathers,” explains 
Buckheim. “ Or they could offer 
daycare instead of something like 
health insurance.” 

In Massachusetts, more than 102 
employers offer their employees 
some form of child care assistance. 
Some provide an on-site facility, while 
others help subsidize the cost of 
daycare expenses in other locations. 
Winchester Hospital opened its child 
development center in November 
1987. It currently plays host to four 
children, although space is available 
for 39, between the ages of 1 month to 
7 years. 

“It’s a remarkable convenience 
for parents who work in the hospital, ” 
says Roberta LaCascia, the center’s 
director. “They don’t have to travel 
to two places every morning, plus 
they can visit their child whenever 
they like.” 

Some parents visit several times 
each day, during their lunch and cof¬ 
fee breaks and, according to 
LaCascia. “it’s espi*cially nice for 
new mothers who want to nurse their 
child.” 

Besides its open door j)olicy. the 
center also allows for a flexibility of 
scheduling. 


Selectmen seek information, 


stake out positions on override

With a $1.2 million deficit looming, 
the selectmen are looking for as much 
budget information as possible before 
deciding whether to seek a referen¬ 
dum on a Proposition 2'j override or 
debt exclusion March 29 or to balance 
the budget by cutting services. 

Board chairman Judith Muggia 
says she wants to let the town’s voters 
decide on the override. Mark Lom¬ 
bardi is on the other side of the issue ; 
he believes the tow-n should not tax 
ouLside 2'i* at all. 

“I think we should try to live 


within our means,” Selectmen Fran¬ 
cis Sopper said. 

Board members Robert Deering 
and Thomas Schmitt both said they 
believe it is up to the selectmen to 
make the decision. Deering quoted 
Harry S. Truman’s statement, “The 
buck stops here,” saying he believes 
“the decision should be the select¬ 
men’s. We will be fulfilling the 
responsibility we were duly elected to 
fulfill.” 

He urged all town residents to get 
involved in the decision by calling the 
board members or attending the 
public hearing on Proposition 2‘i. 


Monday, Feb. 8, at 8 p.m. at the Jenks 
Senior Center to voice their views. 

“The Board of Selectmen have a 
responsibility to consider the infor¬ 
mation before then in regard to the 
budget,” Schmitt said. He asked 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maurer 
to present a budget that showed the 
implications of balancing the budget 
without increased revenues. 

“Cutting the budget is an easy 
thing to do,” Maurer said. “It’s 
primarily a mathematical thing to do. 
The concern we have when we do it 
is, ‘What is the public service that is 
left over’?” 


Maurer said there are many ways 
to cut the budget, but the decision 
about specific cuts was not his. The 
manager added that he could present 
one balanced-budget option, but Town 
Meeting has the final say on what to 
cut 

At a meeting last Thursday llie 
Finance Committee also disci .‘d 
2V:;. Maurer told them “the only v .ly 
to give yourself long-range s .vbility 
is some kind of override.” 

The majority view on that com.nit- 
tee seemed to be “proceed with cau¬ 
tion.”

Washington, Nevada, Idaho, 
Oklahoma, Texas, M'ssouri, Arkan¬ 
sas, Louisiana, Kentucky, Tennesse, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, Virginia, North Carolina, 
Rhode Island, Hawaii and Maryland. 
On that day Massachusetts delegates 
will be chosen for the Democratic and 
Republican National Conventions.

“Is it worthwhile for me to get out 
in the workforce?” asks Linda 
Buckheim, chairperson of the 
Employer-Supported Daycare Com¬ 
mittee of the Mystic Valley Council 
for Children and the mother of two. 

This dilemma directly affects 
Buckheim, since her 18-year-old son 
begins college next September, while 
her four-year-old remains at home. 
With the high cost of a university 
education, the added income becomes 
a near necessity, while the price for 
child care is also steep. 

“After my son starts college, I will 
definitely have the economic need to 
work,” explains Buckheim. “But by 
working this means my four-year-old 
will have to attend a daycare pro¬ 
gram and that’s expensive.” 

According to a report from the 
governor’s office published in June 
1987, the yearly child care costs in the 
town of Concord, described as a 
representative Eastern 

Massachusetts community for such 
fees, were the following: in a family 
daycare facility, for children under 
two years of age — $6000-$7500, for 
two- to five-year-olds — $5750-$7.5()0: 
in a center daycare facility, for the 
under-two-year-olds the cost was 
$475()-$8000, w'hile for the two- to five- 
year-olds it W'as $4.500-$6250. 

Buckheim does not face this dilem¬ 
ma alone. In fact, in the next few 
years thousands of w'omen may have 
to answer a similar (piestion. In 
statistics made available by the 
Mystic Valley Council for (Jiildren, a 
trend already appears For in 1986,63 
percent of mothers with children 
under the age of 18 were in the labor 
force, compared to 49 percent in 1976. 
T(Klay, 70 percent of all women in the 
w'orkforce are of childbearing age. 


and it is estimated that 80 percent of 
them will become pregnant at some 
point during their careers. 

With the increase in the number of 


younger women in the workforce 
along with the number of jobs cur¬ 
rently available, the need for 
ecjuitahle daycare for everyone is

“We think it will be a good compli¬ 
ment to the other restaurants in 
town,” he added. 

Paquin is the sole applicant for the 
license, according to Judith Muggia, 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 
The board set a February 15 deadline 
for preliminary applications. After 
that date the board will schedule in¬ 
terviews with the applicants. 

Muggia said she will be looking for 
strong financial backing. “We have 
been told that it takes about five years 
for a restaurant to break even,” she 
said. “We don’t want another failure 
there.” 


Steve Powers opens hid 
for selectman’s seat

Stephen Powers of 29 Thornberry 
Road will turn the otherwise eventless 
Board of Selectmen’s race into a con¬ 
test by challenging the incumbents 
this March 29. 

Powers took out i)upers on Jan. 7 
and says he will have no problem ob¬ 
taining the 50 signatures before the 
Feb. 16 due date. 
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The 45-year-old general manager 
of an automobile dealership in 
Brookline ran for selectman unsuc¬ 
cessfully last year, but says he won 
in four out of eight precincts and 
almost won in a fifth. 

He has lived in town for 35 years 
and calls himself “conservative to 
moderate,” though he is a registered 
Independent. He has been a Town 
Meeting member since 1982, sal on 
the school committee from 1984 to 
1987 and was vice chairman in 1985, 
has been chairman of the Playfield 
Study Committee and was on the 
Capital Planning Committee last 
year. 

Powers says he is “definitely op¬ 
posed to overriding (Proposition) 
2' ;;,” but “would consider a debt ser¬ 
vice override on the Town Hall bond 
issue” as a way of balancing the 
budget “without losing teaching and 
DPW jobs.” 

“The town manager’s Plan A is 
completely unw'orkable,” Powers 
says. 

Powers faults the sitting board for 
sending the $6 million Town Hall 
renovation to Town Meeting, saying, 
“They were elected to make the deci¬ 
sion.” Allowing the project cost to in- 
civase from $4.7 to $6 million, he says, 
created the budget crunch this year. 

On other issues, he says the town 
manager, not the selectmen, should 
run the town and indicates he is in 
favor of “advancing education.”

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Students go 


around the world in 180

At some* point in our olementary 
school careers we all heard a teacher 
say, “Children it’s time for a math 
lesson.” Leslie K^glinf^’s second 
grade class at the Muraco School 
doesn’t hear that king of a phrase 
very often at all. 

Instead, Kggling’s 2.3 students 
spend their IHO-day school term 
travelling around the world - without 
leaving their classroom. 

Eggling’s teaching method 
weaves a variety of subjects into a 
larger framework instead of com 
partmentalizing them In distinct 
areas. Social studies provides the 
framework for her entire curriculum, 
which she calls, “Around the World 
in 180 Days: an Interdiscipinary 
Odessey.” 

It’s the first week of February and 
the class has just finished its trip to 
the Middle East. Pupils are on their 
way to India. Their world tour has 
just begun. After India, the class 
travels to the F’ar East, and then to 
the peninsulas of Europe. Other stops 
are: the British Isles, Western 
Europe, the Soviet Union, Eastern 
Europe, Asia and finally, the New 
World. Eggling chose this order 
because it roughly parallels the 
spread of civilizations throughout the 
world. 

Before the journey started the 
children made passports and plane 
tickets They discuss what clothing 
and supplies they’ll need Ixifore each 
trip. Then they pack their Im- 
maginary bags. Students make their 
own traveller’s checks in currency 
appropriate to the region they will 
visit. 

As they explore each region, Eg¬ 
gling brings the basic skills of the se-

cond grade into play. Reading 
materials and .s()eiling words relate to 
the particular journey. For example, 
a spelling list during the Middle 
Eastern section probably contains 
words like “ oasis, desert, camel, 
dune and palm.” 

Even matli problems have an in¬ 
ternational flavor. “Abdul had 18 
boats which he sailed down the Nile. 
Mohammed had 15 boats. How many 
boats did they have together?” a stu¬ 


dent wrote when asked to create a 
math word problem. 

Until the age of 12, Eggling says, 
a child’s memory is triggered by 
visual images. Room One at the 
Muraco .School looks like a multi¬ 
cultural hodgepodge. Eggling bar¬ 
rages her class’s senses with music, 
art, objects and costumes related to 
each region. She writes songs for the 
children to sing and makes video 
tapes for them to watch.

She brings souvenirs from her own 
travels for the children to experience. 
“Touch is so important,’’ Eggling 
said. “I bring in sable, silk, Persian 
lamb.” 

International visitors often visit 
the classroom to talk to the students 
about their countries. Steve 
Boodakian demonstrates the art of 
Oriental rugmaking, Randee liae 
Martin, in full Egyptian regalia, 
discusses that country’s architecture 
and William Manchester, a member 
of the Shriners’ Middle Eastern Band 
from Aleppo Temple in Wilmington 
displays instruments and talks about 
Middle Eastern customs. 

The class also samples the foods 
of different cultures. Eggling and the 
second grade parents organize a feast 
for each region studied. The children 
wear local costumes and perform 


skits, read poems, essays and stories 
they have written and display their 
art work. 

Eggling conducts brainstorming 
sessions in which the class calls out 
anything they can think of relating to 
a region. 'Hie words range from 
historical figures to agricultural 
methods used in the area. 

The philosophy behind this ap¬ 
proach to education stresses breadth 
instead of depth. “I try to give them 
as many cognitive pegs as possible,” 
Eggling .says. “The more pegs they 
have, the more likely it is they will see 
something they will relate to.” 

Muraco Principal Andrea Purcell 
says she has only heard of positive 
reactions from parents. She, too, likes 
the approach. “I think it’s terrific. I 
think it’s exciting,” she said. “She 
doesn’t patronize them. She exposes

them to a lot of things.” 

Purcell .said all teachers integrate 
subjects to a certain degree. Eggl¬ 
ing’s approach is neither better nor 
worse than other teachers’, just dif¬ 
ferent, according to the principal. 

Eggling firmly believes that world 
peace starts with understanding other 
cultures. She leaches her students 
how to say “hello” and “goodbye” in 
every country they visit. 

Holidays, she says, provide a great 
introduction to various cultures. At 
Thanksgiving she explains that each 
culture has a similiar holiday when 
people feast and give thanks. During 
the Christmas season, the children 
learn about religious celebrations. 

Eggling graduated from Mt. 
Holyoke College with a bachelor’s 
degree in religion. She went on to get 
a master’s of education degree in 
human development from Nor¬ 
theastern University and is current¬ 
ly a doctoral candidate in human 
development at the University of 
Maryland. 

She has given seminars, lectures 
and been a consultant for the 
Massachusetts Global Eklucation Pro¬ 
gram in Sturbridge, Tufts Universi¬ 
ty Global Institute for Elementary 
Teachers, Weston Public School 
Social Studies Department and Har¬ 
vard Graduate School of Education, 
all in the past year. Most recently, she 
was elected to the Board of Directors 
of the Massachusetts Council of Social 
Studies. 

Leslie Eggling’s motivation is sim¬ 
ple. She wants her students to grow 
up working toward peace. “You have 
to teach kids to walk in the other per¬ 
son’s shoes to give them global con¬ 
cern” she said. “They need a sense of 
world citizenship. I try to emphasize 
not difference, but the wonderful 
diversity of people.” 


Chamber told of new area code’s impact 


Businesses located in the Win¬ 
chester area should begin preparing 
now for the introduction of a new area 
code — 508 — in Eastern 

MassachusetLs, w'hich is scheduled to 
lake effect July 16, 1988. 

Jack Caunter, New England 
Telephone public relations manager, 
told the Winchester Chamlxjr of Com¬ 
merce that local businesses should 
l)egin thinking about changes that the 
new area code will require. 

“Business customers in this area 
(who will remain in the (517 area code) 
normally dealing with other 
businesses or customers located in 
the new .508 area region should begin 
familiarizing themselves with the 
new code,” said Caunter. 

He added that busine.sses with 
telephone switching equipment in 
their buildings should talk w'ith their 
equipment vendor about any 
reprogramming that might be 
necessary. 

New England J'elephone announc¬ 
ed in May. 1986, that the new area 
code would lx? introduced in 1988 to 
give customers ample time to 
prepare for the change. 

“Right now w'e are a little less than 
a year away from when the new area 
code will take effect, so we’re trying 
to remind both NET business and 
residence customers that this is still 
happening,” Caunter said. 

The new’ area code is being in¬ 
troduced in Eastern Massachusetts 
because New England Telephone is 
running out of telephone numbers in 
the region. Having a second area code 
will give the company more telephone 
numbers to assign to customers. 

(3nce the new area code is im¬ 
plemented. customers outside .508 


calling someone in the new .508 region 
will have to dial “1.” the new area 
code and the seven-digit telephone 
number. 

However. Caunter stressed that 
the introduction of .508 w'ill not create 
a new toll-calling boundary. 
Telephone calls that are not toll calls 
today will not be loll calls in the 
future, even if a customer has to dial 
“1 ” and the new’ area code to cross the 


new’ area code boundary. 

After July, 1988, most of Greater 
Boston will retain the 617 code while 
Eastern Massachusetts areas north, 
west and south of Greater Boston will 
receive the new .508 designation. 

Over the past several years, there 
have been several new area codes in¬ 
troduced in the United States, in¬ 
cluding New York City, San Diego, 
Los Angeles and Houston.

Teens are in a pressure cooker

Winchester adolescents are living 
in a pressure cooker. 

Some teens feel peer pressure to 
try drugs, drink or sex before they are 
ready. 

But for most Winchester teens, the 
biggest worry is getting into a good 
college. Academic pressure comes 
from all sides: parents, teachers, 
peers and self. 

Darcy Fitzgerald, youth adoles¬ 
cent coordinator, says parents and 
adolescents throughout the nation 
must accept that kids arc simply 
growing up faster these days. 

Fitzgerald, who supervises the 
Winchester YouUi Center. t(X)k pint in 
last Thursday's Parent-to-Parent 
panel discussion “Growing Up in Win¬ 
chester: A Panel Presentation on 
Adolesence By Local Professionals." 

Some 120 parents met at McCall 
Junior High School to hear about the 
pressures facing high school students 
in Winchester. According to profes¬ 
sionals on the panel, tlu^se pressures 
are normal. That doesn’t make them 
any easier to deal with — and that’s 
the problem for Winchester’s 
students. Panelists included Fitz¬ 
gerald; Dr. Henry Bakow and Dr. 
Janet Seide, clinical psychologists at 
W'allace Court Associates of Lex¬ 
ington and consultants at Winchester 
High School; Dr. Michael Marcus, 
child psychiatrist; the Rev. Dr. David 
Purdy, minister at Crawford United 
Methodist Memorial Church and 
father of four Winchester school

system graduates. 

The group reviewed the results of 
last fall’s study of social and emo¬ 
tional needs at the high school. The 
survey covered 35 items ranging from 
family concerns, weight problems 
and depression to drug and alcohol 
use, sexuality and academic 
pressures. 

Talking about social problems, 
Fitzgerald pointed out that parents 
have to face facts. “Don’t take it from 
the perspective that ‘My kid doesn’t 
drirk,’ because they do,’’ she said. 

If kids focus their attention on 
alcohol, advised Fitzgerald, parents 
should “try to take them away from 
that. Try to focus on something where 
you can open up conversation without 
being threatening. 

“These problems aren’t native to 
Winchester. It’s a social issue at this 
point," she added. “Kids are growing 
up faster and they’re facing issues 
sooner.’’ 

Fitzgerald noted that the Youth 
Center staff confronts student con¬ 
cerns every day that may not come 
up in school or at home. “A lot of them 
are everyday problems, but they 
snowball,’’ she said. 

Many parents believe that peer 

P ressure forces their children to 
ecome involved with drugs and 
alcohol. The kids disagree. 

“There’s nothing else to do in our 
town,’’ said one high school 
sophomore, adding that it’s a per¬ 
sonal choice when a student decides 


to drink or use drugs. “Kids think 
they’re having a better time [when 
they drink!.’’ 

“Parents sometimes think it’s 
worse than it is,’’ pointed out a 
sophomore boy. “If there were more 
things in town for kids to do, they 
might drink less,’’ he added. 

Parents may worry most about 
teenage drinking. But, according to 
last fall’s study, their children worry 
more about other problems. 

“The real eye-popper,’’ according 
to Bakow, “came in terms of 
academic pressure. Kids are heavily 
burdened by academic pressure. 
Seventy to 80 percent saw this as a 
severe worry for them.’’ He noted 
that 778 students and 64 faculty 
members took part in the survey. 

Pressure to do well provides a ma¬ 
jor concern for students in Purdy’s 
congregation, too. “The kids [talk] 
over and over again about the 
pressure their parents put on them,’’ 
the minister said. “Pressure to per¬ 
form, pressure to succeed. . 

Winchester students don’t like this 
pressure — pressure not just to per- 
torm, but to perform well. At a recent 
Interfaith Council youth group 
meeting at the Parish of the 
Epiphany, teenagers felt the biggest 
pressure on them in Winchester is to 
go to college. 

According to one high school stu¬ 
dent, “The pressure is not only to get 
into college, but also to get into a good 
college. Your grades l^ve to be up. 



your extra-curricular activities have 
to be up. . .’’ 

Another student pointed out that 
“People ask you where you’re going 
to school after high school, not what 
you’re doing.’’ 

One high school student fell that 
going to college is part of the 
socialization process in Winchester. 
“You’re brought up that way. It’s piirt 
of life that you’ll go to college, gel a 
good job, buy a house. . .There’s a lot 
of pressure to have all those things.’’ 

While parents feel concern about 
the pressures facing their children the 
Parent-to-Parent panel reassured 
them that these pressures are not only 
normal, but to a certain extent, con¬ 
structive. 

Marcus described worrying as 
part of the normal developmental 
process for teens. 

“If you’re worrying, at least 
you’re thinking. . .the next step is to 
tell someone else,’’ which means kids 
are looking for solutions, he said. 

“For the first time in their lives,’’ 
said Marcus, “I these kids 1 have ma¬ 
jor concerns. At the same time, there 
are very few support systems 
available [because it’s] also a time 
when the adolescent is trying to split 
from [his or her] parents." 

Parents were concerned that their 
students may not see these pressures 
as “normal." 

“Maybe we ought to look at ways 
to get [the] message to the kids [that 
pressure is normal],’’ said one 
parent. 

Purdy felt that one of the problems 
facing young people is the feeling that 
“everybody else is in charge of their 
world except themselves. We have to 
give them a sense that they do have 
some control over their worlds and 
themselves," he noted. 

Parent-to-Parent Coordinator 
Judy Manzo pointed out that “It’s 
been said that compared to towns 
[which] have similar academic [pro¬ 
grams] like Lexington, Brookline, 
and Newton, [Winchester has] less 
psychologists and counselors on the 
staff for students." 

Winchester spends a lot of time 
and money on academics, said Man¬ 
zo, “but not on social services. .Over 
the years, our priorities have no been 
on psychological support services." 

Fitzgerald agreed that the pro¬ 
blem lies in lack of a single strong 
support system for teenagers. Kids 
need a place to go when they have a 
problem, said Fitzgerald.

Filters improve bread*

Last February a customer bought 
a loaf of multi-grain bread from La 
Patisserie at 30 Church Street. Owner 
Steve Pazyra recalls the events that 
followed. 

“He contacted me and said that 
the bread tasted heavy and doughy 
probably due to the chlorine in the 
water, which was killing the reaction 
of the yeast," Pazyra explains. “Then 
he told me that he could add a filter 
that would improve the quality of the 
product, so I invited him to come 
down." 

The customer was Maurice DiBlasi, 
a local water filtration system 
salesman, and he did visit the bakery. 
He conducted a chlorine test and con¬ 
vinced Pazyra to purchase two filters. 
One for the main tap and the other 
connected to the coffee machine. 

Chlorine has been used as a 
disinfectant in drinking water for 
close to 80 years. It was added to fight 
bacteria and diseases carried by 
water, such as typhoid and cholera. 
But according to the President’s 
Council on Environmental Quality, in¬ 
creased evidence suggests that there 
may be a link between rectal, colon 
and bladder cancer and chlorinated 
drinking water. 

In Winchester, residents receive 


their water from either one of threq, 
town reservoirs, or from the Quabbit>; 
Reservoir, via the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority distribq-; 
lion system. Thomas Schmitt, who as 
a selectman also serves as a water 
commissioner, describes the chlorine 
levels in Winchester’s water as being 
very low. f ’ 

“Its been tested very frequently 
and the chlorine contact has been 
very minimal," he says. , 

Ed Grant, Operations Manager for 
the Water and Sewer Department, 
compares the town’s chlorine levels 
with state requirements. 

“We have 1.0 residual parts per 
million in our water, while the stale 
minimum is .25 parts,” Grant ex¬ 
plains. 

Whatever the effect on human be¬ 
ings, chlorine certainly does influence' 
the development of yeast-leavened 
bread. Just ask Steve Pazyra. Since? 
the addition of the filtration systems, 
business has been booming. 

The loaves are about 15 percent, 
bigger than before, and according to. 
our customers they’re much better 
tasting.” Pazyra says. “And our sales 
thave increased threefold. We used tq 
sell 18 loaves per day and now we self 
48 to 50. 

He adds that the coffee is now 
favored by a “less acidy taste."

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A sentimental journey to Winchester 23 years later

After 23 years, Jorge Raimondi of 
Rosario, Argentina, returned to Win¬ 
chester this week 

"I left in March of 1965 and I used 
to dream of returning. Here I am,” he 
reminisced. 

Raimondi was in Winchester for 
three months in 1965 through a stu¬ 
dent exchange program offered by 
the International Fellowship of Buf- 
fhlo, N.Y. 

•» “This is a sentimental trip for me. 
I have so many wonderful memories; 
I had to see this town again,” he said. 

During those three months, 
Raimondi stayed in the home of 
Harold and Muriel Murphy and their 
son, Donald, on Fletcher Street. The 
family has since moved away. The 
elder Murphys spend winters in 
Florida and summers in Vermont, 
said Raimondi, but he was able to 
contact Donald, who lives in Derry, 
N.H. Raimondi said he would like to 


see the Murphy parents again. 

“My three months in Winchester 
were a wonderful experience. The 
people treated me very well and I ap¬ 
preciate it,” Raimondi said. 

Vincent Larocco, the principal at 
Winchester High School, contacted 
the present residents of the home on 
Fletcher Street, the Patullo family, 
said Raimondi. They invited him to 
revisit the property. 

“I saw my old room, the house was 
almost exactly as I remember it,” he 
said. 

According to Raimondi, the town 
has not changed much. “It seems big¬ 
ger than I remember.” According to 
Carol Ward, town clerk, the popula¬ 
tion has not changed much since 1965. 

“There are more businesses here 
now,” he said. Raimondi was par¬ 
ticularly impressed with the Thomp¬ 
son Street area. “I don’t remember 
it being quite so beautiful,” he said. 

After his return to Rosario in 1965, 
he attended university and became an 
agricultural scientist. Raimondi said 


he worked as a pest control technician 
for .soy, wheat, corn and sunflower 
crops. 

Ilaimondi decided to leave Argen¬ 
tina a few months ago, and has taken 
up permanent residence in Toronto.”! 
wrote a thesis on biological control 
and am thinking about validating it at 
the University of Toronto to get a 
Ph.D.,” he said. 

“One of the first buildings I saw 
when 1 arrived in Winchester was the 
post office. I remember this building 
well from when I used to send letters 
home, and that is the first thing I did 
when I arrived this time.” 

Raimondi’s wife, Mirta, and two 
daughters, 6-year-old Ana Lis and 
3-year-old Natalia are still in Argen¬ 
tina, but will lx; joining him in Toronto 
shortly, he said. 

Raimondi has done some sighLsee- 
ing during his week in Boston. “I am 
very interested in American history,” 
he said. Raimondi was also impress¬ 
ed with the changes in Boston since 
1965, such as the Beaver II replica at 


the site of the Boston Tea Party and 
the John Hancock building. 

Another exchange student, Paivi 
Salovnori from Valkeokaski, F^inland, 
attended Winchester High School dur¬ 
ing the same three months in 1965. 
When Riiimond married in 1980, his 
honeymofin took him to Finland, 
where he was able to track her down. 

“She was very excited to discuss 
our many memories,” he said. Accor¬ 
ding to Raimondi, Salovnori is in 
charge of public relations in Nuutaier- 
vi, the second largest glass factory in 
Finland. Salovnori and Murphy are 
the only classmates he has been able 
to contact. 

“I advise every high school stu¬ 
dent to participate in an exchange 
program. It is a wonderful ex¬ 
perience,” said Raimondi. 

“There are nice people in this 
town. I am thankful for all the nice 
moments I had here,” he said. 

Raimondi hopes to return to Win¬ 
chester again this summer with his 
family.

lIBEIt’S SSOTE il 

In June of 1629, an intrepid band 
of citizens of Salem, including the 
surveyor Thomas Graves, set out 
through the dark woods with the ob¬ 
jective of laying out a new town in 
order to accommodate an expanding 
populace. 

This new town, originally called 
Mishawum and later Charlestown, 
was, for a brief time, the seat of the 
commonwealth. 

Thomas Graves laid out the town 
in two-acre lots — all surrounded by 
a fence — and all clustered about a 
community building called . “The 
Great House”. 

Further exploration was effected. 
By October 28, 1638, a record of land 
annexed to Charlestown was entered 
into the Charlestown Book of Posses¬ 
sions. This really is the first legal 
reference to the land of the Aberjona 
Valley called “Waterfield’ which 
presently contains Winchester and 
portions of surrounding tow'ns. 

This tract was divided into areas 
named for prominent natural 
features, “Rockfield” — which 
speaks to the rough nature of the 



land; “Linefield” — which was land 
located along the Cambridge line of 
survery; “Waterfield” — a section 
abounding in watercourses and 
ponds. There were subdivisions into 
public lands called “commons” — 
either cow commons for pasturage or 
forest commons denoting wood lots. 

Of those divisions, Rockfield, 
Waterfield, and Commons made up 
the territory now comprising Woburn 
and Winchester — all known then as 
Charlestown Village. 

Specifically, Waterfield denoted 
the lowlands surrounding Mystic 
Lake and Horn Pond and the lesser 
bodies of water — as well as the lands 
of the Aberjona Valley. It is the 
surverying and allotting of these 
lands to citizens of Charlestown that 
we commemorate this year. 

The names still ring true to us 
after 350 years — Symmes, Graves, 
Richardson, Johnson, Harvard, 
Nowell, Converse, Wyman — 
venerable names of those hardy souls 
who chose to settle in this bleak area. 

The land, according to Samuel 
Sewell in his “History of Woburn,”

was “unbroken, dreary forest and 
wild uncultivated wastes.” Danger of 
attack from wandering native 
savages and the wolf packs which in¬ 
fested this area was a common worry. 

The native Americans resident of 
the wilderness were of the Pawtucket 
Tribe — a friendly and peaceful band 
led by the great Chief Nanepashemel 
and his wife Squaw' Sachem. Disease 
and attack from hostile bands to the 
north soon nearly decimated the tribe 

— and it remained for Squaw Sachem 
and her sons to rule what w'as left of 
her people for over 30 years. 

In 1640 the “Cold Bridge.” named 
in honor of the particularly frigid 
February of that year, was built 
across the Aberjona River near the 
Converse property. This bridge 
assured easy passage to the new land 
to the north — and its sucessor is the 
beautiful span which arches above the 
Main Street waterfall. 

A dam erected by the Converse 
family served to create our Mill Pond 

— and this dam was well over 200 
years old when it was removed in 
1909. Richardson’s and much later, 
the Whitneys took advantage of the 
good head of water created by the 
dam to power their mills. 

Over the years, the town has had 
many names — Charlestown Village. 
Waterfield, Woburn, South Woburn. 
Woburn Gates — and finally in 1850, 
Winchester. 

From 1638 onward, the action of 
our first settlers was recorded as they 
took the inertia of field and forest and 
began construction of a living monu¬ 
ment to the highest instinct of 
humankind — a dwelling place. 

They have left to each of us in Win¬ 
chester a legacy of which bears the 
unspoken demand that we ourselves 
bequeath a portion of the best in us for 
those who will come forward to claim 
it.

Now is the time 
to get involved 

There seems to be a strange inverse relationship l>et\veen the 
desperation ot the need for qualified political candidates and the 
lack thereof. 

In a year when the town is facing a fiscal crisis the likes of which 
it has never set'll, town offices are going begging for publicly mind¬ 
ed officials. 

The same old faces will turn up on the ballot, people already 
wired to the innards of the town s ptilitics. people who have their 
agendas and networks already set. 

.Aj-vithy in denuxTacies has always been a problem. Democracy 
in the hands of the few can lead to fascism. .Ap;ithy let the Weimar 
Republic fall victim to Milter’s Nazi p;irty. Napoleon took over the 
First French Republic. Julius Caesar grabt^ ptnver from the 
Roman Senate. 

I'ippression galvanizes people. Freedom and prosperity makes 
them lazy. Why do the extra work when someone else will take 
care of it and probably do a pretty decent job”* 

The town election this year could hardly be called a race. 
.Anyone who wants to can walk over the finish line to victory. 

The precinct contests are of particular concern In Precincts 
1. 2 and 5. there are not enough applicants to fill the seats There 
is not much time before the ballots close and Town Meeting may 
be called upon to vote a hike in taxes or a major cut in services. 
This is a time when every voter should pull his or her weight 

The obligation to be involved goes beyond voting or even runn¬ 
ing for office. .An attempt must be made by every citizen to unders¬ 
tand the issues and make their opinions heard The selectmen s 
phones should be ringing off the hook 

The issues are very complex. Consider, for example, that while 
a general override raises the levy limit permanently, and is 
therefore more politically risky to support, it is easier to get on 
the ballot as a referendum question than a one-time bond 
exemption. 

The general override lakes only a three-fifths vote of the select¬ 
men to be put to a town-wide vote. The exemption takes a four- 
fifths vote. 

Given the composition of the current board, the votes do not 
exist for an exemption, even though it would stand a greater chance 
of gaining citizens’ approval. 

Steve Powers, a candidate for selectman, has said he would 
back an exemption but not an override, and his thinking is pro¬ 
bably quite representative. 

However, the votes might exist to put a general overide ques¬ 
tion before the people. Once there, though, the people are more 
than likely to vote it down. 

This situation exists as a result of a quirk in the way the state 
law was written, but the town still needs to find a way to fund its 
government, and that will take some initiative on the part of the 
good burghers. 

Voters must call their selectmen and urge them to put the 
specific bond exemption on the ballot. That question has a realistic 
chance of being adopted. But people have to put in the boot, and 
not just sit around watching the Super Bowl 

One resident who provides uncompensated service to the town 
mused the other day that a possible reason for the lack of involve¬ 
ment is the abuse that public officials take. 

There are always suspicious people out there who accuse those 
donating their time of trying to manipulate the levers of power for 
their own benefit or that of their friends. Public boards argue over 
arcane questions far into the night, long after normal people have 
supped and sipped and are snoring peacefully in their beds. 

-Anyone witnessing their attention to detail, the care with which 
they preserve others’ rights when it would be much easier to 
abrogate them, cannot help but feel sympathy. The problem with 
public jobs is not that nefarious types bend them to their own ends, 
t^t that they go begging for lack of people willing to do the work.

Town leader savs 
voters should 
decide tough ones 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In 1980. Winchester voters endors¬ 
ed Proposition 24jby a substantial 
margin We had double-digit inflation 
and there was a general sense that 
government at all levels was out of 
control. The message was clear: cut 
out the fat and become responsible. 

.At the lime, there were some who 
said cities and ionatis would fall apart 
But that didn’t happen in Winchester. 
First, there was some fat in our 
municipal budget and it was cut out. 
Second, our student enrollment began 
to decline and we closed schools and 
laid off teachers, administrators and 
building staff Third, we had cash 
resen es which we were able to draw 
upon Fourth. \ie paid off the high 
school bonds and therefore reduced 
our debt senice Finally, and with 
growing concern. we have 
systematically reduced capital spen¬ 
ding. We have p>aid operating ex¬ 
penses with money that more 
prudently should have been used to 
maintain buildings. streets, 
sidewalks, water pipes and sewers, 
and town equipment. 

.A year ago. the finance committee 
and the Iomti manager told the spring 
Tomti Meeting that those options were 
no longer Niable The fat is gone from 
our budgets .Although the high school 
enrollment is still decreasing slight¬ 
ly. the elemental^- enrollment has 
begun to increase again There uill be 
no more schools closed The town’s 
cash reser\es have been reduced to 
mimmal levels We must now begin 
to pay for the renovation of the public 
ser\'ice buildings and town hall. .And 
the capital planning committee tells 
us that, realistically, we should be 
spending about a thu-d more on 
maintenance than we currently have 
budgeted 

The finance committee, the town 


manager, and the capital planning 
committee are not crying wolf. Win¬ 
chester has to make some difficult 
choices. We can no longer provide 
serv ices at the current level without 
increasing town revenues We must 
either cut town ser\-ices and pro¬ 
grams or increase user fees and or 
property taxes. Either way. the deci¬ 
sion will be difficult, and the effects 
will be long lasting. It is absolutely 
impieraiive that the issues, the 
choices, and the ramifications be 
presented clearly and completely to 
the voters in March and the Towm 
Meeting in April. 

Each town department and each 
elected board has a responsibility to 
come forward and contribute to this 
important debate .Most importantly, 
the Boai-d of Selectmen has a respon¬ 
sibility to offer the voters a choice by 
placing an override question on the 
March ballot. The voters may decide 
to live without some town sen ices or 
capital improvements. But it should 
be their decision to make, and they 
are entitled to a conslriKlive and ra¬ 
tional debate before they are asked to 
make a decision. 

Let’s all be the responsible of¬ 
ficials we were elected to be.

It is 
whether the voters wish it to be a 
choice 

The League urges residents to call 
the selectmen and say they want the 
question on the ballot March 29.

Connolly urges citizens to vote

We, as a nation, are quickly ap¬ 
proaching a new and exciting ix)Iitical 
era Ronald Reagan will soon turn 
over the reins of government, ending 
an eventful eight-year stint in the 
Oval Office, and the voting public 
must determine exactly who his 
replacement will be. 

The next President of the United 
States will immediately lx; ex|X)sed to 
complex domestic and international 
challenges. He will be asked to steady 
an unstable economy, to further im¬ 
prove su|x;rpower relations and to 
pursue policies that preserve educa¬ 
tional opportunities, promote public 
health and ensure the integrity of our 
'■nvironment. Clearly, we must select 


an experienced leader who can 
skillfully and effectively addre.ss 
these and other key i.ssues. 

The significance of the 1988 
Presidential election, however, 
transcends even the most pressing 
public issues. We are a nation in tran¬ 
sition and our foreseeable future will 
be dramatically affected by the out¬ 
come of this race. The potential exisLs 
for what political scientists call a 
“critical realignment,” a significant 
and enduring ideological shift in¬ 
itiated by the voting public. 
Democrats, Republicans and In¬ 
dependents alike are obligated, par¬ 
ticularly during such an historic 
political season, to examine the can¬ 
didates’ qualifications, to study their 
policy positions and to cast informed 
votes at the public. 


MassachusetLs residenLs and those 
of 19 other states will get a chance to 
shape history by exercising their civic 
duty on March 8, the date of the 
‘‘Super Tuesday” presidential 
primaries. Anyone who has 
registered to vote by p-eb. 9 may par¬ 
ticipate. 

A Super Tuesday vote carries a 
very special impact. Although we 
shouldn’t dismiss the significance of 
several major primaries which take 
place later in the year (e.g. New 
York, California, Pennsylvania et. 
al). Super Tuesday is perhaps the 
single most important day in a vital¬ 
ly important political season. Some 
experts go so far as to suggest that the 
events of March 8 will virtually deter¬ 
mine the nominee of each party. 
Nearly 40 percent of all pledged 


delegates will be accounted for on 
that one day. 

Michael Barone, co-author of “The 
Almanac of American Politics 1988,” 
has suggested that, if certain experts 
are correct in assuming that both 
nomination; will be settled within five 
weeks of the Iowa caucuses, only 1.5 
million out of 175 million adult 
Americans will have voted and nar¬ 
rowed a crowded field to just two 
finalists. I^s than 10 percent of those 
who were old enough to vote have 
outlined the course of the nation’s 
government for the next four years 
and possibly beyond. 

With that sobering thought in 
mind, I strongly encourage you, the 
reader, to register and vote; you may 
be one of a privileged few.

You can expect to see 
safeguards written into the contract; that 
their deposit will be returned if you, the 
seller, renege lor no good reason, or it Ihe 
buyer falls to receive the mortgage committ¬ 
ment, for example. 

The deposit is not a legal requirement tor 
the contract, however, you should probably 
not accept an otter unless it is accompanied 
by one. As I said, it indicates a sincere of¬ 
fer. The deposit is kept in the broker's 
escrow account. You will receive Ihe funds 
at the time of settlement.

SENIOR NEWS 




School Committee presents 
engraved bell to all seniors

The January, 1988, issue of the 
Jenks Senior Center Newsletter car¬ 
ried a notice that a handlx;!! was 
needed to gain attention for an¬ 
nouncements at gatherings for 
various programs. It indicated that a 
loan or a donated bell would be ap¬ 
preciated. Shirley Potts, budget 
director for the Winchester School 
Department, called it to the attention 
of Dr. Charles Mitsakos, superinten¬ 
dent of schools, and a beautiful brass 
handbell was soon purchased and 
engraved for use at the Jenks Senior 
Center. 

Having long associated with the 
Winchester School Department, I was 
asked to attend the School Committee 
Meeting on Jan. 25 to accept the gift 
designated for seniors. 

Because the schools and the 
seniors of the town have a mutual in¬ 
terest in Winchester’s children, a 
school bell was a most appropriate 
and generous gift. Seniors have work¬ 
ed with children and youth in the Win¬ 
chester schools for a number of years. 
Barbara Ciampa, administrator for 
the Council on Aging, has talked 
periodically with students in social 
science classes from the high school 
and McCall Junior High when they 
have visited the Jenks Senior Center 
as a part of their study programs. 

Pupils from the Muraco School 
have entertained at the center with 
seniors participating in their 
dramatic presentations. A request 
has been received from the principal 
very recently for senior volunteers to 
read stories to children from 
Kindergarten through third grade. 

The Lynch Elementary School 
Grandpals Program will soon begin 
its second year of operation with 
pupils in fifth and sixth grades. This 
includes the writing of letters and get¬ 


ting acquainted at a luncheon 
meeting. The letter writing gives 
meaning to the activity as a teaching 
tool. 

The Ambrose School participated 
at the Jenks Senior Center in a May 
Day program, parading around the 
grounds, winding the Maypole, and 
eating lunch by Judkin’s Pond. For 
many years senior volunteers have 
worked with pupils on a one-to-one 
relationship hearing children read. 
This has been done at the Vinson- 
Owen and Ambrose Schools. 

The McCall Junior High School is 
now in the process of interviewing 
seniors in a Share-A-Life study dur¬ 
ing which students write about what 
seniors have done with their lives. 
This is an assignment in the English 
classes instructed by Bonnie Holmes. 
The first draft will be reviewed by the 
senior being interviewed before the 
work is done in a final form. 

These intergenerational ex¬ 
periences have proven of definite 
worth to both students and seniors. It 
is important for the young to seek the 
opinions and knowledge of those who 
have accumulated many years of liv¬ 
ing. It is equally important for seniors 
to keep abreast with the present day 
thinking of children and youth 
because it is .»'efreshing to associate 
with those who view life as an unen¬ 
ding series of exciting adventures. 

In accepting the bell for seniors, I 
told other seniors that the gift is a 
symbol of gathering in a place of lear¬ 
ning. It issues many calls, running the 
gamut of human emotions. We think 
of it essentially as a joyous instru¬ 
ment associated with the drama of 
living and learning. 

An important goal of programs at 
the Jenks Senior Center is to keep a 
perpetual fire of enthusiasm burning 
under the desire to keep on learning 
to the end of one’s days on this planet 
Earth. The school emphasizes the 
same goal; thus, the old and young 


sail on the same waters in quest of 
new knowledge. The bell will help to 
chart the deeper channels at the 
Jenks Senior Center. An important 
piece of regalia is added to the center, 
bringing to mind memories of other 
days when a teacher rang a handbell 
to call children from their play to turn 
to the serious tasks of learning. 

The engraving on the handsome 
bell says, “Winchester Public 
Schools, Winchester Seniors Associa¬ 
tion, 1988.’’ 

The seniors are most grateful for 
this thoughtful and generous gift from 
the Winchester School Department.

You’re 350 years young this year 
and to celebrate the event the Winton 
Club held a birthday party, called it 
“Memories,” and invited the whole 
town. So we dressed our best and ar¬ 
rived on time. And what a party it 
was! 

The curtain opened and there we 
were, along the Aberjona in 1638, 
where wonderfully costumed 
Pilgrims and Indians vied with one 
another in friendly fashion to the tune 
of, “Anything You Can Do I Can Do 
Better.” Michael Behnke as the In¬ 
dian Chief and Amy Culver as Squaw 
Sachem blended their voices in “The 
Indian Love Call,” a beautiful duet 
that was a tour de force of their 
talents. In spirited contrast, Susan 
Thomas’ “Doing What Comes 
Naturally,” and Parker Bennett’s 
“There’s No Business Like Show 
Business” paved the way for a kick 
line of Indian Maidens that spun the 
show along a century and more in 
time, until John Keller and Katie Con¬ 


ley soft-shoed us into the elegance of 
the 1800’s with their rendition of 
“Dearie, Do You Remember.” 

Here, beside the Middlesex Canal, 
the audience joined the singers in a 
chorus of “By The Light Of The 
Silvery Moon.”

Override question looms

“We have to try to develop a policy 
and decide whether it’s appropriate 
to vote for an override or debt exemp¬ 
tion,’’ said committee member Jack 
Roll. He added that the committee 
had the responsibility to establish 
long-range financial planning. 

“I think we should look carefully 
at what we’re funding and if we can 
cut any services,’’ member Ralph 
Johnson said. “It’s important that 
people are aware that other increases 
will come along besides the over¬ 
ride.’’ 

Johnson mentioned possible im¬ 
position of user fees for water and 
sewer and the establishment of fees 
for certain town services. 

Chairman Lorna Tseckares said, 
“Nobody believes it’s really that bad. 
We have to get everybody’s atten¬ 
tion.’’ She said the committee should 


lobby the selectmen to get them to 
vote for one or the other 2 V 2 referen¬ 
dum issues. 

Only three selectmen must agree 
to put the issue of a general override 
to the voters, even though that option 
is less often approved by 
Massachusetts towns. Debt exclusion 
requires a “yes” vote from four of the 
five selectmen. That option, although 
harder to get by the governing town 
body, is more likely to pass the town 
vote. 

An override allows the town to 
raise taxes more than 2.5 percent in 
a year. That increase remains within 
the basic tax base, so the next year’s 
2.5 percent increase is based on a 
larger number. 

Debt exclusion allows the town to 
fund special capital projects outside 
the 2.5 percent tax cap. Such one-time 
projects do not become a part of the 
tax base.

Brattle Theatre presents Monday 
series of films noir 



Being a tough guy is nowhere 
near as easy as it sounds. 

You live in a colorless world. 
You live in a world where the bad 
guys are bad. but the good guys are 
sometimes worse. You live in a 
world where the babes are like 
jalapeno ice cream, running hot and 
cold at the same time. In other 
words, you live in the world of film 
noir. 

Film noir. which comes from 
the French phrase meaning "dark 
film." is the land of the tough guy. 
This style of filmmaking had its 
heyday in the ■30s and '40s with 
movies like "The Maltese Falcon," 
“D.O.A." and "Double Indemnity," 
These movies were the place where 
famous tough guys like Humphrey 
Bogart. Kirk Douglas and Joan 
Crawford (okay, she’s not a guy, but 
she was tough) were at their best. 
Or worst, as the case may be. 

Films of this genre were almost 
always shot in dirty black-and- 
white. and featured characters 
whose morals were equally 
shadowy. Being a tough guy. you 
see. was the only way to survive 
because the world was so vile — 
even the devil hired pro wrestlers as 
bodyguards. Nobody in these 


movies ever got much respect, and 
the movies themselves suffered the 
same problem. 

For too long, the only place to 
see good film noir was on the late 
late show. However, thanks to the 
Brattle Theatre in Cambridge, a lit¬ 
tle light has been shed on the dark 
films. The theater started a film 
series called Film Noir Mondays 
last fall, showing two classic ex¬ 
amples of film noir every Monday 
night. The series proved to be the 
most popular feature the theater 
has scheduled since it reopened last 
year, and it even won the “Best Film 
Series" award from the Boston 
Society of Film Critics. 

There's apparently no keeping 
a tough guy down, tecause Film 
Noir Mondays have returned to the 
Brattle with a new schedule. The list 
of upcoming films is like a breath 
of fresh cigar smoke compared to 
the stuff arriving at the local 
cineplexes. 

Monday, February 9 

"Detective Story," starring Kirk 
Douglas. Eleanor Parker. Directed 
by William Wyler. 

It could be the dimple in his 
chin. Or, the voice that hisses like 
a leaking radiator. Whatever it is, 
Kirk Douglas has always been one 
of the great menacing presences in 


movies. This film, though, was one 
of those rare chances when he got 
to be a menacing good guy. Sort of. 
He plays a crazed cop doing 
whatever it takes during a 24-hour 
period to mete out justice. 

"No Way Out." starring Richard 
Widmark, Sidney Poitier. Directed 
by Joseph Mankewicz. 

Not to be confused with the 
Kevin Costner Pentagon noir movie 
with the same name from last sum¬ 
mer, this is a black and white story 
about the problems between blacks 
and whites. Made in 1950, this was 
an early attempt to show how nas¬ 
ty racial hatred could be with Wid¬ 
mark playing (surprise! surprise!) a 
crazy gangster who tries to avenge 
his brother’s death by creating race 
riots.

"The Dark Corner," starring 
Lucille Ball, Clifton Webb. Directed 
by Henry Hathaway. 

This isn’t a Lucille Ball that 
Ricky Ricardo would recognize. 
This time, Lucy is a secretary who 
helps her detective boss escape 
from a frame-up and finds the un¬ 
seen enemies who are out to do him 
in. Sure "I Love Lucy" seemed pret¬ 
ty dark and depressing at times, 
especially when Lucy cried, but it 
never got as dark as the images in 


this film. 

"Undercurrent,’■ starring

What good is a film noir series 
without at ieast one movie about a 
good woman who suddeniy finds 
herself married to a slimeball, who 
may or may not be out to get her 
and ruin her happy home. Cail this 
home noir. Hepburn stars as The 
Woman in Peril, and there’s a guest 
appearance by a ghostly Robert 
Mitchum.

"M," starring Peter Lorre. 
Directed by Fritz Lang. 

This movie is as dark as film 
noir gets. Lorre is a pathetic man, 
who also happens to be a psychotic 
child killer. Made in 1931. the film 
is a scary yet surprisingly sym¬ 
pathetic portrait of a trapped man, 
who is being tracked not only by the 
law but by other criminals. "M" is 
really the model for much of 
American film noir. 

"Ministry of Fear," starring Ray 
Miliand, Dan Duryea. Directed by 
Fritz Lang. 

Nobody makes a better noir 
villain than a Nazi. Nazis are 
threatening. They’re the ultimate 
evil. And boy, do they look good in 
black and white. "Ministry of Fear" 


is a good Hitchcock imitation, with 
Ray Miliand as an innocent man 
who unwittingly pronounces a 
secret code word that mixes him up 
with those nasty Nazis.

"Mildred Pierce," starring Joan

You want to know what film noir 
really looks like? Just take one look 
at Joan Crawford’s eyebrows. 
They’re dark. They’re slanted. And 
they’re sinister. Crawford and her 
brows star in this classic soap opera 
to end all soap operas, the tale of 
a housewife who becomes a 
business success, only to alienate 
her daughter. 

"Double Indemnity," starring 
Barbara Stanwick, Fred MacMur- 
ray. Edward G. Robinson. Directed 
by Billy Wilder. 

Film noir works best when the 
plot involves some dopey young in¬ 
nocent who spends the entire film 
getting corrupted. And. in the end. 
he’s even worse off than the people 
who were slimey to begin with. Fred 
MacMurray makes a great Innocent 
in this classic film version of James 
M. Cain’s story about a seductive 
widow (Stanwyck) who tricks him 
into killing her husband for the in 
surance money.

Distress interferes with 
immune functions 


Can an emotional crisis make 
you sick? 

There does seem to be some 
preliminary evidence that going 
through an emotional event can af¬ 
fect your body’s ability to fight off 
disease. 

Your immune system goes 
through changes as time goes by. 
Researchers have been investigat¬ 
ing what might cause those 
changes. A study at Ohio State Uni¬ 
versity in Columbus found that the 
immune system activity in medical 
students decreased around final ex¬ 
amination time. 

The same researchers have also 
reported that separated and divorc¬ 
ed women showed lower immune 
responses than did married women. 
All of the women in the separated 
and divorced group had experienc¬ 
ed the change in their marital status 
in the past six years. 

Those women in the separated 
and divorced group who exhibited 
a continuing emotional feeling 
about their husbands — be it per¬ 
sistent anger or persistent longing 
— reported greater feelings of de¬ 
pression and poorer immune sys¬ 
tem function. 

Also, the married women who 
reported dissatisfaction with their 
marriages showed poorer immune 
responses in general than women 


who said they were satisfied with 
their marriages. 

Among the immune system 
functions which appeared to be sup¬ 
pressed during periods of stress was 
the activity of the so-called "killer 
cells." These killer cells are thought 
to be important in the body’s fight 
against viruses and cancer. Produc¬ 
tion of interferon, which stimulates 
killer cells, also fell during periods 
of stress. 

The researchers believe that any 
stress, even minor stress, might 
also have effects on immunity. As 
an example of an ordinary stress 
situation that might affect immuni¬ 
ty, they named the several days of 
frenzied activity that frequently 
precede a vacation. 

The scientists think that if dis¬ 
tress interferes with immune func¬ 
tion, relaxation techniques may 
increase immune function. Though 
they have some preliminary evi¬ 
dence to support this claim, more 
studies will have to be done before 
we can report that such a link defi¬ 
nitely exists.

he could lead armies and revolu¬ 
tions. At one point he picks up and 
carries a man across the stage while 
singing an aria. His rendition of 
Who Am I is rapturous, displaying 
his gorgeous tenor voice to full ad¬ 
vantage. But it is with Bring Him 
Home, a highly sensitive song in 
which he offers to sacrifice his life 
so that his ward’s suitor may live, 
and which climaxes with an ex¬ 
quisite falsetto, that Solo brings the 
audience to its feet. 

Nor is Lackey any less im¬ 
pressive as the coolly implacable 
Javert. His voice is magnificent in 
Stars, and his Soliloquy, wherein he 
decries the shattering of his unben¬ 
ding principles of justice by Val- 
jean’s own mercy, is truly a moment 
of grandeur. 

The comedy relief is supplied by 
Tom Robbins and Victoria Clark as 
Thenardier and his wife, but their 
Master of the House runs far too 
long.

Young Lantz Landry is excellent 
as Gavroche. the street-wise urchin, 
and also notable are Tamara 
Jenkins as Cosette, Valjean’s ward. 
Hugh Panaro as Marius, her suitor, 
and Kevin McGuire as the Bishop of 
Digne. The chorus parades before 
us one glorious voice after another! 

A major disappointment is 
Diane Fratantoni as Fantine, the un¬ 
married mother forced into pro¬ 
stitution and helped out of it by 
Valjean. She seems to lack the flair, 
energy and charisma for this impor¬ 
tant part. But. most damaging, she 
possesses a thin voice that 
decimates the lovely ballad I 
Dreamed a Dream. Renee 
Veneziale, who portrays Eponine, 
daughter of the Thenardiers and 
secretly in love with Marius, is 
assigned most of the rock tempo 
numbers and simply garbles the 
lyrics. 

But these are minor flaws in the 
overall picture for this blockbuster, 
this megabit, this eight-time Tony 
Award-winner. If you want to know 
the meaning of true rapture, see Les 
MiserablesI

Parents must learn 
to dance with kids 


Born Dancing, By Evelyn B. 
Thomas and Sue Browder. Harper 
and Row, Publishers. New York, 
1987. 204 pp. 


A new mother was recently 
overheard talking about her 4 
month old baby: "He’s learning col¬ 
ors now; next I’m going to teach 
him shapes. ” 


This baby, like countless other 
babies of the ’80s. will undoubted¬ 
ly take swimming lessons at 6 
months, read at one year, use a 
computer at two, and solve 
quadratic equations by three. Not 
surprising considering the massive 
campaign by baby "experts’’ to 
saturate the market with books 
designed to help create the best/ 
smartest baby. Aimed at the super¬ 
woman/superwife. these books 
assure mothers that by following a 
certain plan they can progress to 
supermothers with superbabies. 
Fortunately, in the midst of all the 
experts’ conflicting advice, shoulds, 
shouldn’ts, condescension, and 
basic lack of confidence in a 
parent’s natural abilities, comes a 
book on child raising with a 
refreshing new angle. 

Born Dancing by Evelyn B. Tho- 
man, Ph.D. and Sue Browder, pre¬ 
sents the interesting theories that 
parents are actually quite capable 
of raising happy, healthy babies all 
by themselves, and that babies 
don’t have to be in constant train¬ 
ing for I.Q. tests to be intelligent. 
The authors point out that a mother 
is far more qualified to raise her 
baby than is any so called baby ex¬ 
pert who cannot possibly be aware 
of the innumerable facets of a 
specific, intensely complex and uni¬ 
que parent/child relationship. This 
special bond between a baby and 
his primary caregiver, which the 
authors call The Dance, has been 
customary in virtually every socie¬ 
ty since the beginning of time. 


Regrettably, mothers have been 
conditioned, through the profusion 
of impressive advice hurled at them 
in recent years, to lack confidence. 
They turn to others to ‘ learn 
parenting instead of trusting their 
own competent instincts. 

Born Dancing basically re 
teaches mothers what they once 
took for granted: every baby is 
special, every family situation is 
unique. There can be no set rules 
Parents naturally have a ’’biological 
wisdom ”. and the ’ability to under 
stand and share their baby’s dance". 
Browder and Thoman feel that the 
’’emotional I Q. ” of a baby is what’s 
important. A happy, healthy, con¬ 
fident baby has the best chance of 
becoming a happy, healthy, confi¬ 
dent adult and so it seems wise to 
meet a baby’s emotional needs 
before introducing reading and 
math. 

Developing their own special 
dance, say the authors, requires 
give and take on both the parent’s 
and baby’s part. In the beginning 
the steps may be jerky as the two 
partners get to know each other 
Gradually though, with a little pa 
tience and effort, a smooth waltz in¬ 
volving mutual understanding, trust 
and respect will result. 

In keeping with their belief that 
a happy baby is most parents ma 
jor goal. Browder and Thoman have 
included such appropriate chapters 
as: 28 Ways to Make a Baby Laugh 
Understanding Your Baby’s Nature. 
Respecting Your Baby’s Feelings, 
and Dancing with a Crying Babv 
These and other equally helpful 
chapters form a baby book that 
leaves parents feeling confident and 
excited about their new role. 

Born Dancing doesn't look 
down on or lecture to new parents, 
instead it offers some practical 
ideas to help parents form a special 
bond with their child and leaves the 
parenting to the real "experts ’; the 
parents.

The budget issue is reaching a 
crisis as the deadline nears for select¬ 
men to choo.se whether to put a Pro¬ 
position 2 '2 override question on the 
ballot. 

During a Monday night public 
hearing, the board w'as subjected to 
a barrage of sometimes emotional 
opinions. 

When the ballot goes to the printer 
Friday, March 4, the wording mast be 
approved by town counsel and the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue, according to Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward. 

Technically, a question can be put 
on any ballot, next November’s, for 
example, or that of a special election. 


But delay would be “very risky from 
a timing point of view,” Ward said. 
The fiscal year begins July 1; 
revenues must be basically set by 
then, she said. 

The short fuse probably triggered 
the quick tempers at the hearing as 
members of various boards, the town 
manager. Town Meeting members 
and partisans aired their views. 

The hearing began wi‘h Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer show¬ 
ing his Option A, a proposed version 
of what w’ould have to be cut to 
balance the budget without any 
revenue hikes. 

Maurer’s other options — B 
through E — involve various revenue 
increases.

School Committee 
fine-tunes budget 


Marjorie Moore brings home tales 
of Nicaraguan war and suffering

After 12 days in the Ixittle zones of 
Nicaragua, Marjorie Moore of Dennet 
Road is eager to share her ex¬ 
periences with the people of Win¬ 
chester. 

“Although the policies of the 
United States have caused economic 
hardship and personal suffering 
throughout the country, the spirits of 
the people are high,’’ she says.“And 


Nicaraguaas everywhere seem deter¬ 
mined to defend the freedoms they 
achieved with the revolution.’’ 

Moore is one of 21 volunteers from 
11 states who visited Nicaragua under 
the Witness for Peace organization, a 
group sponsored by the United 
Church of Christ (UCC). She was 
chosen through the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church. 

The group spent four days in San 
Sebastian de Yali, a town of about 
45,000 people located 30 miles from 


the Honduran border. She de.scribes 
the area as a “war-zone where Con¬ 
tras attack and ambushes occur ” 
The Witnesses for Peace stayed in 
the homes of families who lost 
husbands, sons and daughters to the 
Contra conflict, says Moore. ' 
“What I objected to was the way 
the United States was spending my 
tax dollars. This was my chance to do 
something other than talk.’’she says. 

Part of the program involved 
traveling with doctors to deliver 


medical supplies. According to 
Moore, the three major causes of 
death in Nicaragua are malnutrition, 
diharrhea and tuberculosis. Moore 
brought with her $500 worth of 
perscription and nonprescription 
drugs, most of it donated by members 
of the church, she says. 

“A few bottles of vitamins are a 
drop in the ocean when you see that 
much malnutrition, but it is still bad¬ 
ly needed,’’ she says.

In the final session of Fiscal Year 
budget discussions, the School Com¬ 
mittee decided Tuesday night to cut 
$10,000 allotted for an assistant prin¬ 
cipal at Lincoln School from the 
superintendent’s proposed budget. 

Committee members unanimous¬ 
ly agreed that it is unrealistic to sup¬ 
port such a proposal given the town’s 
present financial state. The decision 
reduced the proposed school budget 
to $12,665,375. 

“I have to look at it from a more 
realistic perspective of what kind of 
signal this gives to the town during 
this hour of financial crisis,’’ said 
committee member Edward O’Con¬ 


nell. “I can’t help but feel that to 
create and fund a new position at this 
time. . .would almost be a taunt.’’ 

Chairman William Jervey added 
that while he did not question the 
value of the position, he felt that pro¬ 
posing it at this time “is not financial¬ 
ly justifiable.’’ 

While the board agreed 
unanimously to the budget cut, 
member, committee member 
Michael Ronayne said he is concern¬ 
ed items such as the Lincoln School 
assistant principal and the full-day 
kindergarten get the brunt of exter¬ 
nal pressures at the end of budget 
discussions. 

Ronayne supported adding $25,000 
to the budget to fund the full-day

Kraus attempts change 
in local aid formula 


Chamber hears planning specialist

Winchester’s downtown has come 
a long way back from lx?ing a public 
eyesore, and local businesspeople aim 
to maintain and increase its vitality 
as a commercial and social hub. To 
that end. the Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce brought in an expert at 
revitalization of town centers to ad¬ 
dress a chamber breakfast last 
Friday. 

Before an attentive audience of 
some .50 chamber members and local 
politicians, Kathleen Bartolini, direc¬ 
tor of the Massachusetts Office of 
I^al and Regional Planning, laid out 
a methodical approach to urban com¬ 
mercial redevelopment. 


'I'o warm up her audience, Bar¬ 
tolini told a short history of the evolu¬ 
tion of town centers. 

In the old days, she said, the 
centers were true community gather¬ 
ing places, “where the action was,’’ 
where gossip was traded and goods 
and services exchanged. 

After World War II, strip zoning 
along the newly-created highways 
gave rise to commercial strips bet¬ 
ween commute locations. On these 
strips were built lower-quality 
buildings with huge signs to catch the 
eye of fast-moving drivers. The theme 
of these stores was “convenience,” 
Bartolini related. 

Downtown retailers, in order to 
compete with strip stores, imitated 
them. Merchants covered beautiful. 


historic buildings with aluminum 
siding to “modernize” them and put 
up large signs, even though 
pedestrians had plenty of time to see 
normal ones. This made them look 


“phony.” Bartolini said. 

Then came government urban 
renewal, a euphemism for a program 
of destruction that left a “Dresden” 
(Please see ( II.A.'MBEK. page 23)

“1 see 2' 2 affec¬ 
ting our services, our schools, our 
employee relations. . .11 will have an 
impact beyond fiscal 1989.” 

Margies said the debates “seem¬ 
ed very shortsighted,” and decided to 
become a part of the decision-making 
process. 

“It’s necessary for the board to 
work together to get its work done, 
rather than to be distracted by other 
concerns,” she said. 

Margies resigned from her posi¬ 
tion as president of the League of 
Women Voters to run for the Board of 
Selectmen. Despite her role as past 
president, Margies said she feels the 
League will remain unbia.sed during 
the race. 

“If anyone can maintain the objec¬ 
tivity of the League, it will be 
Marianne O’Brien, the Voter Service 
Representative for Winchester.” 
Margies said. 

Water (jualily and solid waste are 
also high on Margies’ list of priorities.

Once he started sketching horses 
and cowboys, Jim Dobbins scarcely 
looked back. He vranted to make his 
living as a cartoonist, and that’s just 
what he did. Now nationally syn¬ 
dicated, the Winchester resident’s 
drawings amuse thousands of 
newspaper readers in North America. 

“I knew from the eighth or ninth 
grade that 1 was going to be a car¬ 
toonist,” he explains. “1 started by 
drawing cowboys and horses, and for 
one art assignment in Woburn Junior 
High School. 1 drew a lliggin’s bottle 
of ink.” 

The ability to draw apparently 
favoredother members of his family 
as well. Dobbins remembers the 
Udent of an oldei* sister and a younger 
brother. 

“1 thought anybody could do it 
since my family had real talent,” he 
says. “1 guess 1 got involved in it 
because like most people. I like to do 
things I’m good at.” 

At Woburn High School, he drew 
cur‘'>ons and. by his own account, did 
just ab{,: * everything necessary to 
produce the school jxiper. After 
graduation in 1942, he volunteered for 
the Navy. 

In the service Dobbins hid his ar¬ 
tistic ability, fearing he would be 
assigned a camp artist’s position at 
the Great Lakes training station in 11 
linois. What he wanted was combat 
duly - and Ik* got his wish. He serv 
ed as a radioman gunner, flying 
numerous missions over the Pacific. 
In 1944, Dobbins received the 
Distinguished Flying Gross air medal. 

After the war. he studied at the 
Massachusetts Gollege of Art. Dob 
bins sold his first work while still a 
student. 

“'riiey were some sjMirts things, in¬ 
cluding a couple of Ted Williams car 
loons.” Dobbins savs. “I was so 


happy I didn’t want to cash that first 
$75.00 check.” 

In 1951, degree in hand, he peddl¬ 
ed several cartoons to the Lowell Sun. 
Unable to find steady work within the 
cartoon field, he enrolled at the 
former Boston Teacher’s College. 
Later he taught art and English at 
Roslindale High School. 

Speaking of his teacliing proficien¬ 
cy, Dobbins can only say: “No 
wonder a lot of people over there don’t 
speak very good English.” 

After a year of teaching, he land¬ 
ed a job as a political cartoonist with 
the Lowell newspaper. Since then he 
has worked for the New York Daily 
News, the Boston Post, the Boston 
Herald Traveler, the Boston Herald 
American, the Manchester Union 
Leader and the New Hampshire Sun¬ 
day News. Today, he is a member of 
the Rothco syndicate, which 
distributes his work to more than 90 
newspapeis, including several in 
Canada. 

His ideas come from everywhere, 
and his formula for drawing political 
cartoons is simple. 

“The things that people are most 
apt to be talking about are the things 
you should be drawing,” he explains. 

'l\vo recent illustrations of this ap¬ 
proach include cartoons based on 
Gi.. y Hart’s return to the democratic 
pres'idenua! race, and the criticism 
sustained by President Reagan after 
tin* Irangate affair. 

Hart is shown pulling up his 
trousers, yelling across a moun¬ 
tainous landscape to the other 
democratic candidates about his 
return to the race. The other cartoon 
shows Reagan with a blackened left 
eye, and the caption. ”1 did not blink.” 

Dobbins now works in a studio in 
his house. He produces foui' cartoons 
every week. 'I’he yeai* he worked for 
the New York Daily News he was 
responsible for a weekly total of

seven. The 21 years he spent at the 
Boston Herald, he drew six each 
week. Fortunately, he says, he never 
suffered a creative block. 

Others have obviously enjoyed his 
efforts; Dobbins has won 75 prizes 


and been included in the American 
and Who’s Who directories. And most 
important to his success - he enjoys 
his work. 

“1 always knew I would achieve 
pleasure out of this field.” he says.

“Thinkmg About Your Future and 
Long Term Care” is the senior issues 
forum presentei by the Winchester 
Council On Aging at the Jenks Senior 
('enter on Wednesday, Feb. 17, at 1:30 
p.m. 

Long-term care for seniors is a 
problem facing near’.y all American 
families. Catastrophic long-term care 
costs can wipe out tlte income and 
savings of elders, since such services 
are not covered by Medicare or sup¬ 
plemental medical policies. As people 
grow older vitality wanes and day-to- 
day help is needed with health and 
personal needs. This does not 
necessarily mean expensive care in 
nursing homes, but rather \lie use of 
a variety of home health anvl social 
services. 

Should there be public programs 
to cover the costs of such services? 
Both Massachusetts and tlie federal 
government are working on plans for 


insurance to pay for long term care 
and as cilizen.s we will all be sharing 
in these costs. 

A panel of professionals in the 
fields of health economics, govern¬ 
ment resources, insurance and legal 
services, and providers of health care 
will address these problems. Dr. 
Mark Schlesinger, lecturer in public 
policy at the John F. Kennedy School 
of Government will speak on “Pro¬ 
spects for Government Financing for 
Long Term Care.”

■ Historian Charles Rosenberg 
traces the development of the 
American hospital from the late IHlh 
century to the present day in his book 
‘.‘The Care of .Strangers: The Rise of 
America’s Hospital System.” 

Rosenberg describes the hospital 
as a uni(|ue reflection of our society, 
a place where ‘‘within the walls of a 
single building, high technology, 
bureacracy and professionalism are 
juxtaposed with thi? most fundamen¬ 
tal and unchanging human ex¬ 
periences - birth, death and pain.” 

Health care issues and the tulure 
of American hospitals are currently 
hot political topics. Interestingly. 
Rosenberg points out that this debate 
has raged since the beginning of the 
century. The quality of medical care 
and the role of new technologies in 
medicine and research have been the 
concerns of health care professionals 
and citizens for decades. 

In ItUM). the hospital was an in¬ 
significant aspect of American 
medical care. The early American 
hospital was, in fact, an almshouse, 
a place for the indigent, the im¬ 
poverished. the insane and the 
helpless. Most health care took place 
in the home and much of household 
medicine was identical to hospital 
treatment. Hy the early 19()()s. 
however, hospital construction was 
booming. As they became more 
widespread, hospitals began to play 
a role in the training of physicians and 
nurses and the needs of these profes¬ 
sionals and the respon.se to scientific 
advances became significant factors 
in the development of the hospitals as 
we now' know it. 

“Hy the 1920s.” according to 
Ro.senberg, “almost all the critcisms 
of the hospital so familiar to us in the 
past tw'o decades w'ere already being 
articulated by critics both within and 
outside the medical profession. Con¬ 
cerned observers of the hospital 
pointed towards a growing coldness 


and impersonality; they represented 
an increasing concern with acute 
ailments and a parallel neglect of the 
aged, of chronic illness, of the con 
valescent, of the simply routine.” 

Ro.senberg’s well-documented ex¬ 
amination of the rise of the American 
hospital, using original sources, is a 
fa.scinating siK'ial history which gives 
depth to the issues of today.

CHATTELS AND FIXTURES 

All property is divided into two 
classes; PERSONAL and REAL. Real 
estate consists ol the land and 
whatever is attached to it. Personal 
properly (chatties) is moveable. The 
tree growing on your land is pari of the 
real estate. When cut and made into 
lubmer, it becomes persona proper¬ 
ty. Alternately, ctiattels can become 
real estate. A sink in the store is per¬ 
sonal properly. Take it home and hook 
it up and it becomes a fixture, a term 
for chattels that have become real 
property. 

Many disputes in real estate center 
around what does or does not remain 
with the property. In general, chatties 
may be taken away, fixtures must re¬ 
main. To avoid argument, remove cer¬ 
tain Items before showing the proper¬ 
ty. If you plan to keep the special din¬ 
ing room chandelier, for example, the 
simplest solution is to replace it before • 
the house is ever shown. If you are not 
going to do this, state clearly in writing 
that you reserve the right to remove 
certain items that buyers might 
assume would slay.

Ch. 705 housing construction 
can start soon after bidding

After bids have been entertained, 
the construction of seven new units of 
family housing could begin “within 
two w-eeks,’’ Winchester Housing 
Authority Executive Director Jerry 
Keefe told authority members at their 
Monday night meeting. 

Occupancy of the triplex and tw'o 
duplex units should follow in six 
months. The new housing will be built 
at sites on Palmer Street, Cambridge 
Street and Lockland Avenue. Of the 


estimated $6.30,000 price tag. the state 
Executive Office for Communities 
and Development has promised more 
than $550,000, w'hile the town will pro¬ 
vide the remaining funds up to a ceil¬ 
ing of $130,000, according to Keefe. 

In other business, Chairman 
Joseph Riga affixed his signature to 
an application for a share of state 
grant money that totals more than 
$488,000. Winchester would receive 
$30,000, which would be used for roof, 
balcony and gutter repairs to local 
housing units under the authority’s 
domain.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


We will wage the 
whirl equivalent 
of more 

Well, the bullet is here and it is big, and while there has been 
quite a clacking of jaws accompanying its arrival and a certain 
amount of gumming around its edges, no one has yet to take a real 
chomp. 

Chad Maurer, in his role as executioner, has laid out the op¬ 
tions, but he will only have to live with the results, not make the 
decisions. True, the selectmen, if and when they have to cut things 
and people, particularly people, will try to get him to finger in¬ 
dividuals, but they will have to give the nod. 

By now the selectmen have dug in to temporarily defensible 
positions. 

Judy Muggia is clearly in favor of an override, but ever the 
clever tactician, she has covered her flanks with a promise to look 
closely at budget cuts. 

Mark Lombardi is leading the anti-override charge right out 
in the middle of the DMZ, unafraid of snipers’ charges. 

Bob Deering and Tom Schmitt are hopping between com¬ 
municating trenches on the front lines, now squinting fiercely at 
line-items, now measuring the effects of propaganda on troop 
morale, and then off to headquarters to see if enough rein¬ 
forcements have arrived for a pro-tax charge. 

Deering also seems to have his eye on a monarchist coup, not 
trusting the people to vote in their own best interests. We can only 
hope that his military dictatorship is guided by Confucian 
principles. 

Frank Sopper gives the impression of being a potential cons¬ 
cientious objector. During an indoctrination session he was heard 
to say. “I need more time.” 

Meanwhile, partisans are organizing and forming cells 
throughout the countryside. They don’t know where the front is 
yet, but the fighting spirit is there. 

Youth conscription is in full swing with young scouts running 
interference for troop and supply movements. As always when 
communication lines are down, rumors run rampant. Reports of 
an imminent attack on the Youth Center have been greatly exag¬ 
gerated, according to unreliable sources. 

Morale of troops at the front has never been lower. Junior of¬ 
ficers have warned subordinates that casualties may be high in 
the coming conflict, and that a war of attrition is expected, year 
after year after year. 

Members of the Youth Indoctrination Division are considering 
mounting a coup to overthrow the local government. They have 
been told that, the high quality of their graduates notwithstanding, 
supplies planned for their use will have to be diverted to feed a 
hungry and growing debt problem. 

With the political disorganization brought on by warring fac¬ 
tions, Bill Jervey and other division leaders may mount a direct 
raid on the supply depot. Their discontent is perhaps fed by a suspi¬ 
cion that rear officers are enjoying the pleasures of civilian ex¬ 
istence with their servant-polished boots propped up on expensive 
desks. 

Civilians, lacking information, are panicking. Local authorities 
caught Ann Matarese passing around samizdat copies of Dante’s 
“Inferno” and “Profiles in Courage.” 

“We’re at the gates of absolute bankruptcy,” she cried as she 
was carried away. Rumor has it she is being charged with hiding 
4,000 pounds of paper under a Louis XV divan. 

The conflict appears to have given rise to warlordism. Local 
power broker Mike Saraco is said to have cut a trench clear across. 
Winchester, flooded it and set up a toll bridge. A defector from 
Saraco’s camp said he intends to charge c^n intensely high fee to 
anyone who wishes to cross, making exceptions only for those older 
than himself, a safe bet by a man who knows his horses. 

The normally articulate Dave Mortensen, a low and moderate 
man if ever there was one. seems to be displaying symptoms of 
shell shock, mumbling to himself about frustrations...pay as you 
go...be specific...doesn’t help if opponents...don’t like taxes. 

Meanwhile Mata Margies has been reported to be trading in¬ 
formation with both camps. Last seen running for or from a select¬ 
man, she was already in League with the guarantors of democracy, 
a system which, while it isn’t any good, is still better than any 
other, or so an Englishman once said. 

Anarchists have taken to the streets, hurling false statements 
in the hopes of influencing the outcome. Bob Dewald admitted 
under interrogation that he made up the rumor that the king was 
planning to double taxes. 

Loretta Verrecchia was caught under an override trying to fix 
a runaway fixed cost. 

No one knows when the conflict will end, but by March 4, all 
but the shouting will be over. There is some talk of bringing in a 
moderate Iranian to mediate between the parties, but the Palisti- 
nian go-between has been unable to convince one that a com¬ 
promise is possible. 

Meanwhile the big bullet looms on the horizon like a blood-red 
sun rising out of a sea of red ink.

In the future, I hope Mr. Jervey would 
direct some of his energies toward 
looking into the causes of the recent 
and continuing decline of the SAT and 
achievement test scores of our stu¬ 
dents. The Winchester taxpayer has 
more than generously supported the 
school system and is now entitled to 
an explanation as to why academic 
achievement is declining so rapidly. 

We all agree with Mrs. Margies 
that critical issues must be decided by 
the voters. It seems to me that the 
voters already decided on Proposition 
2%, and our elected officials should be 
concerned with implementing the de¬ 


sires of the voters. On the other hand, 
it seems reasonable that the voters be 
given a chance to decide on other im¬ 
portant issues such as more down¬ 
town brick sidewalks and street 
lights, the housing and zoning issues 
(do we want seven-story, 174-unit 
high-rises throughout town?), the pro¬ 
posed MWRA water main hook-up on 
Forest Street and related reservoir 
and water issues, the proposed $11 
million for athletic fields (which are 
presently more than adequate), the 
elaborate restoration of Town Hall, 
etc. 

We all must remember that Win¬ 
chester already has a very substan¬ 
tial property tax. Doubling the 
average homeowner’s taxes will cer¬ 
tainly cause undue hardship. People 
on fixed incomes, for example, such 
as our senior citizens, would be es¬ 
pecially hard hit. We should think 
twice tefore we spend foolishly on 
nonessential items. 

It is ironic that on the same day 
that the above letters appeared in the 
Winchester Star, the Wobrun Daily 
Times carried an article describing a 
blow-up that occurred recently during 
a Town Hall Building Committee 
meeting concerning the ordering of 
35,000 bricks to redo the road in back 
of Town Hall. What is wrong with the 
present road? Why do we ne^ a brick 
road? This is just one more example 
of foolishly wasting taxpayer’s 
money. What next? palm trees 
around Town Hall at $35,000 each?

This lady is constantly trying to 
find good homes for her charges and 
is successful in placing about 200 each 
year, but as fast as she does so, more 
animals are left with her. She is tired 
and discouraged and I feel she 
deserves the support of all animal 
lovers. Right now the desperate need 
is money. 

One may help this worthy cause by 
sending a check (large or small) 
made out to “Adopt-a-Cat,” mailed to 
me to preserve her anonymity. I will 
happily forward any donations to her 
immediately. Many animal 
Samaritans know of her existence and 
she continues to take in many pets, 
but cannot increase her load to take 
in more towns.

More Grandpals needed 

Because of the success of the 
Grandpals program last year, there 
is a strong interest on the part of the 
fifth and sixth grade teachers at the 
Lynch Elementary School to repeat 
the successful exchange. 

Each pupil will write a letter to an 
assigned senior including a picture as 
an introduction by mail and the senior 
will respond to the student. Later 
there will be a follow-up letter and an 
invitation to the senior to attend a 
brown-bag luncheon at the school 
where personal contacts in a face-to- 
face situation will establish a friend¬ 
ly relationship.

The Skilled Nursing Facility Care 
now covers 100 days per spell of il¬ 
lness. (’o-payinents of $65/day re¬ 
quired after the 20th day.

Co-payments of 
$24/day rwjuired for seven days, then 
no further co-payments. No prior 
hospitalization retjuired. 

Outpatient prescription drugs are 
now not covered except for transplant 
patients.

Doctor urges 
glaucoma testing 

Glaucoma is one of the leadinf* 
causes of blindness in the United 
States and two of every hundred |)er 
sons over age .'If) ri.sks loss ol vision 
from glaucoma, according to Phillips 
M. Gendelman. M l)., of Winchester 
Kye Associates. 

Everything we st*e is relayed from 
our eye over delicate living cable call 
ed the optic nerve. Glaucoma or 
dangerous pressure in the eye 
destroys the optic nerve but in a very 
sneaky way. Blind spots slowly 
develop, usually not in tbe center ol 
a person’s vision but off to the side in 
hard-to-detect small areas. ‘Pe«)ple 
rarely notice these early losses and 


many times it reipiiresa doctor’s ex- 
aminalion with special techniques to 
locale these l)hnd spots,” cautions 
Gendelman. 

'I’he advances in medicine for 
treating glaucoma, as well as the 
newer technupies of lasei- surgery 
have not tam(*d glaucoma, but they 
can control glaucoma in most cases. 


This IS provided the individual is 
discoveied early in the onset of 
dea.sease. “The key to discovery is 
regular eye examinations which will 
detect changes in the optic nei*ve, side 
vision and eye pressure. It is your 
responsibility to Uike care of yourself, 
only you can prevent blindness,” he 


says.

Cold weather has its perils

Hypothermia is one of the most 
frequent cold related injuries. It af¬ 
fects the entire body and may occur 
Ht outside temperatures al)ove freez- 
ng as well as below freezing. 

Hypothermia occurs when the core 
temperature of the body falls below 
9.5 degrees Fahrenheit and results 
when the body temperature — con¬ 
trolling mechanism is overwhelmed. 

At temperatures below 9.5 degree 
Fahrenheit, the body is unable to 
rewarm itself without outside 
assistance due to the failure of this 
temperature control. 

“The human body reacts to ex¬ 
treme cold much like a hibernating 
animal,” said Dr. Adrian F^isher, 
emergency room physician at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. “A person’s internal 
activity is slowed, which dramatical¬ 
ly reduces the cells’ demand for ox¬ 
ygen from the blood. This can be a 
protective mechanism. As body 
temperature falls below 9.5 degrees 
Fahrenheit thermal control Is pro¬ 
gressively lost and the IxKly is unable 
to reestablish a new thermal 
equillibrium. With further cooling 
coma can occur, followcxl by death.” 

Hypothermia gives little warning. 

Initial reactions to cold are shivering 
and goosebumps, but in hypothermia, 
these are riot enough to maintain the 
body temperature. Trembling on one 
side of the body, but no shivering, un¬ 
controllable fits of shivering, or slur¬ 
red speech and dizziness are some of 
the signs and symptoms of 
hypothermia. 

Another common cold-related in¬ 
jury is frosl^bite. Frostbite occurs

when skin tissue is subjected to ex¬ 
treme cold for a duration of time long 
enough to result in actual freezing of 
tissue fluids. .Just before frostbite oc¬ 
curs. the affected skin may be slight¬ 
ly flushed. As frostbite develops the 
skin changes to white or grayish- 
yellow in appearance. The affected 
part feels intensely cold and numb. 
Often there is no pain and the person 
is not aware of frosttiite until someone 
tells him/her or he/she observes the 
pale, glossy skin. 

Prevention of both hypothermia 
and frostbite involves limiting the 
duration of exposure to extreme cold 
as well as wearing proper protective 
clothing. 

If you must go outdoors into ex¬ 
tremely cold air temperatures, par¬ 
ticularly if high wind or humidit> is 
also pre.sent, limit exposure time as 
much as possible. The danger of 
Irostbite or nyppothermia is Increas¬ 
ed if you are tired or your IxKly 's nor¬ 
mal resistaner is low because of a 
recent illness. Do not drink alcoholic 
t)everages prior to going out into ex¬ 
tremely cold air. Although alcohol 
produces a feeling of heat, it actual¬ 
ly causes a loss in body temperature 
and will serve to further reduce core 
temperature. Keep moving about in 
cold air. exerci.se fingers and toes if 
necessary, but avoid overexertion. 

The right kind of protective 
clothing is most important. Thermal- 
type woolen underclothing, outer 
garments that will repel wirul and 
moisture, face, head and ear cover 
ing’s. an extra pair of socks; warm 
boots, and woolen lined mittens oi* 
gloves made of wind- and water 
repellent materials are all basic 


items of protective clothing desirable.^ 
for use in extremely cod weather. 
Make certain that clothing, par-»* 
ticularly footwear, is not so tight that||f 
circulation is apt to become*^ 
restricted. Keep clothing dry. 

Learn to recognize the symptoms*^ 
that indicate possible onset ofi^ 
hypothermia or frostbite When theses 
early symptoms are evidenced, seek'j 
rest, shelter from wind and moisture,** 
hot drinks and an opportunity to> 
warm cold body parts or to change!* 
damp clothing. Individual* 
preparedness is the key to a happy,.* 
healthy winter season.

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A story of courage

1 called the Massaehu.sells (’hap- 
tor of the Multiple .Sclerosis Society 
that day lH*cause I’d seen a small 
piece in the paiH*r advertising a 
week’s outdoor camping experience 
for jH'ople with MS. and 1 was in 
trigued. My call was turned over to 
Lisa Calloway, owner of an authora- 
tative contralto voice. 

“I’m a journalist.” I began. “And 
I’d like to write something about the 
camping cxp)orience the Society is 
sponsoring next week. 1 write col¬ 
umns. actually, some of them funny 
and some .sort of tender. I’m also in¬ 
terested in stories of hope about peo¬ 
ple with courage ” 

She stopped me right there. “We 
don’t think of ourselves that way.” 
she said. “We’re |)eople with MS. not 
people with courage.” Recited back 
to me. my words soundixl fatuous and 
condescending. I apologized, admit¬ 
ted I had a lot to learn, and asked 
again if I could come to Hemlocks, the 
recreational facility in Connecticut 
run by the Easter Seal Society where 
the Vacation Week would l>e held. 

She said I sure could. Any light 
would be helpful that 1 could shed on 
this the major disease in the country 
affecting the myelen sheath, which 
surrounds and protects the nerves, 
and when damaged interrupts the 
transmission of messages along 
them. 6,000 previously healthy young 
adults in Massachusetts alone have 
MS, which afflicts them most com¬ 
monly with speech, vision and mobili¬ 
ty problems. 

Lisa, who has MS, intended to go 
to the camp herself halfway through 
the week, and asked if she could hitch 
a ride there with me. the day I drove 
over to get my story. 

When I arrived at ther house to 
pick her up, my knocks brought to the 
door a woman who looked nothing like 
her voice had suggested. She is 90 
pounds soaking wet. with a small tri¬ 
angular face dominated by keen blue 
eyes framed in horned rimmed specs 
and a set of cheekbones she allowed 
later she compares favorably with 
Hepburn’s. 

Her hair is short. That day she 
woce chinos, sturdy brogans and a 
wool blazer; she looks like the youne

James Joyce. “1 cultivate a tweedy 
look,” she said, looking down with a 
smile. “I have to. (’an you see me in 
a dross with these clunky shoes?” .She 
carries an elwny-handled cane. 

Lisa was diagnosed in 19H0. Her 
life has changed since then. A fine 
hand bookbinder by trade, she had to 
sell her shop, sell the heavy equip¬ 
ment she could no longer operate. 
Now she spends her energies at Uie 
MS Society, w'orks day and night 
there, and loves it. 

“My mother had MS.” she said, 
and gestured tow'ard a photo of a 
beautiful blonde woman with a great 
white bird perched on her (iOs-style 
bonnet. Unreconciled to the di.sease. 
unsupported by a society largely ig¬ 
norant of its effects, she lost ho|K‘ and 
her life ended early. 

Lisa is not alxnit to lose ho^KV She’s 
tart and smart and full of lessons, 
both those she’s learning and those 
she’s teaching others.

Salt marsh safe 
in rcdistricting

Tlio Houso rodistriding plan, over- 
wholmingly approvod last duly, was 
challongod by (ho Black I’olitcal Task 
Force and (ho Kopublican Stale Com- 
mittoo as Ix'ing ri'prt'sontationally un¬ 
fair. The U S. District UtHirl has given

Salt marsh said that ho thinks the 
court felt that a ton percent variance 
on either side of the optimum popula¬ 
tion was too wide. 

“1 think what (ho court has said is. 
•Redraw the districts and get it down 
to five percent.’ " said Saltmarsh. 

The Winchester representative 
said that his district is less than three 
percent below the optimum popula¬ 
tion per district. As a result, he said, 
it will remain unaffected even if the 
court recommends a five percent 
variance. 


Police adopt 
missing persons 
guidelines 

The Middlesex County District At¬ 
torney’s office recently issued 
(District Attorney Scott) llar- 
shbarger’s Missing Persons 
Guidelines. According to Police Chief 
John McHugh, the guidelines will 
compliment Winchester police policy. 

“In effect, we live this on a daily 
bttsis," said McHugh. “We’ve already 
instituted these things. If [Har- 
shbargerl came out with something 
new that can help, we’ll abide by it.” 

The guidelines, developed by 
District Attorney Scott Harshbarger, 
outline specific procedures for handl¬ 
ing missing persons cases. According 
to the District Attorney’s office, the 
guidelines were developed in an effort 
to make such investigations more 
uniform and efficient. 

Harshbarger developed the 
guidelines with assistance from his 
staff and the Middlesex County Police 
Chiefs, the Governor’s Anti-Crime 
Council and the Massachusetts State 
Police Missing Persons Unit.

School committee 
readies for special 
Town Meeting

The School Committee has re¬ 
quested an additional $105,000 for the 
special education budget. The pro¬ 
posal will go before a Special Town 
Meeting Feb. 29. 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
said special needs tuition increases 
have averaged approximately 13 per¬ 
cent this year. These increases, in ad¬ 
dition to three students who were not 
part of the original special needs 
budget, have added costs that the pre¬ 
sent budget cannot absorb. 

According to Mitsakos, in putting 
together the fiscal year 1988 budget, 
various town departments w'ere ask¬ 
ed to make adjustments. 'Fhe school 
department is no exception, and was 
required to cut $10(),(KK) out of its 
budget. 

“At the time the decision was 
made, one of Uie cautions the commit¬ 
tee shared with Tow'n Meeting was 
that any flexibility was gone,” Mit¬ 
sakos said. As a result, the commit¬ 
tee is now going back to Town 
Meeting to adjust the special needs 
tuition budget. 

Under Massachusetts General 
Law Chapter 766, said Mitsakos, any 
student W'hose needs cannot be met in 
Winchester schtMils must Ixi placed in 
a program designed to meet those 
needs. These programs service 
children between the ages of 3 and 22 
with severe emotional problems who 
are unable to function in public 
schools. 

“Currently, the funding arrange¬ 
ment is fifty-fifty, where the slate 
pays half and the community where 
the student resides pays half,” said 
Mit.sakos. 

While the committee would nor¬ 
mally seek funds from the reserve 
fund, said Mitsakos, relief cannot he 
found from that source because of a 
workmen’s compensation case that 
cleaned out llie pot. 

“I wish 1 could |)ull .something out 
of the hat,” he said, “hut there’s 
nothing in the hat.” 

'I’he hoard of selectmen have add¬ 
ed a warrant article for Ihe Special 
Town Meeting that would transfer 
available funds to cover Kix*eial ntH*ds 
costs.

Many residents called for a close 
examination of expenses before any 
override is considered. “Live within 
our means" was a cry heard often 
throughout the evening. 

In response to a question about his

distribution, we are deliberately con¬ 
demning these communities to 
deterioration,” Kraus told committee 
members. 

Unfortunately, Kraus is not too 
sanguine about his plan’s chances of 
passage. "It’s a tough thing, it’s an 
uphill battle, because basically you’ve 
got to ask people, in the interest of 
fairness, to vote against larger 
numbers. It’s very difficult, no mat¬ 
ter how public-spirited you are” he 
said after the hearing. 

Present to testify at the hearing 
were Kraus, Stephen Conroy, vice 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
in Arlington, Ed Moscovitch, director 
of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, Susanne Tompkins, vice 
president of the Massachusetts Tax¬ 
payer’s Foundation, and Sen. Mary 
Padula (R-Lunenberg), who 
represents communities such as Fit¬ 
chburg and Leominister. 

Judith Muggia, chairman of the 
Winchester Board of Selectmen, had 
planned on testifying, but was unable 
to attend due to a weather-related in¬ 
jury. When reached later, Muggia ex¬ 
pressed concern about where 
Winchester will stand if more local 
aid is not granted for fiscal 1989. 

Since Proposition 2*/j was enacted, 
small communities have had to cut 
back on spending each year, she said. 
According to Muggia, if additional aid 
is not received, Winchester will face 
major service cutbacks for the first 
time. 

The town anticipates a deficit of at 
least $1.2 million this year. The 


number could be larger, as 1989 is a 
collective bargaining year, Muggia 
said. 

“Winchester’s free cash has been 
depleted, so we do not have that 
cushion to fall back on,” she said. 

Muggia calls Winchester’s school 
system its “crown jewel,” however 
the education budget consumes more 
than half of the town budget. 

“We are at the beginning steps of 
a real dismantling of the education 
system as we know it,” she said. 

Asked how he feels about the local 
aid system,known as the “Cherry 
Sheet” allocation. Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer expressed distaste 
for the “annual parade into the state 
with your hat in your hand to ask for 
a few extra dollars.” 

At the hearing, Kraus made a 
strong pitch to the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, calling for its en¬ 
dorsement of the package. 

“Each year more communities 
join the ranks of those we deliberate¬ 
ly cause to deteriorate further, 
because each year more communities 
exhaust the means they had for deal¬ 
ing with the revenue restrictions of 
Proposition 2>/2,” Kraus said. 

“It is easy for legislators to think 
of towns like Winchester and Arl¬ 
ington as not having any serious fiscal 
problems,” said Kraus. 

The senator’s proposal attempts to 
establish fair distribution of state 
funds among communities that can¬ 
not fund adequate services and those 
that can, according to Kraus. 

“The total recommendation is the 
same as that recommended by the 


governor. This is not a difference as 
to the total amount of aid, it is a 
disagreement about the fairness of 
the distribution,” Kraus said. 

In the distribution proposed by the 
governor, “communities which can¬ 
not fund adequate services get wide¬ 
ly varying percentages of their 
shortfall: communities which can 
fund adequate services are given 
widely varying capabilities to cope 
with increased cost,” said Kraus. 

Maurer accused Dukakis of cam¬ 
paigning to local officials in Iowa on 
the basis that Massachusetts gives 
more local aid back to the towns than 
any other state. According to Maurer, 
this distorts reality because 
Massachusetts has more state- 
mandated, town-funded programs 
than any other state. A large portion 
of current state aid funds is already 
earmarked for these programs, he 
said. 

If Kraus’ plan is approved, the 
recommended reallocated aid for 
Winchester would be $95,000. 

These additional funds are not in¬ 
cluded in Maurer’s current revenue 
estimate. The town manager’s 
estimate is based on the govenor’s 
proposal. 

Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee hearing the tesitmony 
were Sens. William MacLean (D- 
Fairhaven), Robert Buell (R- 
Boxford) and Robert Wetmore 
(D-Barre). 

If Kraus’ proposal is not approv¬ 
ed, he will attempt to ammend the 
govenor’s proposal in the Senate, he 
said.

Moore worked with two North 
American doctors who are sponsored 
by the United Universalist Church. 
She traveled to rural farmhouses to 
administer tuberculosis skin tests. 

“The feeling is if they have 
volunteers, they may not be 
murdered while making house calls,” 
she says. 

They traveled in jeeps that sported 
a yellow Witness for Peace T-shirt, to 
alert the Contras that they were 
volunteers. 

“I hoped to save lives and perhaps 
I did; the lives of the doctors I travel¬ 
ed with and perhaps the lives of those 
who would have died of tuberculosis,” 
she says. 

Moore says the volunteers’ 
presence also provided comfort and 
encouragemet to the people of Yali. 

“The day after we got there, the 
big guns were booming. We were told 
the Contras had burned a health clinic 
and attacked a resettlement village 
located 11 miles northeast of Yali,” 
she recalls. 

The UCC group heard numerous 
accounts of Contra attacks on health 
clinics and health-care workers, on 
schools and teachers, and on techni¬ 
cians and organizers who went out to 
rural areas to help the f)eople build 
new lives. 

“These attacks only strengthen 
the people’s resolve to resist,” says 
Moore. 

“The Nicaraguan people are such 
nice people it’s incredible. The spirit 
is incredible. The basis of their spirit 
is mainly their enthusiasm for 
religion, which is inspiring. Their 


slogan is ‘Nicaragua will neither be 
sold out or surrender,’ ’’ she says. 

According to Moore, the people 
are much better off now than they 
were under Somoza dictatorship 
which the Sandinistas overthrew. 

“They feel they can outlast 
Reagan, and have hope for the future. 
People in the country feel an op¬ 
timism that they never had under 
Somoza,” she says. 

Under Somoza, the country had a 
50 percent illiteracy rate. One of the 
first acts of the Sandinista govern¬ 
ment was a campaign to reduce il¬ 
literacy to 12 percent, says Moore. 

Once Nicaraguans have learned to 
read, they can participate in the town¬ 
meeting-like political processes 
established locally by the Sandinistas. 
The forums, not controlled by “com- 
muni.st cliques,” according to Moore, 
tackle such elements of democracy as 
elections and the drafting of a con¬ 
stitution. 

Moore says she was impressed 
that in the middle of a war, the peo¬ 


ple of Yali could establish a library 
with 17,000 volumes. 

“The most popular authors, in this 
town that is cuppkl by mountains, are 
Edgar Allen Poe, Ernest Hemingway, 
H.G. Wells and Isaac Asimov,” she' 
says. 

“In Nicaragua, there is a distinc¬ 
tion between Reagan and the North 
American people. We were received 
everywhere with kindness and 
hospitality,” she says. 

Moore noted that even the dogs 
were friendly. “This is typical of 
Nicaraguan society: the dogs are not' 
angry, and neither are the people,” 
she observes. 

“I learned more, and I hope I can 
spread the truth, I hope people can 
see the truth that the Contras have no 
possibility of ever governing in 
Nicaragua. They are spoilers, they 
can spoil everything, but can never 
govern.”

appearance of empty holes in urban 
centers. This further discouraged 
shoppers, Barlolini said. 

The next big player were the 
suburban shopping malls. Developers 
figured out that people like to park 
and walk around under an enclosed 
roof. 

In an attempt to ride the malls’ 
coattails, the town centers tried to 
close off traffic and create pedestrian 
malls. The main effect of this, Bar- 
tolini said, was to discourage passing 
drivers from stopping. They could no 
longer see the store windows. 

Against this backdrop of urban 
demise and failure, Bartolini com¬ 
plemented Winchester on the “good 
job” done thus far on the center’s 
“physical revitalization,” but cau¬ 
tioned that economic renewal is more 
than just skin deep. 

The town must develop its own 
personality that draws people to it, a 
personality rooted in the center’s 
historical past, she said. 

Bartolini spoke of four key 
elements that lead to a successful 
downtown commercial district: 


organization, design, promotion and 
economic restructuring. 

To keep up the revitalization 
momentum, she said, a downtown 
organization must monitor the total 
effect of each individual decision, 
watching for the interrelations and 
symbiosis among downtown 
businesses. The organization should 
not consist solely of chamber 
members, she said, because of their 
obvious self-interest, but should in¬ 
clude other town groups: the 
historical society, the schools, the 
civic (Organizations. 

Design, she explained, is not just 
window-display design and brick 
themes. Design can be used to convey 
the idea of a unified entity. A logo, sta¬ 
tionary, a newsletter, bag staffers, for 
example a refrigerator-magnet logo, 
all help to create the impression that 
something is there: Downtown with a 
capital D. 

Bartolini spoke of “institutional 
advertizing,” through which people 
are “sold downtown, not a particular 
place.” 

To promote the idea of shopping in 
the center, Bartolini recommended 


holding special events like Town Day, 
during which merchants might not 
earn a profit, but can develop com¬ 
munity spirit and future markets by 
familiarizing the populace with the 
new look of the area. 

People will not come downtown for 
a 10-percent-off sale, but they will for 
a kid’s Saturday program, she said. 

1 Plan events around the five 
senses, she recommended. 

The historic commission, she said, 
can give walking tours through the 
renovated area to bring people into it. 
A once-a-week farmers’ market is a 
good revitalization device, she noted. 
The civic groups can have the food 
concessions at promotional events, 
allowing them to raise money for 
their causes and promoting good will 
for the merchants. 

Economic reorganization, Bar¬ 
tolini said, is a process of controlling 
the mix of downtown businesses and 
other activities. Bringing back upper- 
story housing would “keep people 
downtown 24 hours per day,” she said, 
adding life to the centers. Evening 
and weekend hours would bring in 
more people.

(F'rom page 1) 
kindergarten. 

“I don’t like the fact that this one 
little program has to challenge the 
whole budget,” he said. “I think this 
program ought to have as fair a shot 
as any other program.” 

Parents were also concerned 
about the committee’s decision¬ 
making process. 

One parent said she felt very 
strongly that the committee had 
decided to cut a position that would 
benefit an entire school while putting 
money into an all-day program to 
benefit only 15 to 18 children. 

“I don’t see how you can now talk 
$25,000 more as I just saw you cut out 
$10,000,” she said. 

According to Jervey, the full-day 
kindergarten is a program that would 
be “nice to have as opposed to 
necessary. Ideally, if we didn’t have 
problems with the budget, we would 
leave it in there.” Members Alice 
McCarter and Donna Brandt Landry 
agreed with Jervey. 

The superintendent’s overall 
budget remained essentially un¬ 
changed except for the addition of 
$111,245 for special needs programs. 

A total of $746,166 has been allot¬ 


ted for the administrative center. 
This portion of the budget includes 
salaries for the superintendent and 
two assistant superintendents, all’ 
directors and coordinators, other 
supervisors and technical personnel -1 
as well as clerical and custodial 
employees of the department. > 

The lunch program operates on a ' 
revolving budget. According to 
O’Connell, “we are able to offer the 
program without any appropriation ^ 
requests.

If you are single and would like 
to meet the person of your dreams, 
consider contacting one of the 
Boston area’s dating services. While 
these services aren't for everyone, 
they are an alternative and one, it 
seems, that is gaining in popularity. 

Together 

Together Personal Introduction 
Service was established in 1974. 
There are 65 offices throughout the 
United States, primarily in the 
midwest and on the east coast. 

According to Francesca Luca, 
district manager for Together, this 
service offers "extremely specializ¬ 
ed and personalized service, based 
on 14 years of experience. We have 
such a large clientele (6,500 active 
members] that we can be discrimi¬ 
nating in our matches. Most of our 
clients are professionals." She add¬ 
ed that "each client has a counselor 
— or someone they feel comfor¬ 
table with at Together — to work 
with them. We respect our clients’ 
wishes: we go by their focus." 

To become a Together client, 
call one of eight area offices. A staff 
person will talk with you first, to 
determine if you are serious about 
finding someone. Questions on 
your general preferences follow. At 
that point, you’ll be invited into the 
office for a one-hour interview. 
Everything, including cost, is ex¬ 
plained at that time. 

Introductions generally begin 
within a week. When a match is 
determined, each party receives a 
referral sheet in the mail. (The in¬ 
formation is sent in a plain enve¬ 
lope.) Each person then calls the 
office for a verbal appraisal. If both 
parties are interested, phone num¬ 
bers are given and the clients take 
it from there, generally arranging to 
have a drink together. After the 
meeting, clients notify the agency. 
If the meeting sparked some in¬ 
terest, clients can freeze their mem¬ 
bership and continue dating that 
individual.

Lunch Dates 

Steve Penner, Marty Sack, and 
his wife Karen, all former human 
services professionals, founded 
Lunch Dates in May 1982. 

Singles can join Lunch Dates for 
three months for a fee of $295 and 
a guaranteed five dates, or one year 
for $510 and a guaranteed 20 dates. 
After a 30-minute interview to learn 
customer preferences, the Lunch 
Dates staff begins matching up 
singles. No computers are involved. 

Generally, the first date occurs 
within a few days after the inter¬ 
view. Couples meet at lunch or over 
a cocktail at fine restaurants 
throughout eastern Massachusetts. 
Reservations are made by the dat¬ 
ing service, and only first names are 
divulged. If a relationship looks pro¬ 
mising, the couple may ask to be 
put "on hold" for up to two years. 

Thus far, 7,500 people have 
joined Lunch Dates. Several hun¬ 
dred marriages have also occurred 
because of Lunch Dates meetings.

Lunch Couples 

Lunch Couples was founded by 
David and Mary Ann Siersdale in 
1981. Unlike some dating services. 
Lunch Couples does the interview¬ 
ing over the telephone. You never 
set foot in an office. Said Sierdale, 
“We respect the fact that a person 
may be self-conscious. We do re¬ 
quest a photograph for our own use. 
No one else sees it, and it is return¬ 
ed to the client." 

Joining Lunch Couples requires 
an interview over the telephone. Po¬ 
tential clients are asked key ques¬ 
tions concerning their preferences 
in the areas of height, education, 
race, age, and religion. They are 
also asked to discuss what they like 
to do on a date. Said Siersdale, "All 
our staff have human service- 
related degrees. We serve clients 
from Providence to Portsmouth, 
N.H. and as far west as Worcester." 

Lunch Couples costs $225 for 
six months, and $325 for one year.

Comedy of illusion concerns individual privacy and truth

YOU ARE) by Luigi Pirandello;

Robert Brustein’s track record 
in adapting and directing the works 
of Luigi Pirandello resembles yo-yo 
action. His Six Characters in Search 
of an Author proved a brilliant suc¬ 
cess and remains a viable part of 
the American Repertory Theatre 
repertoire. His Tonight We Impro¬ 
vise was a dismal failure. Now, with 
his exploration of Right You Are (If 
You Think You Are), he has con¬ 
ceived a ticklishly funny, extreme¬ 
ly clever, thought-provoking and 
totally absorbing whodunnit! 

Brustein’s version of Pirandel¬ 
lo’s comedy of illusion works on 
two levels. It concerns individual 
privacy and transgressions of the 
media on the rights of the individu¬ 
al: and it focuses on the question of 
fact, which cannot be resolved be¬ 
cause each character has his ver¬ 
sion of the truth. 

The original setting was a small 
Italian village in the early 1900s, 
ruled over by a city counsellor. Bru¬ 
stein has updated the play to the 
present and moved the locale to a 
fashionable suburb of a large new 
England capital (not unlike Bos¬ 
ton’s Louisburg Square) controlled 
by powerful officials of a major 
newspaper (not unlike the Boston 
Globe). 

In the spacious, elegant living 
room (handsome set) of the Wasp¬ 
ish Bishop family we find Polly 
Bishop (Sandra Shipley), her teen- 
aged daughter Muffy (Pamela Gien), 
and Polly’s cerebral, non-conform- 


ist brother Henry (Alvin Epstein). 
Henry (Pirandello’s spokesman) is a 
professor at a local university (not 
unlike Harvard). 

Abel Bishop (Jerome Kilty), Pol¬ 
ly’s husband, is editor-in-chief of the 
newspaper. He has recently hired 
Louis Hoxie (Richard Kavanaugh) as 
head of the circulation department. 
Hoxie has rented an apartment for 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Fuller (Pris¬ 
cilla Smith), in the building adja¬ 
cent to the Bishop home. . .from 
which Polly and Muffy have just 
returned. 

Polly is in a snit. Since Mrs. Ful¬ 
ler had not paid a courtesy call on 
the Bishops, Polly opted to forego 
protocol and make the first move 
with a welcoming visit, only to be 
turned away by Hoxie. Fuming, she 
insists that because of his rudeness 
he should be fired or, at the very 
least, offer an explanation and an 
apology. 

The arrival of the city editor. 
Matt McGuire (Harry S. Murphy) 
and society editor, Johnny Driver 
(Thomas Derrah) only serves to add 
fuel to the fire as they describe Hox- 
ie’s eerie face and wild eyes. 

However, long before the 
thwarted visit curiosity had gotten 
the best of Polly and Muffy and 
they’d already been sticking their 
noses where they didn’t belong. 
Unanswered questions added to 
their frustrations. Why did all the 
family dress in black? Why did Hox¬ 
ie, with limited income, set up Mrs. 


Fuller in an expensive apartment all 
by herself while renting a fourth 
floor walk-up for himself and his 
wife? Why does Hoxie keep his wife 
under lock and key? Why isn’t Mrs. 
Fuller allowed to see her daughter, 
remaining in the street to exchange 
conversation with her poised on the 
fourth floor balcony? And why do 
they trade notes in a bucket lower¬ 
ed from the fourth floor? 

Mrs. Fuller makes a sudden, un¬ 
expected appearance, apologizes 
for the discourtesy, and begs Polly 
not be harsh on Hoxie. In return she 
is subjected to a gruelling and hu¬ 
miliating interrogation. She ex¬ 
plains that her daughter suffered a 
nervous breakdown and had to be 
sent away. Hoxie, insane with grief, 
believed that she had died. Upon re¬ 
cuperation her daughter returned, 
only to have Hoxie disclaim that she 
was his wife. After they remarried. 
Hoxie’s depression lifted but he pic¬ 
tured his second wife as a totally dif¬ 
ferent person. Whatever 
humiliation or suffering Mrs. Fuller 
experiences is to save Hoxie from 
embarrassment. 

After Mrs. Fuller’s departure a 
distraught Hoxie arrives, objecting 
strenuously to public confessions 
about private matters. Feeling that 
clarification is necessary he reveals 
that Mrs. Fuller is insane, that her 
daughter has been dead for four 
years. After he remarried Mrs. Ful¬ 
ler assumed that his new wife was 
her daughter and her health was 


restored. He continues with the 
charade because of his affection for 
the old woman and in an attempt to 
keep the illusion for her. To add to 
their misery, Hoxie, his wife and 
mother-in-law are the only mem¬ 
bers of their family to survive a 
devastating tornado that hit their 
hometown in the mid-West. 

Abel demands that they must 
get all the truth. . .all the facts. 
Henry, espousing the illusory na¬ 
ture of personal identity, insists that 
"Everyone is different to everyone 
else. . . you are always the same to 
yourself. . .you must respect what 
others see and feel!” Suffice to say 
that we are what people believe us 
to be. 

There is tremendous build in 
the first act which concludes on 
such a high note that you can’t wait 
for the second act to begin. Unfor¬ 
tunately a cast is only as good as its 
worst actor and the casting of two 
talentless amateurs is tantamount 
to total folly! Expecting the pair to 
carry the action early on in the se¬ 
cond act almost proves disastrous 
and it takes half the act to regain 
the momentum. Nor does the 
weird, contrived lighting design 
Work in Act II. 

All the regular members of 
the ensemble are exemplary, 
especially Richard Kavanaugh 
who is marvelous as the harri(?d 
Hoxie. Catch the show when it

ANSWER TO TODAY’S PUZZLE 
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What’s Up at the Movies by Craig Tomashoff 

Story is simple, but performances are good 



If you go to see ‘The Lonely 
Passions of Judith Hearne.” think of 
it as a sort of cinematic baked 
potato and you’ll find the film a 
pretty entertaining experience. 

Most normal people will 
disregard the skin of the potato, 
and just enjoy what's inside. And if 
you just disregard the boring 
framework of “Judith Hearne" and 
enjoy the two great acting perfor¬ 
mances at the heart of the film, the 
movie is a pleasant enough 
diversion. 

Those performances come 
from Maggie Smith and Bob 
Hoskins, a couple of British actors 


who seem to liven up any project 
they get involved in. The "Judith 
Hearne" story about a very lonely, 
very Catholic woman who learns to 
hate love and the church is very 
routine and unspectacular. Smith 
and Hoskins can’t do much to help 
the story, but the way they chew the 
scenery at least makes the film 
something fun to watch. 

“Judith Hearne" is based on the 
1955 novel about an old maid in 
Dublin who looks for love in all the 
wrong places. Hearne, as charact¬ 
erized by Smith, is the sort of 
woman you tend to see sitting by 
herself on the bus all the time. She 
was brought up by her aunt in a 
strict Catholic manner. The only 
two thing she fears in her life are 
God and her aunt, who sometimes 
seem like they are one and the 
same. 

She sacrificed her own life to 
take care of her very sick aunt and 
when the aunt finally dies, Judith is 
left old and alone. She moves into 
what amounts to The Boarding 
House From Hell. It’s proprietor, 


Mrs. Rice (Marie Kean), is your basic 
spiteful gossip and her son, Bernard 
(Ian McNeice), is a fat, ugly exam¬ 
ple of how even God makes 
mistakes now and then. 

The only person Judith can talk 
to in the house is Mrs. Rice’s 
brother. James Madden (Hoskins), 
a schemer who left Ireland years 
before to make his fortune in New 
York City but returned the same 
loser he’d always been. Madden 
mistakenly sees Judith as a wealthy 
woman whom he can sponge off of, 
while she mistakes his attentions 
for passion. This is the sort of rela¬ 
tionship that is born to self-destruct. 
And, very predictably, it does. 

Judith tries to sooth her soul 
by drinking whiskey and cur¬ 
sing God, and that brings the movie 
to its Big Point, After years of be¬ 
ing told that she will never be alone 
because God is always with her, 
Judith realizes that such an idea is 
a sham. The fact that she feels 
alone is proof that the god sh« be¬ 
lieved in has either jilted her. or was 
never there in the first place. 


This all sounds pretty depress¬ 
ing. And it is. But then there’s a 
conclusion that rings false and the 
movie ends with a bittersweet hap¬ 
pily ever after. You walk out of the 
theater saying, "Yeah, that was kind 
of interesting." And that’s it. The 
story here, about one woman's bat¬ 
tle with a cruel world and a cruel 
religion, seems very hollow. 

There is scene after scene of the 
world being mean to Judith, simp¬ 
ly so the film can rip a few tears out 
of your eyes. The story is very 
simplistic, sounding more like the 
rantings of someone who spent 
childhood in a bad Catholic school 
and resents ending up living with 
too much guilt. 

Luckily, Smith and Hoskins use 
the story simply as a prop to get 
them going. When most big-name 
actors assume big roles like these, 
the project seldom works because 
you can see them Acting. They 
become the character, the 
character doesn’t become them. 
That’s why Smith and Hoskins suc¬ 
ceed in making ’’Judith Hearne" 


entertaining. From the wrinkles on 
her face to the overly cautious way 
she takes a step. Smith is an old 
maid. And from the sharp 
American accent to the way he 
fingers his moustache, Hoskins is 
an aging hustler. 

It’s usually a dumb thing to 
recommend a movie with a weak 
story but strong acting. That’s like 
recommending arsenic because it 
has a good taste to it. 

Still, the enthusiasm with which 
Smith and Hoskins play off each 
other to create this pathetic pair of 
mismatched lovers is exciting. They 
have so much energy, in fact, that 
it seems they belong in another 
movie. One that puts the characters 
they create into a more compelling 
story.

What About Art?

Regional art? Maybe... 


A collaborative project of six 
museums representing the six New 
England slates. New England Now, 
was selected by a committee of 
curators from those participating 
museums. Beginning with the 
DeCordova Museum, where the ex¬ 
hibition is on view through Feb. 14, 
it will be shown at each of the 
museums as it travels through the 
six states during the year. Brown 
Unversity is the next stop, where the 
exhibition will be shown April 16 
through May 30. 

Despite its name, the curators 
of New England Now disclaim any 
hint of regionalism that unites the 
work of the 25 artists included. 
’’Surveying the selections," they 
state, ”we found no unifying theme, 
no attitude, no ’look' that could be 
called ’New English.’ The dizzying 
eclecticism of this exhibition mir¬ 
rors the diversity of the contem¬ 
porary visual arts in the region. It 
is the intention of this show to 
celebrate that diversity." 

That diversity notwithstanding 
— for the show is broad indeed in 
its multiplicity of media and ap¬ 
proach — there is an inevitable 
urge to probe what it is that makes 
us know we are looking at New 
England Now as opposed to look¬ 
ing at a group of Texas and Gulf 
Coast artists, or looking at a group 
of southern California artists such 
as those in the recent exhibition at 
M.I.T.’s List Visual Arts Center. L.A. 
Hot and Cool. 

For one thing. New England art¬ 
ists in this show do not readily trade 
off the visual statement for the 
cerebral or political. That is not to 
say that such commitments do not 
fuel the work, or are absent alto¬ 
gether. But the impact of the works 
is most often dependent on the 
visual form it takes above all else. 

When artist Pat Adams, 
represented in the show by one 


large and six small paintings, gave 
a gallery talk recently, she prefac¬ 
ed her remarks by saying that she 
was ’didactic.’’ The eloquence of 
Adams’s paintings, though, is not 
didactic. Whatever the philosophi¬ 
cal. spiritual and intellectual under¬ 
pinnings. they are channeled into 
the sheer beauty of what Adams 
terms ’’matter. ” and that becomes 
the subject of her abstract pain¬ 
tings. Evocative and mysterious 
space dominates even the very 
small pictures because Adams has 
allowed the form of the works full 
play — with drawing, color, scale 
and materials at its service. The 
resultant metaphorical allusions are 
possible only through their visual 
form. 

Even the enigma of Malcolm 
Cochran’s big window-pane-ribbed 
glass cage, enclosing and giving 
rarified presence to the old piano 
and nine oscillating fans within, 
asks its questions in visual terms. 
If we think of drawing as the resolu¬ 
tion of scale and shape relation¬ 
ships toward "composition. ” then 
Cochran’s sculpture is stated with 
linear structure and pristine ele¬ 
gance of drawing. And it is that 
drawing that gives its associations 
with time and memory solid groun¬ 
ding and striking setting. 

Though Bowdoin College Muse¬ 
um curator John W. Coffey’s cata¬ 
logue comments on Maine artist 
Marjorie Moore alert us to the art¬ 
ist’s involvement in moral and 
social issues, Moore’s work in the 
show speaks of an imagination that 
both takes its impetus and makes 
its expression as much in moody 
color, texture and surface pattern as 
in making a statement of convic¬ 
tions of any kind. 

Over and again, we see evi¬ 
dence of an emphasis on drawing: 
Jonathan Imber’s every mark 
describes the form of his images: 
Robert Ferrandini’s attentive scale 


and selection, then articulation, of 
detail to whole, give his paintirigs 
the remarkable balance between 
delicacy and turbulent narrative of 
Indian miniatures: Marcy Herman- 
sader’s sensitive line builds an 
ethereal whole of fragile, unlikely 
parts. And there is no trace of clum¬ 
siness in the draftsmanship of Neil 
Welliver. or Mark Wethli. or Gre¬ 
gory Gillespie. New England artists 
know how to draw. 

Do they know how to laugh? 

Other than the strength of draw¬ 
ing and a clear commitment to for¬ 
mal issues. New England Now 
artists appear most united in taking 
themselves and their art very, very 
seriously. Though humor is aux¬ 
iliary to some of the works — those 
of Ferrandini and Gillespie, as well 
as Maureen McCabe’s boxed fan¬ 
tasies and James Grashow's an¬ 
thropomorphic buildings — these 
artists as a whole are a sober lot. 

What does the general lack of 
humor mean in terms of a regional 
presentation? Humor involves risk, 
and many artists who risk humor 
risk good taste and acceptance as 
well. While some regional art is 
characterized by an attitude of "not 
caring less’" about the acceptable 
and tasteful. New England Now art¬ 
ists appear ready and willing to 
define the standards of what might 
be considered “high" serious art. 
They do not take their risks in either 
excesses or plain goofiness. How 
unlikely that a Jim Nutt or a Red 
Grooms, a Dub Brock or a Roy 
DeForrest would be in this show? 
Highly. 

Say what you will, but New 
England Now could only happen in 
New England. Don’t miss it!

Ask the Architect 


by Gary Graham AIA 

“I don’t really understand the 
value of an architect’s services dur¬ 
ing construction. 1 need the ar¬ 
chitect’s creativity to solve the 
design problems but I’m sure I can 
deal with the contractor, and 
therefore save a portion of the 
design fee. Is this a common prac¬ 
tice in the industry?’’ 

The practice of limiting profes¬ 
sional services and thereby reduc¬ 
ing fees is not unknown in today's 
design and construction industry. 
The advisability of this practice, 
however, depends on the level of 
quality you expect for your project 
and the time, talent and energy you 
have to expend on the project to 
achieve that level of quality. 

In order to supplant your ar¬ 
chitect during the construction 
period, you should be prepared to: 

•make certain that the contrac¬ 
tor accurately implements the 
drawings and specifications you 
seem to value for their creativity; 

•understand and verify the ap¬ 
plication of all aspects of the pro¬ 
ject from the concrete mix for the 
foundation to the roofing system 
(and everything in between): 

•review and approve the shop 
drawings that will be provided by 
the custom millworker, the hollow 
metal door frame manufacturer, 
etc...and all the samples and sub¬ 
mittals that are part of the project: 
•answer questions and resolve 



problems that will occur irrespec¬ 
tive of the quality of the architect’s 
documents and the competence of 
the contractor: 

•provide the design resolution 
for changes that were unanticipated 
during the design phase: and 

•administer the punch list and 
final close-out of the project. 

In addition to missing out on his 
or her technical assistance, you will 
not have the architect as your 
representative during the construc¬ 
tion process. The architects’ role as 
a third party — to review the rela¬ 
tionship between owner and con¬ 
tractor, to provide a fair evaluation 
of the contractor’s requests for pay¬ 
ment. and to resolve minor 
disputes—can be of significant 
value to the success of the project. 
Finally, you may be asked to waive 
some or all of the architect’s liabili¬ 
ty due to his or her lack of involve¬ 
ment in the construction phase. 

Does it pay to save on the ar¬ 
chitects’ services for construction 
administration? In this architect’s 
opinion, you get what you pay for. 
and the architects’ construction- 
phase services are well worth the 
cost.

Fireworks and cries of "Gung 
Floy Fet Toy” (Flappy New Year) at 
midnight hail the new year. At 
dawn, the front door is opened and 
the master of the house gives a 
blessing of prosperity on the dwell¬ 
ing for the coming year.

Payment can be made over the 
phone with a credit card. The first 
match is generally arranged within 
two days, and subsequent matches 
occur about every three weeks. No 
computers are used for the mat¬ 
ches. Like the other agencies, a per¬ 
son can be put "on hold" if the 
current relationship looks promis¬ 
ing.

When you think about 
categories of collectibles, I doubt if 
old credit cards would be the first 
thing to spring to mind. And yet 
this has, in recent years, become a 
viable field with growing numbers 
of enthusiasts (swelling from 5,000 
to about 25,000 in the last year or 
so). 

Before the credit card, as we 
know it. was the charge coin. These 
were first issued by stores in 1865 
and were usually oval or rec¬ 
tangular in shape — although 
specialty shops would sometimes 
issue them in forms appropriate to 
their inventories, be that hats, shirts 
or hosiery. 

In most cases the token would 
have a hole (female shoppers often 
wore them on a chain around their 
necks), bear the name or logo of the 
issuing establishment, as well as an 
identification number — never the 
customer’s name. Most charge 
coins are about the size of a quarter 
and are made of metal (German 
silver, steel, brass or copper), fiber 
or celluloid. 

How does the novice collector 
go about finding these coins? 
Credit Card Newsletter advises 
seeking out coin dealers who 
specialize in exonumia — that is, 
medals and tokens that are not 


legal tender. Since many people are 
still unaware of what these coins 
are, it is still possible to find them 
in junk boxes at flea markets for as 
little as 50 cents. 

The true market value at this 
item, however, is from approxim¬ 
ately $5 to $25, with celluloid coins 
the higher end of the scale. 

In the 1930s, charge coins 
began to evolve into dog-taglike 
metal charge plates. These were the 
first to display the customer’s 
number, with cardboard on the 
back for the cardholder’s signature, 
for the cardholder’s signature. 
These were phased out in the early 
’50s in favor of the paper credit card 
(which had been in limited use since 
the beginning of the century). 
Because of the fragility of the 
material, a plastic laminate was 
added and by the end of the decade, 
the now ubiquitous plastic card had 
become commonplace. 

Most highly valued of all is the 
1958 American Express card, with 
red letters on purple-blue board, 
pegged by The Wall Street Jounal 
at $150. Other rarities: the 1965 
Diners Club card with a red top 
($25): a 1951 Mobil paper card 
($20): a 1957 Texaco tan paper card 
($20): a 1964 American Express 
card, violet on white, with a cen¬ 
turion in the corner ($25): and a 


Master Charge with an identifica¬ 
tion photo of the cardholder on the 
back.

Sauce 


CREPES: 

^4 cup whole wheat flour 
1 cup nonfat milk 

1 teaspoon apple juice concentrate 

2 egg whites 

Combine all ingredients in a 
blender and mix thoroughly. 

Measure V*. cup crepe batter 
and pour into a 7 inch non-stick 
crepe pan or skillet, tilting the pan 
so that the batter covers the bot¬ 
tom. Cook over low heat until the 
crepe is set. Turn crepe; cook until 
golden brown. Slide the crepe into 
a plate. 


Crepes may be frozen in a stack. 
Layer wax paper between each 
crepe.

2 cups hoop cheese

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1 medium banana 

6 crepes (see crepe recipe)

Q. What’s the best pan shape 
for microwaving?

A. A ring shape promotes even 
cooking of foods that won’t be stir¬ 
red during cooking — cakes, 
breads, muffins. The microwaves 
penetrate food from the center, 
sides, top and bottom more evenly 
than with a square or rectangular 
pan.

A. Yes, but only in small 
amounts generally within guide¬ 
lines of low cholesterol diets. The 
beef bones, however, must be well 
trimmed of fat and meat, since 
meat Is marbled with fat.

IL 

A. From the time it’s milled, all¬ 
purpose flour will keep for 12 
months. Whole wheat flour stores 
well for eight months. Store either 
flour at home in a cool, dry place. 
To extend shelf life, freeze flour in 
double wrapped containers. Just be 
sure to bring flour to room 
temperature before using it.

Fruit salads are a high-fiber, 
lowfat delight at any meal — and at 
any time of year. You don’t have to 
wait for the summer season to en¬ 
joy nutritious, refreshing fresh fruit 
combinations. Brighten your 
breakfast on a cold winter morning 
with a citrus fruit cup; lunch on a 
salad of cottage cheese mixed with 
diced apples, oranges and raisins; 
serve a crunchy waldorf salad for 
dinner; or a fancy cranberry/banana 
gelatin mold for dessert. 

Though winter doesn’t provide 
the range of fresh fruits available in 
other seasons, you can still find 
quite a variety of flavorful, 
nutritious, low-cost, in-season and 
year-round fruits, even in February 
and March: apples, bananas, kiwi, 
grapefruit, oranges, tangerines, and 
pears. In many produce sections, 
pineapple and Florida strawberries 
will also be making their ap¬ 
pearance about now. 

With any salad, the fat content 
of the dressing is an Important 
nutritional factor. Avoid adding 
mayonnaise or sour cream-based 
dressings. And, don’t top fresh fruit 
with whipped cream. Instead, try a 
splash of lime juice. Or try a dress¬ 
ing made of 1/4 cup plain lowfat 
yogurt, 4 tbsp. honey, 1 tbsp. lemon 
juice, 1/2 tsp. celery seed and 1/4 
tsp. paprika. Just mix all ingre¬ 
dients thoroughly and chill. 


This sweet fruit salad can add 
color to your meal as a side dish or 
as a dessert. It’s also great for a 
snack or for breakfast. 

Orange Apple Salad 
2 oranges, peeled, cut In bite-size 
pieces 

1 red apple, unpeeled, cut in bite- 

size pieces 

'/z cup sliced celery 

'/4 cup raisins 

1-2 tbsp. brown sugar 

Juice of Vz fresh lemon (1 -1 '/z tbsp.) 

In bowl, combine all ingre¬ 
dients. Chill. 

This recipe yields about 3 cups 
(4 servings) each with 100-115 
calories and 0 grams of fat. 

In the following simple salad, 
the sweetness of raisins balances 
the tartness of yogurt and citrus. 
The carrots provide lots of beta- 
carotene (a form of vitamin A) and 
the oranges add vitamin C — both 
seem to be helpful in lowering 
cancer risk. 


Very Orange Salad 
2 cups carrots, shredded 

1 orange, peeled and chopped 
'/4 cup orange juice 

2 tbsp. plain lowfat yogurt 
2 tbsp. raisins 

Dash freshly grated nutmeg 
Spinach or lettuce leaves 

Combine the carrots and orange 
sections. Mix the orange juice and 
yogurt: pour over the carrot and 
orange combination. Add the 
raisins. Sprinkle with nutmeg and 
toss to combine. Chill and serve on 
spinach or lettuce leaves. 

This recipe yields 4 servings ('/z 
cut to % cup each) with 72 calories 
and less than 1 gram of fat per 
serving.

WINTERIZING YOUR CAR 


Prepping your car tor winter's chills 


By Steve Hurtado 
Copley News Service 

It's true the cost of preventive 
car care in the fall couldn’t buy a 
new pair of skis, but ignoring your 
vehicle before the first snowfall 
could cost enough to cancel your 
winter vacation on the slopes. 

The theory is a popular one ... 
pay a little now or a lot later. 

Start your fall car inspection by 
checking the condition of your bat¬ 


tery, says the Automotive Infor¬ 
mation Council. Battery efficiency 
decreases at lower temperatures, 
so if you are having trouble start¬ 
ing the car now in warm weather, 
it’s likely the problem will be 
worse later. If the battery’s 
charge is low but the battery is 
fairly new, have it recharged; oth¬ 
erwise, have it replaced. Check 
the battery terminals for any cor¬ 
rosion and clean them, too, since 
poor connections can cause start¬ 


ing problems. 

Next, take a look at your auto’s 
cooling system. It should be 
drained and flushed clean about 
every two years. Inspect the cool¬ 
ing system hoses and replace any 
hoses that are rotted, cracked or 
brittle. Check the hose clamps for 
rust and tighten any that are 
loose. 

Give the exhaust system some 
attention. Look underneath the car 
for loose clamps or rusted areas.

WEATHERIZING YOUR CAR 

Checklists for summer 
and winter preparation

The two most severe driving pe¬ 
riods during the year are winter 
and summer. 

The severe environment and 
below-freezing temperatures of 
winter and the searing heat and 
dryness of summer can wreak 
havoc with a car’s mechanical 
systems. Batteries can run down, 
radiators boil over, hoses can 
crack, and oil become polluted 
with acids and impurities. Addi¬ 
tionally, poor road condition, such 
as potholes, can damage tires, sus¬ 
pension components, and dry out 
lubed fittings. 

Apart from regular tune-ups, 
there are other maintenance 
items to consider before you can 
enjoy a season of trouble-free 
driving. The following checklist 
covers maintenance items that 
should be checked and serviced at 
least twice a year. 

COOLING SYSTEM 

Coolant level should be checked 
regularly and the mixture should 
be 50 percent water and 50 per¬ 
cent antifreeze. Also, it’s a good 
idea to change the fluid every two 
years. 

Examine the belts and hoses for 
cracking or fraying. Squeeze the 
hoses when the engine is cool and 
feel for soft or mushy spots. Hoses 
should be resilient. Check the hose 
clamps while you’re at it and look 
at the condition of the radiator 
cap. A worn rubber gasket means 
it’s time for replacement. 

If your car has been running a 
little too hot or a little too cool, 
get the thermostat replaced. A 


faulty thermostat can reduce effi¬ 
ciency of the car’s heating system 
and cause the engine to overheat. 

OIL AND FILTER 

Acids and impurities accumu¬ 
late in engine oil. These contami¬ 
nants can build up on engine parts 
as a varnish, reducing efficiency 
and causing internal damage. Fre¬ 
quent oil and filter changes will 
keep sludge out of your engine and 
help prolong engine life. 

Follow the recommended inter¬ 
vals in your owner's manual and if 
you drive a lot under severe condi¬ 
tions (extreme high heat or ex¬ 
treme winter weather), consider 
changing the oil and filter more 
often. 

In addition, check the oil level 
everytime you fill up, and top off 
if necessary. 

TRANSMISSION 
AND DIFFERENTIAL 

For the same reasons you 
change the engine oil, change the 
transmission and differential flu¬ 
ids. You won’t need to change 
these as often, though. Once a year 
should be sufficient, followed up 
by a fluid level check sometime 
later.. 

When you get the transmission 
oil changed, be sure that the 
mechanic cleans the screen in the 
transmission. 


BATTERY 

. The battery is one of those 
items that a lot of people take for 
granted — right up until it fails. 
Check your battery often to ensure 
that the terminals' are tight and 
that there is no corrosion buildup.

PROTECTING YOUR CAR Whot's nev/ in anti-theft devices?

There James Bond is. impris¬ 
oned by the bad guys and no help 
in sight. What does he do but whis¬ 
tle “Rule Britannia ” and the latest 
in a long line of Bondian gadgets 
- an all-purpose exploding key 
ring with direction finder — saves 

the day while scaring the living 
daylights out of everyone else in 
sight. 


There are times when the aver¬ 
age motorist could use an explod¬ 
ing key ring. They aren’t yet avail¬ 
able, but the sound-activated key 
holder has been a boon to forgetful 
drivers for several years. It’s es¬ 
pecially important for a driver to 
know where his keys are at all 
times because a car with keys in 
its ignition is the easiest prey for 
car thieves. 

Thieves have grabbed around 1 
million cars a vear for the last 


decade reports the FBI. one in five 
of the.se cars was left unlocked, 
and many had the keys in their 
Ignitions. 

The Automotive Information 
Council suggests that if you park 
in a lot or a garage with a parking 
attendant, leave only the ignition 
key. Newer cars have separate 
■‘valet’’ keys that will not unlock a 
trunk or glove box. 

Don't use a magnetic key box 
hidden on the body of the car to 


store extra keys. Thieves know all 
the usual hiding places for such 
boxes. 

According to figures compiled 
by the Highway Loss Data Insti¬ 
tute, cars that have the highest 
theft losses per year include the 
Mercedes 500 SEL. Porsche 911 
coupe, Chevrolet Corvette and 
Camaro, Mercedes 380 coupe, the 
Cadillac Eldorado, the Volks¬ 
wagen Rabbit convertible

Get more miles 
out of your tires

The average motorist spends 
more money on tire replacement 
every year than he does on any 
other replacement part of his car 
or truck. But taking five minutes a 
week to maintain proper air pres¬ 
sure levels can reduce this cost 
considerably, adding thousands of 
miles to tread life and improving 
fuel economy. According to the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
maintaining correct air pressure 
in your tires is the single most im¬ 
portant part of tire care. 

The worst thing you can do to a 
tire is run it underinflated. A tire 
that is underinflated runs hotter 
and has a higher failure rale than 
a properly inflated one. And be¬ 
cause it takes more energy to 
overcome the rolling resistance of 
an underinflated tire, it can also 
cost you as much as a mile a gal¬ 
lon in fuel economy. An overinflat¬ 
ed tire rolls more easily than an 
underinflated tire, but it wears out 
more quickly than a properly in¬ 
flated tire. 

Check your tires weekly and be-, 
fore any long trips. Always check' 
air pressure when the tires are 
cold — in the morning before you 
drive is an ideal time. If the car 
has been driven more than mile, 
wait at least an hour before check¬ 
ing the air pressure. A tire’s air 
pressure increases as its internal > 
temperature rises. This rise in 


pressure is normal and should not 
be adjusted. 

As for the correct pressure, it 
will vary from vehicle to vehicle. 
Check your owner’s manual and 
follow the vehicle manufacturer’s 
recommendations. Purchase a 
quality air pressure gauge at an 
auto parts store and keep it in the 
glove box. A top quality gauge ac¬ 
curate to within Va psi (pound per 
square inch) will cost less than 
$10. Gauges accurate to within a 
pound can be bought for around 
$3. Don’t depend upon the accura¬ 
cy of the air pump at the local gas 
station. A study by the National 
Bureau of Standards showed that 
almost half of the stations sur¬ 
veyed had gauges that were off by 
3 pounds or more! 

Tire pressures for your vehicle 
will vary with the driving condi¬ 
tions. For high speed driving or 
when carrying extra weight, it’s a 
good idea to increase the air pres¬ 
sure 4 pounds over the manufac¬ 
turers recommendations. Howev¬ 
er, do not exceed the maximum 
inflation limit printed on the tire’s 
sidewall. 

When checking your tires, put 
the gauge on the stem quickly and 
evenly — don’t let a lot of air es¬ 
cape — and be sure to replace the 
valve stem caps when you are 
through checking and adjusting 
air pressure. The valve caps keep 
dust and dirt out of the air valve 
(Please see page 7)

and have a secondary air seal to 
protect against air seepage. 

ROTATION 

Tires wear differently depend¬ 
ing upon which comer of the car 
they art installed. For even wear 
and long tread life, the Rubber 
Manufacturer’s Association re¬ 
commends that tires be rotated 
every 6,000 to 8,000 miles. Your 
car owner’s manual will detail the 
recommended rotation mileage 
for your car as well as tell you the 
rotation pattern. If you notice se¬ 
vere uneven tire wear, rotating 
them won’t help. Have your vehi¬ 
cle checked and correct any prob¬ 
lem with alignment, imbalance or 
other problems before rotation. 

ALIGNMENT 

For prolonged tread life and 


precise steering, correct front-end 
alignment is necessary. Most un¬ 
even tire wear patterns are 
caused by poor alignment. When a 
vehicle’s wheels are in alignment, 
they are rolling as straight and 
true as possible. 

Wheel alignment is controlled 
by camber — the amount that the 
tops of the wheels lean in or out — 
and toe — how much the front of 
the wheels on an axle point 
toward each other. Too much 
camber, either in or out, places an 
excessive load on the outer or 
inner sides of the tire resulting in 
one-sided wear on the tread face. 
If toe is incorrect (in or out) the 
tire tends to be dragged sideways 
as the wheel rotates and feathered 
tread edge results. 

BALANCE 

Another cause of uneven and 


premature tread wear is imbal¬ 
ance. A tire that is out of balance 
will have weak spots around the 
center of the tread. Weak shocks 
and hard braking will aggravate 
the condition, making the wear 
spots more severe. Out-of-balance 
tires can also cause the wheel 
bearings to loosen, which can re¬ 
sult in wear spots at the outer 
edges of the tread. Additionally, 
out-of-balance tires can cause vi¬ 
brations that are uncomfortable, 
make it difficult to control the ve¬ 
hicle and damage suspension 
parts. Be sure to have the balance 
on your tires checked and adjusted 
by a competent tire service center 
every 6,000 miles. 

NORMAL WEAR 
With proper care, it’s not un¬ 
common for today’s tires to go 
40,000 or 50,000 miles before re¬ 


placement is needed. If you notice 
treadless strips on your tires, it’s 
time to replace them. All tires 
have these wear indicators built 
into the tread to warn motorists 
that only one-sixteenth of an inch 
of tread remains and that the tires 
should be replaced. Don’t try to 
squeeze extra mileage out of your 
tires by driving with the tread 
strips showing; it’s illegal and dan¬ 
gerous. A bald tire is 44 times 
more likely to go flat or blow out 
than a tire with tread on it. 

DRIVING HABITS 
If you are doing all of the above 
and still notice your tires wearing 


out before they should, consider 
changing your driving habits. High 
speed driving takes a lot out of 
tires. Excessive heat generated 
from the flexing of the tire car¬ 
cass increases the wear rate and 
reduces durability. Jackrabbit 
starts and panic stops flat spot the 
tires. Riding on the pavement 
edge, hitting curbs and driving 
through potholes can damage the 
inner belt and sidewall.

Avoid car problems on road

Just a few simple precautionary 
steps can help prevent most road¬ 
way breakdowns. And (according 
to a man who is both) you don’t 
have to be either an engineer or a 
professional race car driver to 
perform them. 

Alan Kulwicki. a slock car 
racer and .NASCAR’s 1986 Rookie 
of the Year, knows a thing or two 
about preventative maintenance. 
Me holds a mechanical engineer¬ 
ing degree from the University of 
I Wisconsin, and even helped to de- 
j sign a wheel alignment system 
used at the Indianapolis Motor 
, Speedway. 

According to Kulwicki. the rea¬ 
son so many cars break down on 
highways is because drivers either 
fail to give their cars periodic pro¬ 
fessional maintenance, or they 
don’t follow some pretty basic, un¬ 
complicated maintenance proce¬ 
dures. 

In an article in Family Circle. 
automotive expert Deanna Sclar. 
author of "Auto Repair For Dum¬ 
mies.” suggested that you learn to 


read your car stains. 

Park your car in a clean place, 
or spread cardboard under it. and 
leave it overnight. In the morning, 
make a mark at each wheel and 
drive the car off the spot; then 
look for stains on the ground or 
paper. If the stuff is: 


■ Black and greasy and under 
the engine area — oil. 

■ Pink and oily and under the 
radiator or the passenger area — 
automatic transmission fluid. 

■ Pink and oily and undei the 
engine — power-steering fluid. 

■ Watery and under the radiator 
or engine area — coolant, which 
comes in a number of colors. 

■ A dry stain or streak right 
next to where the wheel was 
standing (and down inside of the 
wheel itself) — brake fluid from a 
wheel cylinder. Call your mechan¬ 
ic at once. 

■ Brown, smells like gasoline 
and is anywhere from the front to 
the rear of the car — gasoline. 

Finally. Kulwicki suggests that 
drivers do one more thing before 
taking a trip: check the gas gauge.

■ Check oil level 
every other fill-up. 


■ Check radiator fluid 
level weekly (when 
car is cold). 


■ Check tire pressure weekly 
and Inspect tires monthly.

Auto accessories from 
sublime to serious

We live in a world where people 
measure their depth by the width 
of their tires. 

Since their invention during the 
turn of the century, cars have in¬ 
creased in importantance to 
American consumers. And no one 
knows this better than the auto ac¬ 
cessory market. The one-stop car 
parts outlet has evolved into a 
high-tech auto boutique that car¬ 
ries only the trqndiest items on 
the market. 

As long as there are drivers, 
there’s a market for functional 
items such as no-slip coffee cups, 
bumper stickers, tissue dispensers 
and ski racks. A trip to any auto 
accessory store will confirm that 
a car. like any outfit in one’s clos¬ 
et. must be properly accessorized. 

We re not talking about the av¬ 
erage key chains with a carmak¬ 
er’s logo. Or a purse-sized flask of 
“real leather” cologne. Walk into 
any of these stores and you’re like¬ 
ly to find items you can’t live 
without. 

CELLULAR PHONES 

The makers of “Get Smart" 
may have thought it camp to fur¬ 
nish Max with a shoe phone, but 
they were on the right track in 
predicting the future of telecom- 
muncations. Today, with the in¬ 
vention of the cellular car phone. 


anyone can own a telephone as ac¬ 
cessible as Maxwell Smart’s shoe 
phone. 

Once considered an expensive 
toy for the elite, it has become a 
useful commodity on thousands of 
dashboards. In Los Angeles alone, 
60,000 phones are in use and that 
figure will probably reach 300,000 
within the next three years. 

It’s not only hot-shot limo types 
who have cellular phones. The 
snazzy- looking, high-tech, com¬ 
puter-age gadgets often find 
homes in the grungy trucks of 
hard working- plumbers, contrac¬ 
tors and landscapers who are on 
the go and don’t have an office 
other than the front seats of their 
trucks. 

Prices range from $1,500 on up 
for cost and installation. There’s 
also a fee of approximately 35 
cents for calls made and received, 
plus a fee for each minute the 
phone is in use. In many cases, this 
can total to a bill of about $500 per 
month. But let the buyer beware. 
A car phone doesn’t work without 
an antenna and mount. Those cost 
extra. 

YOUR CAR AS A MAKESHIFT 
OFFICE 

As more and more business is 
conducted behind the wheel, it’s 
only natural that other cost-effec¬ 
tive devices follow. 

You can convert your backseat 
or trunk into a mini-office with a 


traveling file cabinet ranging 
from $22 for a plastic cabinet to 
$70 for a metal one. People who 
need to keep careful records of 
their mileage might want to in¬ 
vest $500 in a device that rests on 
the dashboard or floor of an auto¬ 
mobile as it records business 
miles and issues a receipt. 

For the absentminded driver 
with no sense of direction, Etak 
Inc. has introduced the Etak Navi¬ 
gator, which provides the driver 
with a screen. A moving map 
traces preprogrammed routes 
that tell the driver where his car 
is with respect to his destination. 
The Navigator costs $2,000. 

Since the cellular phone call to 
the office isn’t cheap while on the 
road, many executives are finding 
it convenient to dictate memos 
and corresoondence into portable 
tape recorders and dictaphone 
machines. There are even voice- 
activated systems for hands-on- 
the-wheel dictating. 

Working Woman magazine re¬ 
ports that the recent addition of 
slide switches, headpieces, tie 

tacks and lapel microphones 
makes it easier to record while 
driving. Tape recorders start at 
$35 for the no-frills models. Dicta¬ 
phones range from $300 to $400. 

ELITE ENHANCERS 

Let’s not forget aesthetic addi¬ 
tions. At Anything LTD., a Los An¬ 
geles-based car accessories store, 
teenagers are forking over $500 
for spoiler packages. They include 
front air dam, sideskirts and rear 
skirts. Sheepskin seat covers are 
another big seller ($200 to $400 per 
pair). And although men dominate 
the car accessory market, a lot of 
businesswomen are buying car 


covers and floor mats. 

There are car covers and there 
are car covers. For President 
Reagan’s last birthday, members 
of his staff wanted to buy him 
something for his beloved jeep. So 
they ordered a custom-made car 
cover from Beverly Hills Motor¬ 
ing Accessories. The usual price at 
this posh playground for car lov¬ 
ers is $1()9.95 for the basic car 
cover and limited monogram- 
ming. 

But there are sublime extras: a 
pail of car care products costs 
$54.95, custom-made bucket seats 
start at $1,100 and the recently 
discontinued mink floor mats cost 
$2,000 each. 

Or how about the $20,000 per¬ 
sonal gold license frame with 
built-in alarm? Of course, license 
plate holders continue to be popu¬ 
lar and are available ready-made 
or custom equipped. Bumper 
stickers add a personality profile 
as well! 

FRAGRANCES 

There’s nothing like the smell of 
new car leather — or jasmine — 
or pine — or musk. 

Like most industries, the car 
fragrance market is constantly 
hoping to improve its product. 
Parfums-America is now attempt¬ 
ing to appeal to two of our senses 
with the “stereo-scent pak.” A cas¬ 
sette of songs with corresponding 
“Scentron” aroma. “Scentron” 
works in the car lighter outlet and 
when pushed emits a fragrance. 
“Sunny Sounds” is a tape of Anne 
Murray songs with an accompany¬ 
ing “Scentron” smell of sea breeze 
while rose garden permeates the 
car interior to the sounds of Lionel 
Ritchie’s love songs.

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Clean filters help engines run smoothly

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Spring spruce up

During the winter, road salt, 
grime, mud and grit build up, on 
and under your car, dulling the 
finish and eventually causing rust 
and rot. On the inside, moisture, 
salt and mud tracked in by your 
shoes can rot carpets and even 
cause the floor pan to rust 
through. So now that spring is fi¬ 
nally here, it’s important to give 
your automobile a thorough clean¬ 
ing. • 

Washing your car or truck at 
first seems fairly basic, but using 
improper techniques or products 
can ruin the finish of your vehicle. 
For example, laundry and dish 
soap can be harsh on paint and 
remove wax, as well as deposit a 
difficult-to-remove film that will 
dull the finish. 

It’s better to use a car wash 
agent formulated specifically for 
washing cars. Car wash products 
are available in most discount and 
auto parts stores. They lift dirt 
and scum out of paint without re¬ 
moving wax, and they dry without 
leaving drop marks, streaks or 
filmy residue. 

To rid the car of a winter’s 
worth of dirt, it’s best to visit a do- 
it-yourself car wash that has a 
high-pressure wand. The high- 
pressure water and soap will blast 
away grit, mud and road grime 
without scratching the paint. The 
wand also can be used to direct 
soapy streams of water under the 
car’s chassis and into wells and 
the engine compartment, washing 



away accumulated salt, grease, 
mud and harmful acids. Be sure to 
point the wand into all the nooks 
and crannies. If you’re washing 
under the hood, cover the air in¬ 
take and distributor with plastic 
bags. 

Once you’ve washed away the 
heavy dirt and grime, finish the 
job by hand-washing your car 
using a bucket of cool water, some 
car wash agent, and a wash mitt. 
The important things to remem¬ 
ber about hand-washing are to wet 
down the car to loosen dirt before 
you start washing and to mix the 
car wash agent in a large bucket 
and work up lots of suds to help 
loosen dirt and film. Finally, use a 
lint-free towel or a chamois to dry 
the car. 

When the car is dry, give it a 
wax job to keep it gleaming. Wax¬ 
ing, like washing, isn’t always as 
basic as it seems. A poor wax job 
can be streaky. Here are a few 
tips for a show-stopping shine: 

Make sure the vehicle is clean 
and dry before waxing. 

Never wax a car parked in the 
sun. Park the car under a covered 
area or wax the car on a cloudy 
day. 

Wax and polish a small area at 
a time, say 2-foot square, and 
work the wax into the surface 
using a clean cloth (terrycloth, 
cheesecloth or a small sponge) and 
small circular motions. Washing 
doesn’t have to be a backbreaking 
job. Modern paste and soft waxes 
apply easily and wipe to a beauti¬ 
ful shine.

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Police track down cocaine suspect 

Undercover operation using out-of-town talent nets resident in sting

Winchester police arrested a 
22-year-old Winchester man Feb. 10 
and charged him with selling more 
than two ounces of cocaine. 

According to Police Lt. Joseph 
Perritano, the arrest was the result 
of an undercover operation. 

Police requested that the name of 
the suspect be withheld pending com¬ 
pletion of the ongoing investigation. 

Perritano said that the police acted 
on information they had received 
about the Winchester man as a possi¬ 
ble drug dealer. With the cooperation 


of NEMLEC (Northeast Municipal 
Law Enforcement Council), Win¬ 
chester police engaged an undercover 
officer to buy drugs from the target. 

At 8 p.m. on Feb. 3, the undercover 
agent made the first buy from the 
target in Stoneham, said Perritano. 
Once the purchase was made, the 
man was asked if he could provide 
larger quantities. A meeting was set 
up in Winchester for Feb. 10. 

According to Perritano, “We pur- 
cha.sed two ounces of cocaine at that 
time (Feb. 101 for $3,0001 through the 
undercover agent}. Once the sale was 
made, we made the arrest.” The 


man’s car was also seized at that 
time. 

Perritano added that as a result of 
the arrest, police obtained a search 
warrant for the Winchester man’s 
home. Police seized approximately 
two more ounces of cocaine from the 
man’s house, along with cutting 
materials and a scale, said Perritano. 

A second search warrant was ob¬ 
tained for an Arlington home as a 
result of the Winchester man’s arrest. 
According to Perritano, police ex¬ 
ecuted the warrant at approximate¬ 
ly 4 a.m. and the two occupants of the 
apartment were arrested. 

“We secured approximately two 


ounces of rock (cocaine in as pure a 
state as it can be bought in the United 
States!, approximately $6,0(X) in cash, 
scales, records. . .,“ Perritano said. 
He added that police also recovered 
what they believed to be a con¬ 
siderable amount of stolen property, 
including computers, computer parts, 
car radios, jewelry and a typewriter. 

“The drugs will be submitted to 
the food and drug lab for analysis,” 
said Perritano. “The property we 
believe to be stolen has been entered 
into the computer. We’re waiting to 
see if we get any hits on that.” 

Arlington police were unable to 


confirm that stolen goods had been 
received. 

Perritano ncjted that NEMLEC is 
a relatively new task force that 
operates acro.ss a stretch of Mid¬ 
dlesex County from Winchester to 
Lowell. NEMLEC includes 23 com¬ 
munities, but is subdivided into 
smaller groups 

NEMLEC is a “mutual aid pact 
within the communities,” said Per¬ 
ritano, to “provide an exchange of 
unknown officers in the area.” 
Through the council, towns are able 
to use officers from other com¬ 
munities for undercover work. 


“It’s fast becoming very effec- 
t'''e.” he said. 

The case is still under investiga¬ 
tion, according to Perritano. “We 
have a couple of other targets in 
mind,” he said. 

All three suspects were arraigned 
in Woburn District Court and charg¬ 
ed with conspiracy to violate the Nar¬ 
cotics Drug Act. The Winchester man 
was also charged with trafficking 
cocaine. 

According to Perritano. the case is 
being handled by himself. Detectives 
James Gray and Daniel McGee, and 
Lt. James Pierce along with six of¬ 
ficers from other communities.

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Assessors’ race heats 
up, three vie for seat 


Selectmen narrow budget gap 
to $200,000 but deplete free cash

The town can balance its budget, 
keep its service level essentially in¬ 
tact and avoid an override of Proposi¬ 
tion 2h, but doing so will virtually 
deplete its reserves of free cash, ac¬ 
cording to calculations made by the 
selectmen and Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer. 

Last Monday, the board held a 
marathon se.ssion with Maurer, going 
over the budget in detail to see if an 
override could be eliminated. Of all 
the solutions to the town’s tight 
budget this year, the override, which 
would take a majority or four-fifths 
vote of the selectmen and a majority 
vote of Town Meeting, is seen as 
politically risky. 


By next Monday, Maurer must 
submit his balanced budget proposal 
to the finance committee, and there 
has been a frantic last-minute effort 
by the selectmen to decide whether to 
include an override to Proposition 2*/^ 
in their calculations. 

The budget can be balanced a 
number of ways: various expenses 
can be cut, various revenues can be 
raised or the two can be mixed. Ex¬ 
actly which combination is presented 
to the finance committee will deter¬ 
mine the nature of the subsequent 
debate. 

The deficit projected in Maurer’s 
preliminary budget is $1,270,000. Mon¬ 
day’s dicussions reduced this problem 
by about $1 million, leaving roughly 
$300,000 that must still be found 
somewhere. 


The easy money comes on the 
revenue side. A simple majority vote 
of the board is sufficient to raise fees 
for town services such as the transfer 
station, cemetery, ambulance, 
building permits and rentals and 
recreation permits. Maurer’s plan 
calls for raising fees to the maximum 
allowable by law. 

Fees now are about half the max¬ 
imum. Restaurant license fees, for 
example, would be hiked from $1,000 
to $2,500. Transfer station fees will 
rise to $50 for a residential permit and 
$90 for a commercial one. 

Fee increases will reap $210,000 in 
additional revenue. 

Another mechanism for revenue 
enhancement comes from pulling 
items out of the town budget and 
allocating them to water and sewer 


costs. Thus, certain DPW personnel, 
operating and overhead costs can be 
shifted to the water and sewer ac¬ 
counts, where fees can be raised to 
cover them. 

Water and sewer fees can be rais¬ 
ed if the selectmen call a public hear¬ 
ing and subsequently Town Meeting 
ratifies the recommendation by a ma¬ 
jority vote. By this method, Maurer 
anticipates gaining another $500,000 in 
new revenue. 

The $500,000 is over and above the 
pass-through of increased 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority (MWRA) costs that will 
total $314,000 this year. The effect of 
these increase fees will be to hit the 
average household in Winchester with 
a $365 per year w'ater and sewer bill,

McLucas is currently the owner of 
a residential and commercial ap¬ 
praisal business in Winchester, 
McLucas and Associates, which he 
opened in 1986. The majority of his 
work involves residential appraisals 
for banks. 

“Probably 80 percent of our work 
is residential,” he said. 

According to McLucas, although 
he has never held public office, this 
is one area in which his background

Albano appointed 
to long-term 
care commission 

Sen. Sal Albano (D-Somerville) of 
the 2nd Middlesex District, who will 
become Winchester’s Slate Senator 
Jan. 1,1989, if he is still in office, an¬ 
nounced Feb. 4 that he has been ap¬ 
pointed to the special commission 
established to make an investigation 
into the availability of workers in 
long-term care services for the 
elderly. 

Said Albano, "We are facing a 
critical shortage of long term care 
workers, and as the population ages, 
it will only get worse. This has occur¬ 
red because we have not addressed 
the problems of wages and working 
conditions that we have known about 
for years. It is time that wedo it now 
and affirm our respect for the elder¬ 
ly in our society.’’

land to all of one or the other. A con¬ 
dominium development must be en¬ 
tirely registered or unregistered in 
Massachusetts. The Green Co. was 
unable to pass papers with pur¬ 
chasers of its units until the matter 
was taken care of, Lombardi said. 

According to Lombardi, he and 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
delayed the process until Green’s peo¬ 
ple came forward with the latest of¬ 
fer, which the selectmen indicated a 
readiness to accept. 

The original deal negotiated bet¬ 
ween Lombardi and the Green Co. 
called for a linkage contribution by 
Green of $50,000 and two units, but 
then the selectmen realized that 
Green could avert the obligation to 
provide the units if his company 
couldn’t build them. State law re¬ 
quires that the labor used in subsidiz¬ 
ed housing construction must be paid 
at union rates, and Green runs a non¬ 
union shop. 

Lombardi said the state would pro¬ 
vide more than $100,000 for construc¬ 
tion of the two units. 

The Green Co. has already 
delivered $30,000 of the first linkage 
payment. Lombardi said Green pro¬ 
mised him the next $20,000 would be 
paid within six months, and that the 
units or the second $50,000 would be 
delivered at the end of the project. 

Selectmen Chairman Judith Mug- 
gia expressed a desire to see a date 
affixed to that delivery. 

Lombardi said he would "much 
rather have the units than the money’’ 
as a solution to the lack of low and 
moderate income housing in town.

is very applicable. He has w’orked in 
the real estate industry for the last 15 
years, with his positions ranging from 
financial analyst for the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
to appraiser for a number of real 
estate and development firms. 

"I have a lot of experience in 
residential appraisals of property. I 
understand what the elements of ap¬ 
praisal are when looking at market 
value,’’ he said. "I understand 
market values and what makes up a 
market value.’’ 

McLucas is satisfied with the work 
of the present board. However, he 
said that if a resident is not satisfied 
with an assessment and it was not 
done properly, it will be redone. "I 
think people are treated fairly [in 
their assessments]. I just want to see 
that it continues,’’ he said. 

Rotondi said that he became con¬ 
cerned about home assessments when 


he found out that one of his neighbor’s 
assessment nearly doubled this year. 

"I’m concerned for the senior 
citizens,’’ he said, adding that he 
thinks too many abatements are now 
rejected without being fully checked. 
In addition, he said, senior citizens on 
fixed incomes should not have to face 
ever-increasing property taxes. 

If elected, Rotondi said that he

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Everyone must 
move a little to 
budge this budget 

^ The town leaders twist and turn the problem of balancing the 
; town budget every which way and still no easy solution presents 
! itself. When we last left our heroes, they were $200,000 away from 
; that harmonious btate in which revenues exactly match expenses. 

They had tipped the piggy bank upside down and shaken 
. everything out of it. including a New York City subway token and 
; an old piece of lint, and were still shaking, hoping a few- extra hun¬ 
dred dollar bills would dislodge. 

Much of the new revenue w'ill be found in water and sewer fees, 
i Everything not nailed down was removed from the budget, with 
: its fixed revenue base, and pushed into the water and sewer ac- 
i count, w'here it can be recovered in the form of higher fees. 

; In an attempt to avoid calling for an override that would in- 
; crease taxes. Town Meeting will now have a chance to tax in a yet 
; more regressive manner through fees. Fees are not tax-deductible 
; and seniors are not exempt from them. 

; And the f’'ee cash argument is still forming. With the barrel well 

• and truly scraped out, even if the budget squeaks by for one more 
I year, there remains the question of funding an adequate cushion. 
I Imagine the more-or-less wealthy town of Winchester actually 
; running out ^f money. With free cash at zero or close to it, one lit- 
: tie unexpected bill could drive the town into bankruptcy. There 
; are no magic side pockets to look in. Either the money is there 
; or it isn’t. 

• One subject that has not received much attention in this budget 
i discussion is the negotiations over union contracts taking place 
: right now. 

Most of the bargaining takes place in the dark. The selectmen 
go into executive session to talk, so the media doesn’t report on 
the negotiation’s status. The town manager conducts the talks out 
of the public eye. 

But the few known facts are sobering. Personnel, both on the 
municipal and school sides, account for about two-thirds of the total 
cost of government. Two years ago the unions settled for a 9 per¬ 
cent, two-year increase or percent per year. 

Any yo-yo can see that 4V2 is more than 2»^, and a little higher 
math shows that two-thirds of 4 V 2 is 3. What that shows is that, 
if all other accounts were level-funded, personnel costs would still 
drive the budget up by ‘<2 percent more than the limit set by Pro¬ 
position 2 ‘ 2 . 

The obvious question becomes: Why not get the unions to set¬ 
tle for no more than a 2‘ 2 percent per year raise? It’s an enticing 
i but unlikely possibility. 

! Seven union contracts are up for renewal this year: five 

• municipal unions, the teachers’ union and the school secretarial 
•: and cafeteria workers union. Sources indicate that labor’s strategy 

calls for allowing layoffs before a loss of wage and benefit gains. 

However, labor negotiators cannot be insensitive to the discus¬ 
sions going on right now in Town Hall. When Bill Jervey starts talk¬ 
ing about cutting 24 teachers, someone out there has to notice. 

It would not be surprising if the unions waited to see whether 
Town Meeting votes an override before making their moves. After 
all, it would be nice to know that the money was there before ask¬ 
ing for it. The membership can’t be pleased by the prospect of im¬ 
minent layoffs. 

Winchester is one of the few towns that still holds the purse 
- strings until the very end. Last spring the municipal contracts pass- 
l ed in Town Meeting by two votes. 

Even if the town manager negotiates an agreement acceptable 
. to the selectmen, the town still may reject it. The town manager 
, has held the wage and benefit settlements out of the budget, perfer- 
; ring to bring them to Town Meeting separately as a warrant arti¬ 
cle. That way the rest of the budget can pass even if the contracts 
; don’t settle by the beginning of the fiscal year. 

The tax bills go out Oct. 1, and the final tax rate must be on 
them. Whatever funds are to come from the citizenry will be cast 
in stone at that time. 

Part of the sentiment that brought Proposition 2‘/2 into being 
, in the first place was a frustration of the people of Massachusetts 
; at not being able to control the wild growth of municipal expen- 
; ditures. People sought the forcible reduction of the inflationary ex- 

• pectations that drove the increases. 

By and large, the method has worked. The notable exeption is 
labor costs. There are other extraordinary costs: insurance, pen¬ 
sions, and water and sew-er costs, but they are driven by unusual 
. economics. 'I’here is nothing unusual about the increases requested 
by labor. It’s just that working people’s inflationary expectations 
have not abated. Inflation has, but not the expectation of inflation. 

As the unions hold out for a better deal and place in jeopardy 

• the jobs of many of the people for whom they are responsible, they 
should consider whether now might not be the time to give in a 
little.

School chairman 
corrects record 

TO THE EDITOR; 

I am reluctant to respond directly 
to Mr. Dewald’s recent letter because 
I don’t believe that personal invec¬ 
tives contribute to the important 
public debate about next year’s 
budget. However, red herrings do not 
contribute either, and the spread of 
misinformation contributes only in a 
negative way. So I will respond to 
three of Mr. Dewald’s remarks, and 
hope that we might elevate the debate 
thereafter to the level of reasoned 
discussion that it deserves. 

First of all, both the School Com¬ 
mittee and the school administration 
pay close attention to our students’ 
SAT and achievement test scores, just 
as we do to the results of all other 
standardized testing. I personally 
devote considerable energy to this 
evaluation process, and I try to 
analyze scores over time to identify 
trends. Simply reading a newspaper 
headline only tells you what the 
headline wants you to know. 

Three years ago, Winchester had 
a class whose average combined SAT 
scores were 38 points higher than any 
other class in at least a dozen years. 
SAT scores the past two years were 
lower than that remarkable high- 
water mark. Nevertheless, the scores 
those two years were, along with the 
1984 scores, significantly higher than 
they had been prior to 1983, and 
somehwat higher than 1983. Last 
year’s scores, for example, were 41 
points higher than 1982, and 58 points 
higher than 1977. Our scores for 1987 
were consistent with average scores 
of schools in the Lincoln-Sudbury con- 
sortium, as they have been 
throughout this decade, and they were 
significantly higher than the averages 
of other similar communities in 
Massachusetts. 

Our average achievement scores 
fall within similar ranges, and when 
evaluated within the context of ap¬ 
titude scores, our students score con¬ 
sistently higher in achievement tests 
than might be predicted. Finally, our 
students have scored higher on the 


Test of Standard Written English than 
any of our comparison groups 
throughout the ’80s. Last year was no 
exception. 

Mr. Dewald to suggest that we 
have had a “recent and continuing 
decline..in academic achievement’’ is 
an absurd misrepresentation of the 
truth. His suggesting that I am inat¬ 
tentive to the responsibilities of my 
position is an affront. And his attempt 
to discredit me has nothing what¬ 
soever to do with our budget delibera¬ 
tion. In short, Mr. Dewald has simply 
thrown out a red herring to distract 
us from the real issues. 

Secondly, Mr. Dewald says that 
“the voters already decided on Pro¬ 
position 2‘/i.’’ That’s true enough. 
However, he seems to ignore that 
Proposition 2‘/fe contains provisions 
for two separate forms of overrides, 
because its framers surely recogniz¬ 
ed that there inevitably would be 
cases where special projects or ex¬ 
traordinary expenses would require 
funding outside the 2>/i. limit. In such 
cases, the elected leadership of the 
community has a responsibility to 
present a clear discussion of the cir¬ 
cumstances, issues, and choices to the 
voters. The voters may then decide 
for themselves whether to allow a tax 
override or not. Surely, Mr. Dewald 
doesn’t believe that nothing ever 
changes. Even the President must 
stand for election every four years. 

Finally, Mr. Dewald threatens 
that “doubling the average 
homeowner’s taxes will certainly 
cause undue hardship.’’ It sounds to 
me as if he is trying to create hysteria 
rather than sensible debate. Mr. 
Schmitt told us on Monday that a debt 
exemption to cover the Town Hall 
debt payments ($700,000 or $800,000 
next year) would add 50 cents to the 
tax rate. The owner of a $200,000 home 
would pay less than $10 a month ex¬ 
tra. (In fact, it occured to me that if 
a 50 cent increase to Mr. Dewald’s tax 
rate would double his taxes, then 
maybe the town assessors should pay 
him a visit.) 

Now, I don’t want to be overly 
simplistic, either, so I won’t claim 
that the 50 cent solution is only or the 


most responsible answer to our 
budget problem. But I will continue 
to participate in public debates and 
hearings, I will present and defend 
our school budget to the Finance 
Committee, and I will be on the floor 
of the Town Meeting working to main¬ 
tain the quality of our schools.

There is little doubt that the extra 
funds appropriated by Town Meeting 
for the lavish restoration of Town Hall 
precipitated the town’s current fiscal 
crisis. At that time. Town Meeting 
members were led to believe that 
these funds were necessary to restore 
the interior of Town Hall since it was 
somehow destroyed during asbestos 
removal. 

Now it has been revealed that 
35,000 bricks were ordered from these 
funds to construct a “duck patio’’ 
behind Town Hall. It appears to me 
that the downtown ducks have been 
well coached by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. How are the ducks at Wedge 
Pond going to respond? Surely, these 
will encounter lawyers eager to repre¬ 
sent them in a discrimination suit 
against the town. 

But the serious question remains: 
Should be override Proposition 2*/^ for 
fivolous projects such as these? In my 
precinct, Middlesex Street was 
chipsealed for the second time last 
summer. Now this heavily traveled 
road resembles a continuous series of 
speed bumps characteristics of a 
mismanaged town. How can we waste 
money on “duck patios’’ and allow 
our streets to deteriorate to the point 
where they become an insult to a 
neighborhood? 

The time has come for the select¬ 
men to examine closely a line-item 
budget and to consider other sources 
of revenue within the confines of Pro¬ 
position 2'-!. For example, what has 
happed to the parking meters in 


town? Now that quarters are the stan¬ 
dard specie for parking meters, I 
estimate that the town could realize 
revenues in excess of $2000,000 per 
year from parking fees. Why has Win¬ 
chester removed the parking meters 
when there is a need for more revenue 
to maintain our streets? We all know 
and appreciate the hard work of the 
Beautification Committee, but Lex¬ 
ington has a very pleasant looking 
downtown area even with parking 
meters in place. 

Please, let us go back to manag¬ 
ing our town efficiently.

13- man team. The ruling eased the 
tension only slightly. Neither driver 
of the two U.S. sleds, Brent Rushlaw- 
and Matt Roy, wants Gault riding 
with him and, since they have even 
more say on the matter than the 
coaches do, it is likely that he will re¬ 
main one of the four alternates. 

At any rate, team morale is low at 
this point and hopefully the spirit of 
the Olympic Games will help cool 
down the tension created by this 
awkward situation in time for the two- 
man and four-man events, which 
start next week. As Herberich said 
last Spring;“We don’t expect to win 
anything, we just want to do our best 
and enjoy ourselves.’’

107-44, rejected an amendment to the 
bond package authorizJng the state to 
build a $35 million running track 
facility. 

The amendment strikes the sec¬ 
tion providing a building manager 
with a 20 year lease with two possible 
10 year renewals and inserts a provi¬ 
sion providing for a 5 year lease. 

Supporters of the 5 year lease said 
it is the usual standard and claimed 
a longer period is unnecessary and 
hurts the state. 

Supporters of the longer lease, 
noting the bill inlcudcs a provision 
voiding the lease if substandard 
managment conditions exists, said 
the longer period shows the state’s 
committment. 

A Yea vote is for the 5 year lease. 
Nay vote is for up to a 40 year lease. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

Work Kelcascdl 6:198)- House 
146-4, aproved resolutions requesting 
the Corrections Commissioner to im¬ 
mediately suspend work release for 
first degree murderers. 

Supporters said society must be 
proteted from these dangerous 
killers. 

Opponents said immediate suspen¬ 
sion is not the answer and claimed the 
program is an integral part of a 
modern correction system.

Kmorgcncy Preambled! 6220)- 
Hou.se 104-48, approved an emergen¬ 
cy preamble to the bill designed to 
bail out Suffolk Downs by reducing 
the state’s share of track revenue 
from three percent to three-fourths of 
a percent. Another provision creates 
a state racing authority. The 
emergency preamble makes the bill 
effective immediately and waives the 
usual 90 day waiting period. 


Supporters said the preamble is 
necessary to keep the facility open 
and insure some state reveune while 
saving jobs. 

Opponents said this is not an 
emergency situation and claimed the 
bill is special interest legislation to 
help track owner Buddy LeRoux.

0nc spring evening in 1954 at u 
band concert on Manchester Field, a 
little boy was so stirred by the music 
he and his family had come to hear 
tha( he got up, ran across the field, 
and;(as The Winchester Star reportetl 
theoext day ', proceeded with great 
vig()r to assist in leading the band, 
muth to the consternation of the 
director and the delight of the crowd. 

Throughout his life, Matthew 
MacKenzie was stirred by music as 
by nothing else. He wrote, played and 
sang songs, and was still leading 
bands thirty years later. 

Of course, the music was different. 
For him, rock and roll liad soon come 
and was here to stay. While he was in 
school in Winchester, bands he 
organized such as The Nurk Five, 
And Other Railroad Stories, and 
Bluesberry Jam were well known in 
and around the town. 

in the mid I970’s, Reddy Teddy 
was one of the best-known bands on 
the local Boston scene, performing 
almost exclusively MacKenzie 
originals and featuring his increas¬ 
ingly impressive guitar work. An 
album of the same name was releas¬ 
ed by Spoonfed Records in 1976. 

In subsequent yeare MacKenzie 
performed and recorded with such 
celebrated musicians as Richard 
Lloyd, the Nervous Eaters, and Willie 
“Loco” Alexander, with whom he 
traveled and recorded locally and in 
Europe. 

He also formed and played with 
several bands doing his own material 
suc^i as The Taxi Boys, The Roosters, 
and the Millionaire Club. 

Most recently, he was appearing 
under his own name, performing new¬ 
ly \^ritten songs at local clubs. 

On Thursday, Feb. 11, MacKenzie 
died of injuries sustained in an early 
morning car accident which occured 
Feb. 7.

worry about Ihfothor prohlrMus,” he 
said. '• We are trying to do something 
homogeneous to the whole 
neighhorliood without doing 
something detrimental to the land.” 
said Ciareia. 

VVinehester purchased the aban¬ 
doned railroad bed from the 
Massachusets Bay Transit Authority 
in 1})H4. The strip of land can only be 
developed for passive uses such as 
landscaping or parking. 

The three major abutters that 
have expressed intei-est in the Loop, 
Kichard Busso, (’harles Ferarri and 
the Russell Hill Group, shared their 
current proposals with the neighbors. 

Russo has changed his plans since 
last meeting with neighbors in con¬ 
sideration of their objections about 
the |K)sition of the pro|)osed egress on¬ 
to Wendell Street, said Paul Arnico, 
Russo’s attorney. 

Russo presented two proposals to 
obtain feedback from the neighbors. 
Proposal A includes 24 units of 
townhouses on his abutting profx'rty. 
Projxisal B includes 12 duplex homes. 
“My main interest is to beautify the 
area, that’s the concept of the duplex 
houses.” said Russo. 

•‘It is hard to conceive of an open 
area going away, but it is unrealistic 
to think that the area is not going to 
he developed eventually. 'I'he Russos 
are sensitive to the location, they 
know the neighborhood, and it is im¬ 
portant to get a developer that is 
Ijeneficial to the neighborhood.” said 
Arnico. 

Henry Quill, who represents 
Charles Ferarri. submitted what he 
said was the sixth revision of 
Feiarri’s plan. The developer still 
hopt*s to build a 24-unit condominium 
development on his abutting portion. 

The proposal consists of two 
buildings, each with 12 units, said 
Quill. “The two buildings will cover 


11 per-cent of the site and H9 jwreent 
will r-ernain o|X}n. All traffic will enter 
and exit onto Main Str-eet.” he said. 

According to Quill. Russo is will¬ 
ing to give 13.000 sqirare feet of his 
land to Ferar-ri for the plan Ferarri 
need 2!>.000 srjuare feet in all. he said. 
Russo added no comment to this con¬ 
tention. 

‘The proposal ser ves a very r-eal 
hou.^ing need for the toum. ” said Quill. 

“It affor-ds easy access to medical 
facilities, public transportation, it is 
not far from shopping areas and is a 
positive aspect for the schools. It is a 
significant and a nicely-done pro¬ 
posal. ” he said. 

.lerry Murray from the Win¬ 
chester Professional Partnership 
repr esented the Rirssell Hill Group at 
the hearing. 'I'he Russell Hill Gr-oup 
curr-ently owns the building on 955 
Main St. 

Rirssell Hill hopes to build a 
“phase 11 ” on the south end of the 
building, said Murray. To do this, ad¬ 
ditional ixrrking is reeprired. “Russell 
Hill is l(x)king to purchase its abutting 
portion of the Loop to put some HO ad¬ 
ditional car-s. 

'I'he architectural landscaping will 
Ik* consistent with what has lx*en done 
so far. ’ Mur-ray said. 

A fourth proposal was hear-d for 
the fir-st time. Richard Murdock, a 
representative from Winchester 
Associates, expressed interest in pur¬ 
chasing the old MBTA station. 

'Phe plan involves the development 
of six units of housing, one of which 
is to be made available to the fair 
housing program in Winchester, he 
said. 

According to Murdock, Win¬ 
chester A.ssociates have just begun 
forming their conceptual plans and 
have not yet determined the types of 
housing units. “Our purpo.se is to see 
if the town is interested in such a con¬ 
cept.” said Murdock. 


The developers answered 
neighlx)rs’ questions concerning their 
individual propo.sals. I^rry Lind- 
mark of Ru.s.sell Road raised concerns 
over the blasting that would be involv¬ 
ed in Russo’s proposals. “The 
blasting technique is not an obstacle; 
It is a pretty .safe operation,” said 
Russo. 

('oncern was raised over the 
possibility that hazardous waste ex¬ 
ists in the landfill on the Ferarri site. 
According to Quill, Hydel F^yster, a 
chemical company in Weymouth, has 
been hired to test the soil. Once the 
F'erarri proposal has been finalized, 
the proposal and the soil studies will 
Ix} submitted to the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQFD. There will lx* no building on 
the site until the DF^QF: allows the 
proposal. 

Lillian Morosa of Russell Road 
raised concern about the impact of 
noise and congestion on commerce 
between Winchester and Woburn. 

Ciareia stated that each proposal 
will have a programed schedule, once 
the plans have been approved. 

Planning Board Chairman 
Maryann McCall-Taylor requested 
the three projects to lx; split and voted 
on separately. This would assure that 
all the land will be disposed of, leav¬ 
ing no landlocked parcels, she said. 

'Phe advisory committee is one 
month old, and was organized to give 
the neighbors a voice in the planning 
process. The plans must be approv¬ 
ed by the selectmen before March 11 
if the Loop disposition plan is to make 
it into the spring Town Meeting 
warrant. 

The committee asked those pre¬ 
sent to fill out a questionaire in¬ 
dicating the proposals they preferred. 
The results of the questionaire will be 
available tonight, according to com¬ 
mittee member Peggy Schleicher.

according to Selectmen Chairman 
Judith Muggia's estimate. Uist year’s 
lab was around $2.50. 

Another $300,000 can be scraped 
from capital improvements. Maurer 
recommends reducing the capiUil re¬ 
quest forwarded by the capital plan¬ 
ning committee by that amount. He 
also recommended shifting the water 
improvement projects to the water 
and .sewer account, where they can lx* 
billed to the town in raised fees. 'I'hat 
leaves around $1 million of the 
original $1,578,000 request intact. 

“We had a $1.3 million shortfall 
and by shifting things around we got 
it doNs n to $300,000,” .said Selectman 
'I'homas Schmitt. 

Another $100,000 or so came from 
budget cuts laboriously negotiated 
among board members and the town 
manager. By nicking off small items 
of equipment and certain personnel 
costs, the board arrived within 
$20<).000 of a balanced budget. 

The rest has to come out of further 
budget reductions or increased 
revenues. Schmitt said. 

'I'he shortfall cannot lx? taken from 
free cash because that account is 
already almost totally s|X)ken for. The 
opening balance of $1.2 million will lx* 
drawn down by $320,(K)0 at the Special 
'I'own Meeting F’eb. 29. Maurer’s 
original plan w’ould use up $7.50,000. 
'I'hat will leave $10H,0(K). a historical¬ 
ly low amount that would leave no 
cushion for unexpected expen.ses. 

Schmitt pointed out that, tradi-

tionally, free cash has hovered lK?t- 
ween $700,000 and $1,500,000 and that 
a responsible budget would provide 
for a healthy free cash level. Counting 
the replenishment of free cash, the 
shortfall is not $200,000 but more like 
$900,000, Selectman Robert Deering 
said. 

The board debated asking for an 
override in order to keep free cash at 
an adequate level, but there are still 
a number of unknowns in the budget 
equation. 

One is what the schools will do. 
Maurer indicated that tlx* school com¬ 
mittee is looking for another $‘2.50,000 
more than he put in the proposed 
educational budget. At the same time, 
in a kind of tit for tat. Selectman Mark 
Ijombardi called for a reduction in the 
school budget comparable to the 
$100,000 the board shaved off the 
municipal budget before the board 
takes any more out of the town side. 
This issue remains to be resolved. 

'I'he board also discussed 
eliminating four out of seven unfilled 
vacancies in the police department. 
Members argued that no standard for 
coverage had ever been establiched 
for the de{xirtment, and there is no ef¬ 
fective way to judge how many 
policemen should be on duty at any 
given time. 

Deering questioned whether 
memlxrs of Uie police force should be 
sent out of town for training in riot 
management. “The only riot we’re 
going to have is in this room if we 
don’t got the budget down,” he said.

F or the next nine weeks, 
area residents can ex¬ 
perience the food, 
beverages. music, 
fashions, and political 
issues of nine different 
countries without ever leaving 
Boston.

The sole premise of this movie is 
that life can be pretty wild and horri¬ 
ble. But then a full moon comes 
out. functioning as a sort of 
astronomical Spanish Fly. It hits 
your eye like a big pizza pie and 
that’s amore. Everybody lives hapi- 
ly ever after. 

■’Moonstruck" takes this pretty 
flimsy, frivolous idea and turns it in¬ 
to a charmingly eccentric comedy. 
The movie plays sort of like a cross 
between an episode of "Love 
American Style" and an old Disney 
cartoon, with a little bit of "All in 
the Family" tossed in. 

Cher plays Loretta Castorini, a 
40-ish bookkeeper who is turning 
into an old maid before her time. 
(Okay, so it does stretch your 
credibility a bit to believe that Cher 
is becoming an old maid. But after 
all, this is a fantasy.) She was mar¬ 
ried once, but her husband died not 
long after the wedding day when he 
was hit by a bus. Loretta takes this 


as proof that she is cursed, and has 
pretty much sworn off men. 

To avoid men, she’s decided to 
marry Mr. Johnny Cammareri (Dan¬ 
ny Aiello). Johnny is more a mouse 
than a man, a bumbling guy who 
wears his mom’s apron string firm¬ 
ly around his waist. By marrying 
him, Loretta is doing a social 
service. 

Before they can get married, 
though, Johnny has to fly to Sicily 
to say goodbye to his dying mother, 
meanwhile, he wants Loretta to visit 
his brother Ronny (Nicolas Cage) 
and Invite him to the wedding, it 
seems there was something known 
only as The Horrible Incident, which 
drove the brothers apart five years 
earlier. Johnny fears that if Ronny 
doesn’t show up for the wedding, 
the marriage will be cursed with bad 
luck. Loretta doesn’t want any more 
of that, so she goes to play 
peacemaker. 

She finds Ronny, tells him that 
Johnny wants to see him and then 
that damn full moon has to come 
out. Loretta ends up falling for Ron¬ 


ny, though she doesn’t want to ad¬ 
mit it. Meanwhile, her father 
(Vincent Gardenia) is out diddling 
some concubine. Her mother 
(Olympia Dukakis) is trying to 
figure why he’s doing the diddling, 
while she is being pursued by a 
lecherous college professor (John 
Mahoney). And all the whil i, her 
aunt and uncle are busy doing ‘he 
dirty deed that they haven't done in 
years. 

That man in the moon must be 
one horny fellow. Or just a kinky 
voyeur. Whatever his motive, he is 
the central character in "Moon¬ 
struck" even though you never get 
to see him. 

This movie is a comedy, not as 
in comedy ha-ha but as in serious 
comedy. There aren’t any jokes you 
can remember and amuse your 
friends with later. There isn’t any 
slapschtick. There are no hormone- 
seething teenagers or cute babies. 
This is just a bunch of adults caught 
in a romantic "Twilight Zone." 

"Moonstruck" succeeds not on¬ 
ly because of a smart script and good 


performances but because it sets up 
its own bizarre fantasy world. A 
world that operates with a strange 
logic you've never seen in a movie 
before. That’s part of the comedy, 
the fact that this strange Italian 
family lives in what looks like 
Brooklyn but what seems like the 
land of Oz. 

Last year, the Disney folks 
released both "Cinderella" and 
"Sleeping Beauty." Watching these 
little romantic fantasies gave adults 
the chance to escape from the real 
world and feel like a kid for a while. 
"Moonstruck" is a charming roman¬ 
tic fantasy that lets you escape from 
the world but still feel like an adult. 

And besides, you just have to 
love any romantic fantasy that uses 
Dean Martin’s "That's Amore" in 
the opening credits.

Practice healthy eating habits

hundred years ago 


The alarm goes off and it’s a 
race for the shower. Twenty 
minutes later you’re dressed and 
out the door and on your way to 
work. Driving down the street you 
pull into the donut shop and order 
a large coffee with cream and sweet 
’n low. While waiting for your cof¬ 
fee you are trying to decide if you 
should have a donut or a muffin. 
You decide to have only coffee 
because you ate dinner at 10:30 last 
night and you’re not hungry now 
anyway. 

By noontime you’ve had 2-3 
cups of coffee and nothing to eat. 
Since you’re in a hurry, lunch is 
usually fast and cheap - anything to 
stop the coffee frorri burning a hole 
in your stomach. As your energy 
level begins to fall in the middle of 
the afternoon you find yourself 
heading towards the vending 
machine for a candy bar or some 
other "energy packed" food and 
another cup of coffee. 

You finally get home from work 
and now it’s time to eat. Cheese and 
crackers with your afterwork 
cocktail or glass of wine. Chicken 
or steak, broccoli with cheese sauce 
and boiled rice. Maybe some ice 
cream or a few cookies after dinner 
and a few more later on in the even¬ 
ing before you go to bed. After all 
you didn’t eat anything all day so 
you can make up for it now. 

If you’ve fallen into this trap as 
a result of endless dieting, time con¬ 
straints of your job or any number 
of legitimate excuses, you can be 
assured that you are not alone. 
Most often the rationale behind this 
type of behavior is thinking that if 
you don’t eat during the day you 
won’t gain weight. 

As a reward for not eating all 
day you consume 90 per cent of 
your calories in the evening. The 
end result is that you teach your

body to store MORE fat. Eating 
throughout the course of the day 
teaches your body to be less effi¬ 
cient and therefore store less fat. 

Telling you what to do Is the 
easy part, the more difficult part is 
trying to get you to fit healthy 
eating habits into a tight schedule. 

Start your day with breakfast. 
Not bacon, eggs, toast and coffee 
but cereal with lowfat or skim milk 
with a sliced banana and a glass of 
juice. Other possibilities include 
yogurt and a muffin, peanut butter 
on whole wheat toast and a glass of 
juice or a bagel with jelly and a 
glass of milk. If you’re always in a 
hurry in the morning then get 
something ready the night before 
that can be eaten on the way to 
work In the morning. Stay away 
from the donut shop. Whatever 
your excuse for not eating breakfast 
is, two things are inevitable - those 
calories you missed in the morning 
will slow you down until you eat 
lunch AND they will catch up to you 
as a trip or two to the cookie jar 
after dinner in the evening. 

Just as you can prepare 
something for breakfast In the even¬ 
ing you can also prepare a healthy 
lunch to bring to work. Make smart 
choices such as whole wheat bread, 
turkey, tuna or chicken for san¬ 
dwiches. Fresh fruit instead of 
chips or cookies and juice instead 
of soda. 

If you eat in a cafeteria have two 
servings of vegetables and a salad 
along with a glass of lowfat milk in¬ 
stead of mystery meat, mashed 
potatoes and gravy. If you eat out, 
many fast food places have salad 
bars which are a healthy alternative 
to a burger and fries as long as you 
stay away from the high fat dress¬ 
ings such as Thousand Island, bleu 
cheese and creamy dressings. 

The next major hurdle of the 
day is that mid afternoon slump

during which time you head for the 
candy machine. In an effort to stay 
away from the candy machine dur¬ 
ing the afternoon store some 
healthy snacks in your desk at 
work.

When eating dinner 
means eating out you can also 
make smart choices without feeling 
like your imposing on the 
restaurant. Have a salad for an ap¬ 
petizer and ask for oil and vinegar 
on the side. If they serve bread don’t 
put butter on it. If you feel like 
dessert, ask for some fresh fruit in¬ 
stead of cake or ice cream and hold 
the whipped cream. Eating out can 
be both enjoyable and healthy when 
you eat sensibly. 

These are a few suggestions for 
helping you to develop healthier 
eating habits. It will take some time 
to integrate these changes into your 
lifestyle so have patience. If you 
plan well the consequences of these 
changes will be a healthier, slimmer 
and more energetic individual. This 
surely beats being listless, tired and 
unhealthy now doesn’t it?

Has the practice of medicine 
really improved much in the last 
hundred years? 


Well, despite the current 
nostalgia for the simple times of 
grandma’s day. medical practice is 
much better in the 1980s than the 
1880s. For. instance, the last time 
you had a cold, did the doctor tell 
you to place a poultice of boiled 
onions on the sole of each foot? Or, 
has a doctor told you that you get 
hiccups because you don’t take ten 
grains of rust three times a day? 

Now, let’s take a closer look at 
some more of those wonderful 
treatments your grandmother 
might have been subjected to. And, 
subjected is the right word. In those 
days, more often than not patients 
recovered from an ailment despite 
a physician’s prescribed treatment 
not because of it. 

Let’s look at a few examples of 
the way physicians used to care for 
their patients. Earache could be 
treated by injecting warm milk and 
water into the ear, according to one 
famous 19th century physician. He 
also recommended a poultice of 
"bread and milk or roasted onions 
to be applied to the ear and fre¬ 
quently renewed."

In sufficient dosages the old doc 
might just be right — one way to be 
rid of a desease is to kill the patient. 
A less lethal approach to treating 
cancer was recommended by 
another doctor who felt sarsaparilla 
would do the trick. 

One medical book of the time 
claimed that tetanus — commonly 
called lock jaw — was caused by 
frequent exposure to cold and 
damp. This textbook recommend¬ 
ed a hot bath as cure. For the 
record, tetanus is caused by the 
bacterium Clostridium tetani and 
can be prevented by proper im¬ 
munization. 

I think it is clear that medicine 
has come a long way. But. perhaps 
in another hundred years the health 
care we practice today will look just 
as backward and ridiculous to the 
people of the 21st century.

Mother killed, son injured in crash

A Winchester woman was killed 
and her son seriously injured in a ma¬ 
jor four-car collision on Route 3 in 
Woburn Tuesday. 

Marjorie Cummings of Grove 
Street was killed in the head-on car 
collision. Her son. Bob Cummings, 
with whom she lived, was listed in 
stable condition when the Star went 
to press Wednesday. He is a Century 
Publications employee. 

According to reports, the Cumm¬ 
ings were headed toward Winchester 
on Cambridge Street just north of 
Woburn Plaza when a 1978 


Oldsmobile driven by a 16-year-old 
Woburn resident traveling in the op¬ 
posite direction went out of control 
and crossed into the wrong lane, 
police said. A blue Cadillac driven by 
a 16-year-old Medford resident was 
attempting to pass the Oldsmobile. 
according to reports, when the latter 
car w'ent out of control and crossed 
the median into oncoming traffic. 

Woburn police said that the 
Cadillac and Oldsmobile may have 
been drag racing w'hen the Cadillac 
went out of control. How'ever, Woburn 
police Sgt. Harold McGee said the 
matter is still under investigation. 

Woburn police Lt. Callahan said 


there were no visible skid marks on 
that stretch of roadway. 

“Speed is definitely a contributing 
factor,” said Callahan. 

Callahan added that Bob Cumm¬ 
ings sustained multiple fractures. 
Although his condition was stable, his 
vital signs were being watched close¬ 
ly Tuesday night, said Callahan. 

Both the Oldsmobile and the 1988 
Mercury Sable driven by the Cumm¬ 
ings were totaled. 

Both Cummings were transported 
by ambulance to the Choate Hospital 
in Woburn, then transferred to 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
because of the seriousness of their in¬ 


juries. Marjorie Cummings died of 
massive head injuries several hours 
after the accident. 

The Woburn youth was 
transported to Winchester Hospital. 

Woburn police said the stretch of 
roadway along Route 3 where the ac¬ 
cident took place has not been a pro¬ 
blem area in the past. At the point in 
the road where the accident occurred, 
northbound traffic merges from two 
lanes to one and southl^und traffic 
goes from one lane to two. 

“In any accident, there’s 
negligence,’* said McGee. He added 
that speed, poor judgment and slow 
reaction contribute to accidents. 


Selectman proposes rental subsidy plan

There is nothing like personal ex¬ 
perience to bring home reality. 

Selectman Francis Sopper got a 
“rude awakening to the need” for af¬ 
fordable housing in Winchester when 
he tried to bring home some tenants 
for property he and his son jointly 
own, and he decided to take action. 

At Monday’s selectmen’s meeting 
he proposed the establishment of a 
“Winchester Housing Fund,” a town- 
sponsored rental assistance program 
for low- and moderate-income 
families. 


The board expressed its general 
approval of the plan and Selectmen 
Sopper and Thomas Schmitt have 
agreed to work on the details in ad¬ 
vance of submitting a formal 
proposal. 

Town counsel will al.so have to sign 
off on the plan’s legality. Sopper 
w'ants the program to be run through 
the Winchester Housing Authority 
and said the authority w-as in favor of 
the plan. He said after the meeting 
that he will also seek private seed 
money to get the fund started. 

Sopper read a statement in which 
he described the experience that led 
to the idea of a fund. He said that 
when Sopper pere et fils put the two- 


family house on the market, they 
were “deluged” with applicants who 
could not afford the rent. 

They were “young married 
couples with and without children..., 
single parents, both male and female, 
older couples, both married and 
single,” he said. 

Sopper told the board “it was heart 
rending to find out how gre<it the need 
is for affordable housing. This is the 
reason why I am all fired up about do¬ 
ing something about this situation.” 

He said his plan is not a substitute 
for the Housing Partnership Board, 
but a supplement to it, “another alter¬ 
native.” 

His plan calls for the establish- 


Flim-flam targets senior 

Police say roving band of‘gypsies’ responsible

A Winchester resident tricked out 
of $18,200 Feb. 5 still isn’t sure if his 
money is gone for good. 

According to police Lt. Joseph 
Perritano, the man was the victim of 
a flim-flam operation which is 
stereotypical of “gypsies,” groups of 
people who travel around devising 
scams to cheat people out of their 
money. 

Perritano said that a couple of 
men knocked on the elderly man’s 
door and told him that he needed 
some chimney repiiirs. When the man 
agreed to have the work done, the 
men “went up on the roof and bang¬ 
ed around, then went down in the 
basement and banged around some 
more,” said Perritano. 

When the work was done, they 
presented the man with a bill for 
$18,200. They then transported the 
man to the bank in his own car so that 
he could provide payment. 

According to Perritano, the man 
withdrew tlie $18,200 from his savings 
account and was issued a bank check. 

The “gypsies” then returned the 
man to his home. The man became 
suspicious and told his niece about the 
incident, who reported the crime to 
the police, said Perritano. 

“It’s consistent w’ith another 
bunch out here last summer in which 
two guys entered a home and stole 
$20,0(8) in cash,” said Perritano. 

Last July, a similar group (»f 
drifters tricked Robert Stevenson of 
Hemingway Street into allowing them 
into his home by telling him that they 
were employees of Boston Edison, 
hired by a town senior citizens’ coun¬ 


cil to install lighting in .seniors’ yards 
at no charge. 

They discovered where Stevenson 
hid his money and stole the money. 

Stevenson provided police with a 
description of the men and their vehi¬ 
cle. Eventually, the money was 
recovered. 

In the current case, Perritano said 
it is likely tiiat driftei-s aiv also involv¬ 
ed. “We tx'lieve it’s a ‘gypsy’ gioup,” 
he added. “They hit and run. They 
prey on w'hatever looks good for a 
mark. ” The elderly are often victims 
of such crimes, he warned. 


The bank has put a stop order on 
the check, and it has alreacJy been re¬ 
jected at another Woburn bank, Per¬ 
ritano reports. This leads him to 
believe that the group may have 
disposed of it. 

“They may have dumjx*d it when 
they realizwl how hot it was.” he .said. 

With the help of Bunco Investiga¬ 
tion in Baltimore, the police are at¬ 
tempting to identify the group which 
flim-flamed the Winclu>ster man. 

In many such cases how'ever, ac¬

Garage blast 
destroys two 
cars, antiques

A freak explosion in a residential 
garage jolted the Wedgmere Avenue 
area last Thursday, demolishing a 
two-car garage, two vehicles and 
everything else in the structure.

H»* muiiediately saw a 
fully involved garage with the 
heaviest fire on the left side wlv*'’** the 
jeep wagoneer was parked,” said 
Regan’s report. 

The report stated that the back- 
w'indow motor overheated, set the 
Jeep’s gasoline tank on fire, and the 
tank explodtxl.

The explosion 
came from the snowblower. We were 
told that if Uie tanks had explodcxl, the 
house wouldn’t be* here,” she said.

New budget 
drains free

The Finance Committee is con¬ 
cerned that the town manager has left 
only $110,000 in available cash in the 
latest round of budget proposals for 
fiscal year 1989. 

During its last two meetings, the 
committee discussed the amount of 
available funds, sometimes called 
“free cash,” that should be provided 
for in the budget. Finance Committee 
Chairman Lorna Tseckares voiced 
some frustration that the problem of 
deciding the proper level for available 
funds seems to have been laid at the 
Finance Committee’s door. 

“I knew it was going to fall to the 
Finance Committee to make the

tough decision,” she said. 

Committee members agreed that 
available funds must be kept at a 
reasonable level.

Three bid for third 


town liquor license

It looks like Winchester will have 
a plethora of fancy restaurants to 
chose from when it reissues the third 
liquor license. 

The license has been up for grabs 
since the Dover Grille went out of 
business, and two contenders showed 
up to a preliminary hearing Monday 
to present their proposals to the 
selectmen and ask for the licence. A 
third restaurateur’s request is pen¬ 
ding, according to Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Judith Muggia. 

Helene Paquin of Newton and her 
partner and chef, Cesare Solari of 
Burlington, proposed to establish an 
upscale Continental restaurant in the 
Grille location at 12 'Fhompson St. The 


restaurant is incorporated under the 
nam.e Neuchatel Corp. 

Jeanne Tahnk, who lives in town 
and operates an oriental restaurant at 
910 Main St., wants the license for her 
location. She proposed to upgrade the 
restaurant to meet the town’s liquor 
license requirements. The town 
allows only three commercial 
licenses and they may only be issued 
to a “superior class” establishment 
that seats more than 100 people. 

While both contenders made in¬ 
teresting pitches, the selectmen’s 
decision will probably turn on park¬ 
ing issues. Selectman Mark Lombar¬ 
di said the old Dover Grille annoyed 
its neighbors on Main and Thompson 
Streets with delivery vehicles and 
customers taking up precious

Neighbors approve plans 
for Woburn Loop split

Neighbors of the Woburn Loop pro¬ 
perty generally approve developers’ 
plans for the site, according to the 23 
replies to a questionnaire circulated 
among Precinct 8 residents. 

The survey, which was compiled 
last Thursday also alerted developers 
to some general concerns neighbors 
have with each proposal. Selectman 
Robert Deering, chairman of the 
Woburn Loop Committee, has asked 
developers to address these concerns 
when they draw up the covenants for 
their proposals that must be approv¬ 
ed by Town Meeting. 

The results of the questionaire, 
which was distributed at a Feb. 11 
public hearing, show that 61 percent 
of the respondents favor the overall 
plan for development of the Woburn 
Loop property. 

“I feel pretty confident that what 


you are seeing is what the 
neighborhood wants. We see support 
for the whole plan,” said Woburn 
Loop Committee member Peggy 
Schleicher. 

Though the sample population was 
small, with a total of 23 respondents, 
the committee noted that the ques¬ 
tionaire was intended to give a 
“sense-of-the-meeting” tally and that 
the “questionaire results represent a 
fairly good cross-section of the 
Woburn Loop abutters and in that 
light, the questionaire results do give 
both the town and developers a sense 
of direction in future negotiations,” 
according to Schleicher. 

Winchester purchased the Woburn 
Loop area from the Massachusetts 
Bay Transit Authority (MBTA) in 
1984 for $110,000. The area is 
restricted to passive uses such as 
landscaping or parking.

The Grille location enjoys the ad¬ 
vantage that it does not have to pro¬ 
vide parking. As part of the Center 
Business District, it shares whatever 
parking is available with other- 
downtown businesses. This means the 
owners and opei-ators do not have to 
spend costly square footage on 
asphalt. 

However, that knife cuts both 
ways. The burden of supporting the 
restaurant is placed on other- 
businesses, and they might protest. 

Tabnk does not have the benefit of 
general parking, and w'ould have to 
provide 25 spaces in order to meet 
-zoning requirements for a 100-seat 
restaurent in her area. .She currently 
has about eight. 

Tahnk show'ed the tward plans that 
would add the required number of 
spaces by paving areas around the 
restaurant that are now' lawn. Her 
plans also call for an expaasion of the 
dining area. 

Selectruan Robert Deering 
estimated thal even 25 spaces would 


not be enough to take care of the real 
demand should Tahnk receive the 
license. Tahnk .said she is ready to 
w'ork out arrangements with the 
owners of the medical office building 
at 9.55 Main St., which has a large 
parking lot that is unused in the 
evenings. 

Lombar-di suggested a valet ser¬ 
vice might ferry cars to and from the 
lot, w'hich is across the street. 

Paquin, w'ho is a native of 
.Switzerland, said she chose Win¬ 
chester because the Mystic Lakes 
r eminded her of Lake Lucerne. 

She said her restaurant would be 
self-financed and indicated a 
readiness to provide a financial state¬ 
ment. .She said she would only do 
minor- interior redecorating. The at¬ 
mosphere w'ould be "comfortable” 
r-ather than "super fancy,” she said. 

Paquin said she hopes to negotiate 
a provision to serve liquor on Win¬ 
chester Terrace in the summer time. 
The restaurant would also do some 
catering, she said. 

Paquin admitted that the 
restaur ant as configured is "built up¬ 


side down” with its loading area and 
kitchen door on Main Street and 
customer entrance off Thompson 
Street, but said the cost of changing 
it around would be prohibitive. 

Asked about the elements that 
make a successful restaurant, Paquin 
said hands-on management and pro¬ 
per staff training are key. 

"If you own a place, you have to 
run it yourself,” she asserted. She and 
Solari will be own and run the opera¬ 
tion if granted the license, she said. 

Neuchatel will target the Win¬ 
chester market, Paquin said, but 
hopes to draw from surrounding 
towns. One veal entree on the menu 
she submitted to the selectmen cost 
$17. 

The site owner, Locatelli Realty 
Trust, is ready to sign a lease. Kevin 
Foley of Locatelli said he chose 
Neuchatel over a number of other 
groups that came to him with pro¬ 
posals for the site. 

Jim Homewood of Restaurant 
Brokers of America, who helped put 
the Neuchatel-Locatelli deal together, 
said that the Dover Grille had good 


revenues, but high overhead costs. 
This, he said, indicates that the town 
can easily support a third restaurant 
downtown. 

Tahnk opened her restaurant for 
three nights a week in 1986 and now 
is open every night. .She serves lun¬ 
ches between $3 and $5 and gourmet 
food in the evenings. 

She told the board she hopes to 
have two separate dining areas, a 
cafe for informal family dining and a 
fancier section with a more "elegant” 
atmosphere. 

The restaurant is located in an old 
Victorian house, which Tahnk says 
she wants to renovate to create a 
"gingerbread .scallop” effect on the 
exterior. 

Deliveries are taken in at the rear 
of the building so as not to interfere 
with traffic on Canal and Main 
Streets, which border her property. 

"I know I can be very successful,” 
Tahnk as.serted.

He tallied up $65.(M)0 already pro¬ 
mised for lh(; Su.ssex Street deveVip- 
rnent, $20,000 from the Green Co., 
with the |K)s.sibility of up to $80,(MK) 
more from that source. He .said the 
two units promised by the developer 
of "'I’he Willows” might lx* turned into 
cash. The Woburn Loop development 
might be a source of funds. .Sopper 
called for ruk« that would require all 
future develo[XT.s to contribute to the 
plan. 

He also reminded the board that 
the Commissioners of Trust Funds 
reported earlier this winter that 
.$60.0(10 earmarked for the needy ex¬ 
ists in trust and is expendable at the 
board’s discretion. 


In addition. Sopper said that 
"some of the religious communities 
in tow'n are providing assistance to 
people ..on their own, ' and that the.se 
monies could lx* p^xiled with the Hous¬ 
ing Fund’s. As an example, he cited 
that "one religious group has more 
than $I million w'hich w’as left to the 
church to provide assistance to senior 
citiztms.” 

He suggested that the business 
community and private citizens could 
be called upon to contribute. 

.Schmitt .said he could give "whole- 
h(*arted support ” to the plan and 
prai.sed a program that would not "pit 
citizen against citizen and area 
against area.” 

Sopper told the other board 
members that his own situation had 
resolved itself happily : he has rented 
to a young couple w ith a baby, applied 
for a .Section 8 subsidy and bent a lit¬ 
tle on the rent. Me said the young man 
is an employee of the tow'n. 

His money where his mouth is, 
.Sopper said, "I will lead the way.”

are arrested, the "family” bands 
together to provide a lawyer and bail.

"Especially with the springtime 
coming, they are going to be around 
offering to seal driveways, fix 
chimneys, do tree work.” he said. "If 
you want some w'ork done, look in the 
yellow pages. Call a repuUible person. 

"Some people are legitimate,” he 
added, "but {x?ople have to be very, 
very leery.” 

Perritano urged residents to call 
the police if a suspicious offer is 
made. 

"We want to be notified if these 
people come door-to-door,” he said.

the town needs additional money for 
unanticipated expenditures. 

At the Feb. 29 special Town 
Meeting, she .said, "w'e’re going to be 
asked to cover unforeseen expenses 
to the tune of $320.(KK).” ITiere are four 
warrent articles the special Town 
Meeting w'ill be asked to fund, all 
unanticipated charges: $104,609 for 
special education, $83,222 for an air 
conditioning system at the high 
school, $80,()00 for w'orkers’ compen¬ 
sation and $125,000 for group in¬ 
surance. 

If similar situations ari.se next 
year, the town would then have to 
take funds from budgets already 
underway, Tseckares added. 

The finance committee is "going 
to go on the assumption that w'e’re 
taking $7.50,000 out of the budget,” she 
said. "The budget is going to be 
$750.(M)0 lighter by the time w'e get to 
Town Meeting.” 

Tseckares pointed out (hat Pro¬ 
position 2>/2 was originally designed 
with a provision for an override 
because the designers "foresaw there 
would be certain costs in the budget 
that could not be contained,” she said. 

The town is faced with two alter¬ 
natives to supplement the budget at 
this point — an override of or a 
debt exclusion. However, either alter¬ 
native must be voted on by the select¬ 
men. An override requires a majority 
vote to appear on the town ballot 
while a four-fifths vote is needed to 
put a debt exclusion to a town-wide 
vote. 

Tseckares is concerned that the 
selectmen have not taken action on 
cither possibility. "The longer they 
wait, the less time there is to educate 
the electorate,” she said. 

"Whatever I the I budget number 
is,” said meml3er Frank Golden, "we 
have to ensure that it d(x*.s not deplete 
free cash below some safe number. 
We’ve got to maintain a responsible 
level of free ca.sh.” 

Williams pointed out that if, as 


Maurer has suggested, the free cash 
level is reduced as low as $110,000, the 
town could experience some pro¬ 
blems. If unanticipated costs develop 
next year, said Williams, "We’re 
mortgaging our future as well as the 
present.” 

Golden added that "we want to 
protect ourselves in case of emergen¬ 
cy. The reserve fund is part of that 
protection.” 

Committee member Ted Robinson 
pointed out that the recommended 
free cash level is 3 to 5 percent of 
revenue. The figure comes from the 
Financial Committee Primer, a 
publication issued by the Association 
of Town Finance Committees. 

Williams said that the committee 
is in a difficult position. "We are a 
budgetary advisory committee to the 
Board of Selectmen. We can advise 
them of our position, but the body that 
has to be the decision-making body is 
the Board of Selectmen,” he said. 

Golden pointed out that the com¬ 
mittee does Iiave .some policy authori¬ 
ty. "We have one weapon at our 
disposal — the budget is presented to 
Town Meeting,” he said. Golden add¬ 
ed thal if the committee feels there is 
not enough money in free cash, it can 
set the amount at a level it is comfor¬ 
table with and leave it to Town 
Meeting to debate that level. 

"We haven’t got one firm portion 
of this budget,” noted Member Ran¬ 


dolph "Biff” Kazazian. He said that 
the outcome of proposed water and 
sewer rate increases as well as the 
possibility of a Proposition 2 V 2 over¬ 
ride will affect the final budget. 

"However those go, this budget 
will have to be readjusted,” he said. 

Maurer presented the revised 
budget to the finance committee and 
the selectmen Monday night. 

He told selectmen that ad¬ 
justments had been made to all ac¬ 
counts in a compromise of the various 
options spelled out in his preliminary 
budget proposal. 

Programs will be reduced and one 
cut out entirely: Leonard Beach will 
be closed. Maurer said that the beach 
is underutilized anyway and its ex¬ 
pense not justified. 

His budget assumes maximum 
hikes in water and sewer fees, no 
override and a depletion of free cash 
down to $110,000. 

The capital program is reduced to 
$730,000, almost $500,000 under the 
already emaciated request. 

Budget cuts have been "shared 
proportionally” by all municipal 
departments, according to Maurer, 
but the budget reflects full staffing at 
both the police and recreation 
departments. 

The library is proposed to get less 
than it did last year, inspite of a fer¬ 
vent plea made by the Library 
Trustees at Monday night’s select-

- pepartment of Elder .Affairs, an in¬ 
vited guest, made his first \Tsit to the 
center Joan Butler West, executive 
^rector of the Minuteman Home

about community-based services 
discussing barriers to long-term care 
A lack of knowledge about what to do 
and where to look for assistance, 
coverage and affordability, and lack 
of availability of workers in some 
parts of the state constitute major 
roadblocks. 

Wendell Coltin. formerly a 
reporter for the Herald-Traveler and 
now senior ad\ isor with the BC BS of 
Massachusetts. spoke about 
Medicare’s failure in providing for 
Long Term Nursing Home Care. He 
stated that currently the BC BS of 
.Massachusetts is investigating what 
is being done in several places in the 
I'nited States regarding long-term 
care and home health-care. The 
range of services in Massachusetts 
will necessitate the expenditure of 
more than S130 million next year.

LTC.’ She stated that nursing homes 
cost at least $25,000 and up per year 
lAith Medicaid supporting 60 to 70 per¬ 
cent of the patients wlwn personal 
assets have been depleted. She em¬ 
phasized the need to protect personal 
assets through a knowledge of 
available senices. 

Edward Dolan, executive director 
of the Special Commission on Elder¬ 
ly Health Care, serving on a 
legislative committee studying LTC 
presented five particular pwints as a 
result of the study: (1) Catastrophic 
LTC Costs for Elders: (2) LTC bu^et 
is out of control: i3) LTC "system ” 
is an organizational mess; (4) Infor¬ 
mal care-givers are the cornerstones 
of LTC; and <5) the skyrocketing of 
the elderly population increases the 
need for LTC. 

By the year 2010. he speculates 
that LTC spending will amount to $3 
billion dollars. In designing a 
workable plan, the following must be 
given in depth consideration: affor¬ 
dability. universal coverage, equal 
access to nursing homes, quality- 
care. and complexity of care. LTC in¬ 
surance is a vital need and to make 
it work it is necessary to begin pur¬ 
chasing insurance much earlier in 
life.

program. Both private and public fun¬ 
ding for acute care will be a part of 
the commission's study. By 1990. the 
commission should have something 
definite to propose to the state. 

Dr .Mark Schlesinger. assistant 
director for Health and Human 
Resources Policy at the John F. Ken¬ 
nedy School of Government at Har¬ 
vard University, spoke on “Prospects 
for (iovemment Financing for LTC. " 
V^'hen people begin to think of the need 
for LTC late in life, the cost at age 75 
is anywhere from $1.0()0-S2.000 per 
year. By the year 2000, Medicare 
coverage will be increased by $50 
billion. LTC will have to be on a 
directed state subsidey in view of 
federal deficits. The critical issue of 
convincing both the state and federal 
governments of the need for subsidiz¬ 
ing LTC will require much informa¬ 
tion pertaining to the results of 
experimentations of plans for health 
care over the next five to 10 years. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 
commended the presentations of the 
members on this impressive panel 
dealing with a subject of such vital 
importance to every individual and 
their families. He encouraged com¬ 
munications of senior citizens with 
representatives and senators both in 
Massachusetts and Washington, D.C.. 
regarding bills under consideration. 
He advis^ that many letters are im¬ 
portant for enlisting support on bills 
Before the House and ^nate. 

Some of the highpoints that arose 
in the discussion following the panel 
presentations were: (1) Many options 
must be considered in making wise 
choices about securing LTC services. 
A wide range of health, social, and 
personal care services, many of 
which may be appropriate alter-

natives to nursing-home care, are 
available in many communities. (2) 
Medicare and private insurance pro¬ 
vide limited coverage for LTC and 
should not be relied upon to provide 
significant nursing home care for 
more than 1(X) days. Home care 
benefit payments covo- only part- 
time skilled care. (3i Ellders are ad¬ 
vised not to overload on insurance to 
supplement Medicare. .Not more than 
one good policy is advised, since too 
many people pay excessive amounts 
of money to various insurance plans 
that pay verv- little in the long run 
toward nursing-home costs. 

The excellent overview presented 
by the panel of specialists led many 
in attendance to request a series of 
follow-up workshops to give some 
sp)ecific direction in making impor¬ 
tant decisions about LTC that will be 
a necessity for many pwple and will 
require informed decision making in 
meeting individual changing needs.

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Fin Com okays special ed request

In a close vote that required the 
chairperson to cast the deciding 
ballot, the Finance Committee gave 
a favorable recommendation to a 
School Committee request for $105,000 
in special education funding. The item 
appears as the fourth article on the 
warrant for Monday’s Special Town 
I\4eeting. 

I Assistant Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald appeared before the com¬ 
mittee last Thursday night to answer 
questions about the $105,000 request. 

' Fitzgerald said funds are needed 
for four additional students not ac¬ 
counted for in the original budget who 
Were placed in special education pro¬ 
grams. Although the school depart¬ 
ment was aware that these students 
were considered to be “at risk,” said 
Fitzgerald, the town was not finan¬ 
cially responsible for them. 

• According to Fitzgerald, these 
students were in state institutions 
where programming was geared 


toward adults. The state required that 
these students lx* placed in restrictive 
settings more appropriate to their age 
levels. 

Program costs are normally split 
between the Department of Mental 
Health. Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices. and the municipality in which 
such students live, noted Fitzgerald. 

“We had hoped we would be cost 
sharing, with each agency paying 
one-third,” he said, “but Winchester 
has to pay half and the other two 
agencies pay half.” 

F'inance Committee Chairperson 
Lorna Tseckares asked if there is 
another part of the school budget 
which could absorb these costs. Fit¬ 
zgerald said that there is presently 
$11,000 in equipment fund, and a pro¬ 
jected $6,000 in personnel services. 

However, the school department 
anticipates that other needs for those 
funds will arise, such as repairs of 
equipment or additional supplies. He 
added that if the school department 
is directed to apply these funds to the 
special education budget, it may have

to return before town meeting at a 
later date to cover such expen.ses. 

“We know that we are over budget 
for special education,” said F'it- 
zgerald. Some of this is a result of rate 
increases as well as new cases which 
were not put into the FY88 budget. 

In addition, he said, "We have five 
or six individuals at the secondary 
level who are at high risk right now. 
Any one of those could blow up,” into 
an additional expense for the town, he 
cautioned. 

As the committee debated the 
question, some members said they 
were uncomfortable providing a 
favorable recommendation of the full 
request, since the School department 
had other funds available. 

“It certainly is in our power to 
recommend an alternative,” said 
member Frank Golden. Golden add¬ 
ed that because the department is 
basing its need on estimated costs, 
“it’s very wispy at this point as to 
whether he (Fitzgerald 1 needs any of 
that $105,000.” 

Committee member John 
Williams said he felt it would be 
“good fiscal prudence” to appropriate 
the money for the special education 
program. He added that the final 
decision would come from Town 
Meeting. 

“I think [our] decision should 
come on the question of $105,000 itself 
and [we should not] make ad¬ 
justments at this time,” he said. 

The committee voted 6-5, with the 
tie broken by Tseckares, for a 
favorable recommendation.

Dump fees 
may increase

Winchester residents may face in¬ 
creased dumping fees for residential 
and commericai waste. 

The Waste Study ('ommittee is 
considering a recommendation to the 
town to increase the fee to a flat rate 
of $80 per ton. Households currently 
pay $28..50 F>cr ton. while commercial 
dumpers pay $57 per ton. 'Die propos¬ 
ed increases would not affect the com¬ 
post dumping fee of $28.50 per ton, 
according to Department of Public 
Works director Domenic Serratore. 

The proposal calls for increasing 
the cost of dumping building demoli¬ 
tion debris to $80 per ton. However, 
Serratore said that this amount may 
be amended. 

The fee hike recommendations, 
proposed last July, will probably be 
presented to the Board of Selectmen 
in the next few weeks, he said. 

Serratore said that the DPW hopes 
to get its plan for remodeling the 
transfer station underu-ay in early 
spring. “The preliminary plan from 
the Engineering Department looks 
good,” he said. 

The plan would require some 
grading and relocation of some of the 
recycling recepticles. 

“We want to expand the recycling 
area to encourage more recycling,” 
said Serratore. 

State funding may be available to 
the DPW through a $260 million solid 
waste bill recently signed by Gover¬ 
nor Dukakis. Serratore said that $10 
million of that money will be made 
available to communities for the 
establishment or expansion of recycl¬ 
ing facilities. 

Once funds become available, the 
DPW plans to apply for the purchase 
additional recycling recepticles and 
equipment, he noted. 

The DPW chief said that the Win¬ 
chester transfer station presently 
recycles approximately 1,200 tons per 
year. 

"We’d like to double that,” he said.

Self-determination: 
a policy for all countries 

Although Nicaragua lies a bit beyond the borders of Winchester, 
we feel compelled to take a position on the issue. The two letters 
printed elsewhere on this page call for a response. 

Without consulting each other. Paul Gates and Frederick 
Lyman both made the same point at the same time: that our Mar¬ 
jorie Moore article of Feb. 11 was one-sided and should not have 
been printed on the front page as news. 

Messrs. Gates and Lyman are much more reflective over the 
phone than the inflammatory rhetoric of their letters might sug¬ 
gest. Neither would describe himself as pro-Contra (or contra- 
Pro). but both are sensitive to journalistic and political concerns. 

Here is how we view the Moore piece; 

When a town activist visits a country at war. that’s news. When 
she comes back to tell her story, that's also news. An analysis of 
the Moore piece will show that our reporter attributed every state¬ 
ment of opinion or questionable fact to Moore. The only unat¬ 
tributed statements are neutral details; “...The group spent four 
days...she traveled to rural farm houses....” etc. 

Were Suzanne Perlitsh to have been a propagandist for Moore 
rather than an intern for the paper. Gates and Lyman would have 
been correct in calling for the piece to be played on page 9. which 
more or less serves as an op/ed page. But Perlitsh simply record¬ 
ed what Moore said. 

However. Moore’s statements give the impression she is an 
apologist for the Ortega regime. She lays blame for the war fully 
at the feet of the U.S.-backed Contras. That is definitely an opinion. 

The problem with forming an opinion on a war about which a 
great many people have a large emotional investment is that good 
facts are hard to come by. Moore was in the country, so her opi¬ 
nion carries some weight. 

That Nicaragua is suffering, as the hjadline read, is pretty sure. 
Who is causing the war and suffering is less clear. Generally in 
war. suffering is caused by both sides. A cessation of war would 
directly decrease the suffering; for example, farmers could safe¬ 
ly return to tilling the fields that must feed the population. 

The U.S. is contributing to the suffering of the Nicaraguan peo¬ 
ple by continued support for the war. When we send arms, someone 
gets hurt. When Moore says U.S. policies “have caused economic 
hardship and personal suffering throughout the country,” she is 
not wrong, but Sandinista policies have caused their share of 
misery as well. 

If the U.S. stops supporting the Contras, which seems ever more 
likely, they will almost certainly collapse as a military force. Could 
we expect Daniel Ortega to welcome them into a coalition govern¬ 
ment? Imagine if some White Supremacists from Idaho seceded 
from the Union and started killing ranchers. Once the National 
Guard had subdued the uprising, would anybody expect 
Washington to form a coalition government with the rebels? No, 
we would expect them to be prosecuted under the criminal code. 

Whether we like it or not, Ortega and his pals are the establish¬ 
ment in Nicaragua. It would be extremely open-minded of them 
to welcome the Contras back into the fold once the fighting stops. 
Open-minded, and unlikely, too. 

A closer look at the “freedom fighters” the Reagan administra¬ 
tion dedided to back reveals a pretty unsavory bunch. It would be 
at least a judgment call to say w'hether they are better or worse 
than the Sandinistas. 

The scale tips against the Contras w'hen the emerging pattern 
of drug-running by right wdng “allies” of the U.S. is added to the 
scale. Antonio Noriega of Panama has been connected with both 
Contra training and drug smuggling. There is some evidence that 
the government of Honduras is similarly involved. Drugs and the 
Contras circle around each other like fighting dogs. 

The Contras were a rag-tag crew backed by the repressive 
Argentine junta before the C.I.A. got hold of them. They were the 
only group that could be found to operate the Reagan administra¬ 
tion’s anti-Communist campaign. 

The best thing that could happen in Nicaragua now would be 
for the superpowers to unwind their positions there, to practice 
the kind of “creative disengagement” being worked on in 
Afghanistan. In such a situation both the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
would agree to reduce and ultimately remove support for their 
clients and let a local solution establish itself. Ortega can’t be much 
worse than Somosa was. 

The superpowers stand to gain a lot of prestige in w'orld opi¬ 
nion and save a lot of money as well by getting out of military in¬ 
volvement in third countries. Once left to their own devices, the 
Nicaraguans will sort themselves out. The Sandinista government 
may not operate our idea of a fair system, but what regime south 
of the Rio Grande does? 

And as for the fear of a Communist country in the W'estern 
Hemisphere, the Nicaraguan threat is laughable. Nicaragua is in 
even less of a position to threaten the U.S. than Castro’s Cuba, with 
which we have been living for 30 years. 

But more importantly, even Communist revolutions are essen¬ 
tially nationalist in nature. Ortega may take arms from the Soviets, 
but there is no guarantee that he w'ell feel obligated to them. 'I'he 
Chinese t(x)k Soviet money and ran. So did the Egyptiaas. The main 
reason the Sandinistas accept Soviet w'eaponry is that they can’t 
get guns anyw'here else. 

It is time for the U.S. the rethink its hegemonic pretentions in 
Latin America.

Resident calls 
Moore account 
one-side 

TO TIIF EDITOK: 

I was disappointed that you 
dedicated prime front-page space to 
a one-sidea, non-staff article entitled 
“Tales of Nicaraguan War and Suf¬ 
fering” I hope in the future the Star 
will do its own reporting, especially 
w here a story concerns an issue over 
w'hich there is much debate, and 
legitimate points of view on both 
sides. 

The Nicaraguan Sandinista 
government is, for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, a client state of the Soviet 
Union, it has systematically abolish¬ 
ed liberties and freedoms which ex¬ 
isted to a small degree even under the 
notorious Somoza dictatorship it 
replaced. Suppression of Nicaragua’s 
only independent newspaper La Pren- 
.sa by Interior Minister Borge, and the 
jailing of opposition leaders 
courageous enough to speak out has 
been a hallmark of the Ortega 
regime. Only two w'eeks ago did the 
ruling junta release political 
prisoners and allow opposition press 
to begin publishing once again 
(although this past Tuesday, camera 
crew's from the U.S. were roughed up 
by police while documenting a 
mother’s protest agaiast military con¬ 
scription and their film was con¬ 
fiscated). Paying temporary 
lip-service to the Arrias Peace Plan 
represents no genuine concession to 
human dignity and democratic prin¬ 
ciples by the Sandinistas - only a 
grandstand play for the sus[Xinsion of 
contra aid by Congress. 

Nicaraugua under the Sandinistas 
is in a state of near-total economic 
collapse, and its |)eopIe are suffering 
in huge numbers not jast from fac¬ 
tional strife, but because of the inep¬ 
titude and repre.ssive policies of the 


Sandinista junta. If free elections 
w'ere held tomorrow and a Duarte- 
style democratic government were 
elected, the people of Nicaragua 
would have at long last achieved the 
self-determination denied them in se¬ 
quence by the Sandinista and Somoza 
regimes — both totalitarian dictator¬ 
ships dedicated in very different ways 
to the denial of basic human rights. 

I do not for one moment doubt the 
good intentions of people like Mrs. 
Moore and I admire her energetic 
response to a need she and others 
perceive. Nonetheless, I wish plane 
tickets to Kabul, Afghanistan, were as 
readily available as those to 
Managua. Perhaps then, well- 
meaning volunteers who so eagerly 
seek to fight oppression and human 
suffering, could see what real 
military intervention from a foreign 
power can do to a loving and free 
people.

Let us sup|)ose that I ask my fuel 
oil dealer, “How has the price of 
heating oil changed in the last few 
years? ' He would give the following 
re,s|K)nse: “'I'hi ee years ago the price 
of healing oil was :w cents higher than 
at any lime in at least a dozen years. 
Prices for the past two years were 
lower than that remarkable high- 
water mark. Nevertheless, the prices 
those two years were, along with the 
Itmt price, significantly higher than 
they had been prior to 198:1, and 
somewhat higher than 198:i,” In utter 
amazement, I would change fuel-oil 
dealers immediately. 

If, on the other hand, the dealer 
had presented a simple table listing 
the average fuel-oil prices for the jwst 
doz(m years, then anyone could readi¬ 
ly determine if prices had increased 
or decreased. Why is it so difficult to 
simply publish a table giving the 
average and median SAT scores? I 
personally have problems with the ex¬ 
act meaning of terms such as 
“somewhat higher.” “significantly 
higher,’’ “consistent with,” 
“remarkable high w-ater mark.” etc. 

In an attempt to understand the 
above terms better. I recall another 
example of “political algebra”that 
occured three years ago. I am refer¬ 
ring to a nationwide academic com¬ 
petition at Winchester High School in 
which a score of 92 (ninety-two) 
became “significantly higher” than a 
score of 99 (ninety-nine). In this in¬ 
stance. the coveted prize - a four-week 
overseas study trip - was awarded to 
the student (ninety-two) whose piuent 
had previously Ixjen a member of the 
school committee. Of course, the win¬ 
ning student had a score “consistent 
with” the “remarkable high water 
mark.” 

I want to assure the citizens of 
Winchester that I am not in the “fish 
business,” and therefore the stench 
about town is not from my “red herr¬ 
ings.” Moreover, the “50 cent solu¬ 
tion” to the town’s current fiscal 
crisis will cost the average 
homeowner at least $1,000 over the 
next 10 years if the debt override of 
Proposition 2'2 should become suc¬ 
cessful. This includes me even 
without the suggested visit by the 
assessors. 


Mean-spirited letters and prac¬ 
tices certainly do not erK.ourage 
citizens to participate in town govern¬ 
ment. 'I'he lack of candidates 
necessary for a democratic school 
committee election in recent years is 
disturbing. 

Finally, I am still convinced that 
our students are capable of achieving 
higher SA'l’ and Achievement Test 
scores, and that quality education 
should be the foremost goal of the 
school committee. (Let’s leave the 
streets, for example, to the 
selectmen).

Concert of all ages 
the afternoon sweetens

The concert was billed as an inter- 
generational one, involving perform¬ 
ing groups both from the High School 
and the local Senior Center. 

Participating musicians covered a 
wide range of ages. One born during 
the Reagan administration kicked off 
the affair; others dating back to the 
president called 'I’eddy concluded it. 

In l)etween, both helping to organ¬ 
ize the event and acting as audience, 
were still others born in other eras: 
a smattering of New Deal babies, a 
heavy dash of those dating to the cen¬ 
tury’s early third, and a few launched 
in life during the palmy time of Ed 
Sullivan, Ike and the hula hoop. 

The day had dawned cold, a thin 
layer of sunshine sandwiched be¬ 
tween two thick blustery slices of 
storm, one stinging with a daylong 
freezing rain, the other yeasty with 
muffling snows. 

I was there with my child of three. 
He came hoping for drums, and a 
water fountain to dabble in, and the 
prospect of raising hell in a piece of 
virgin territory. I came for the sake 
of some friends, two of whom helped 
organize the production, and two of 
who performed in it. 

'I'he young woman who teaches the 
recorder students is my teacher too. 
when I go with my own little girl to 
study this simple wind instrument, 
which in its smallest incarnation 


issues a fluty reedlike tone, tremulous 
as a spinster’s soprano. Her two 
young pupils played a little, and the 
music sounded like water passing 
over the bed of a pebbly stream. Her 
six Senior pupils played now too. Like 
me, they are old dogs for this new 
trick of starting an instrument later 
in life; but they sounded fine, and 
made up in delight for whatever they 
may have yet lacked in virtuosity. 

Later, a string ensemble from the 
High School took Uie stage and worked 
its way through an old English air. 
One wore a pfiinter’s cap turned the 
wrong way around, a face of utter 
sweetness, and in his ear a tiny 
earring. 

We heard some oboes and some 
flutes, and a cello with a voice like 
Pavarotti’s. 

Outside the windows of the Senior 
Center, tlie branches of two oaks trees 
clutched at pieces of the sky. 

And then we heard the singing, 
first by the Senior Glee Club and then 
by the High School Chorus, some of 
the girls with piles of wild tangled 
hail on their heads, others with paths 
shaved clean, as if by lawnmowers, 
over one ear and down again. Boys 
and girls alike wore tuxedo shirts. 

'I'he older folks, ten or so voices 
strong, sang Bye Bye Blackbird, 
swaying, the men booming sonor¬ 
ously, some of the ladies vamping a 
bit in the style of the period. 


The high school kids did an old 
spiritual. “Shall we gather by the 
river?,” they asked, “the beautiful, 
the beautiful river? Gather with the 
saints by the river, that flows by the 
throne of God?” One or two look 
faintly bored; many looked trans¬ 
ported; all looked very young. 

At last, as a sort of finale, the two 
groups together sang Lara’s Theme 
and Love’s Old Sweet Song. 

Just a song at twilight.. .They 
sang the old words: ‘‘Footsteps may 
falter, weary grow the day... ” “Still 
we can hear it, when life’s dim 
shadows fall/Love will be found the 
sweetest song of all.” 

The older people sang with the 
inspiration of experience, knowing a 
thing or two about dimming shadows, 
and footsteps that have faltered or 
even ceased. 

'I’he young people sang with the 
inspiration of innocence, believing 
twilight to be a time of day only, pre¬ 
lude to another such day, possibly 
even nicer than this. 

So the notes rose that afternoon 
from throats both young and less 
young, the way a flock of birds rises 
and takes to the sky. 

And if there is anywhere a sweeter 
sound, we all thought, than that made 
when folks span the distances in 
music, we were not the ones who 
knew of it.

Winchester students are [xirform- 
ing well above tlu? state average in the 
Massachusetts Basic Skills 'resting 
Program, according to a report 
presented to the Schrx)! Committee by 
Assistant Superintendent David 
Ackerman Tuesday night. 

'I’he program tesLs student skills in 
reading, writing and mathematics, 
and were administered to all third-, 
sixth- and ninth-graders last Octolwr. 

In a report by Superintendent Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos. the School Com¬ 
mittee learned that Winchester sj>ent 
$4,468 per pupil during the 1986-87 
school year. 

'I'he figure falls below that of sur¬ 
rounding towns, with the exception of 
Belmont, Stoneham and Woburn. 
Compari.son was made to Bedford, 


Belmont, Lexington, .Niiedham, 
Newton, Wayland and Weston as well 
as Arlington, Medford. Stoneham and 
Woburn. 

Committee chairman William 
Jervey pointed out that as far as 
quality of education is concerned, the 
figure is “not something that will pro¬ 
ve anything. " lie addwl that “'I'he 
fact that we re controlling I increases 
in expenditures! indicates that we’re 
not spending out of control.” 

Jervey said that this “builds a 
case for why I we 1 shouldn’t take any 
more money out of the budget . " He 
pointed out that the proposed school 
budget for fiscal year 1989 is $320,()(M) 
less than what the .school committee 
originally requested. 

'I'he Sch(K)l Committee will present 
its budget to the Finance Committee 
tonight at 8 p.m. in the Chamber of 
(’ommerce building.

home a Gold medal in sectional meet 


Murphy takes

Some have trained four years for 
this moment. Hour after hour, day 
after day, who knows how many 
pounds of sweat, ounces of energy or 
even pints of spilled blood have come 
in the process? 

Sound like Olympic training? 
While certainly monumentous effort 
and struggle is evident in and even a 
trademark of Olympic athletes, this 
also holds true for a group of high 
school contenders. Namely, those of 
the Winchester High wrestling team 
who will travel this weekend to 
Brockton for the Division 1 State 
(Championships. 

True, Brockton is a long way from 
Calgary (both literally and figurative¬ 
ly), but to varsity wrestlers in Win¬ 
chester and the rest of the state, the 
Gold, Silver and Bronze medals they 
are awarding are as big and impor¬ 
tant as any Olympic medal. 

An impressive eight wrestlers 
from Winchester, each one with an 
eye on a medal, will compete tom- 


morrow and hopefully Saturday. 
After years of hard work, sweat and 
blood up in the high school wrestling 
room, the post-season tournament has 
finally arrived. Last weekend saw the 
Division 1 Central Sectional tourna¬ 
ment, a qualifying tourney in which 
the top four finishers in each weight 
class proceed to this weekend’s event 
in Brockton. 

Of the 10 Sachem wrestlers who 
participated in the sectionals, eight 
finished in the top four. Of those eight, 
five were finalists. Of those five, one 
wrestler came out victorious over all 
other combatants, winning a gold 
medal. Anyone who is vaguely 
familiar with this year’s team would 
guess in one try who this wrestler is: 
Billy Murphy. 

Murphy, this year’s senior captain 
and team’s most successful wrestler 
beat his Melrose opponent in the 
finals, 2-0. It was his second Sectional 
final victory in three attempts. Mur¬ 
phy would be what you call Win¬ 
chester’s “best bet for a gold’’ this 
weekend. 


Though one of several top con¬ 
tenders, he and coach Ted Neill know 
“no one is a sure bet in any weight 
class this year, anything could hap¬ 
pen.’’ 

Glen Doherty (130) is another sec¬ 
tional finalist and the Sachems’ first 
silver medalist following a tough 4-2 
decision in the semis. Doherty is a 
senior and should do well in the State 
tournament. The 140-pound weight 
class brought another silver medalist 
in Dean Jackson. Only a junior, 
Jackson was recently declared 
academically eligible and was 
reinstated for the tournaments.

In the 187-pound weight class, 
senior Hay Bustamante, a sure bet for 
most “improved wrestler,’’squeaked 
his way to the finals and a silver 
medal by beating his semi-final oppo¬ 


nent, 9-5. Bronze medal winners in¬ 
cluded Chip Banks who lost only one 
match during the tournament at 103, 
and Chad Haskell who wrestled an ex¬ 
cellent tourney at 145. 

Roberto Saez, a sophmore at 135, 
wrestled tough but lost two close mat¬ 
ches. He still qualified with a fourth- 
place finish. As with the Olympics, 
there is the thrill of victory and the 
agony of defeat. Those who ended 
their careers with their heads held 
high were seniors John “Gio’’ Giovino 
(171) and Greg Falcione (125). 

Giovino has been a refreshing 
asset to the team these past four 
years. He had his share of moments 
of glory and will be missed next year. 
Falcione has wrestled aggressively 
all year and lost a controversial 
match at the sectionals, taking a fifth. 
Falcione’s enthusiasm and dedication 
to the sport are acheivements which 
should not be overlooked.

Hoopsters end 
season with a 


pair of wins

The Winchester High boys’ basket¬ 
ball team finished off their season in 
grand fashion last week by stunning 
tourney-bound Belmont, 55-51, before 
cruising past Woburn, 58-36, in the 
finale.

In securing a mortgage for your 
home, the lender will require you to 
take out a homeowner’s insurance 
policy, which you would no doubt do 
anyway. Lenders have a few minimum 
requirements; coverage above that 
value is up to you. 

Broadly speaking, the basic 
homeowner’s package policy consists 
of coverage for at least 80% of the 
replacernent value of your home plus 
coverage for your belongings at 
whatever value you place on them 
plus personal liability coverage. 
However there are many variations on 
that package, and you should in- ' 
vestigate all of them. 

If you are buying a condominium, 
you will need two policies: one pur¬ 
chased for the entire complex, where 
you pay your prorated share of 
premiums through your monthly 
maintenance fees, and one as 
coverage for your own unit and its 
possessions.

"This connection, which is ex¬ 
pected to be in full operation in 1989, 
will permit us to reduce the amount 
of high-cost water units delivered by 
the town to the homeowner. At the 
same time, a full user fee system will 
provide a strong incentive to conserve 
water use. The town will gain a new 
ability to manage our water resources 
intelligently and frugally. F’or exam¬ 
ple, we will be able to end the wast- 
teful proctice of filling our open 
reservoirs, and instead adopt the 
practice of using the MWRA at low- 
use times of day while switching to 
our reservoirs for high-peak demand. 
I support and will continue to support 
this type of prudent management as 
being in the best interests of us all”. 

Muggia addressed many other 
issues facing the town of Winchester, 
including the major problem of the 
anticipated budget short-fall.

are Richard Russo, Charles Ferrari 
and the Winchester Professional 
Partnership or Russell Hill Group. 

Russo has presented two proposals 
for the development of his abutting 
property. Proposal A would build of 
24 townhouse units, proposal B calls 
for 13 duplex homes. The “sense of 
the meeting” supported the 
townhouse proposal over the duplex 
proposal. According to the committ- 
tee’s tally, four residents of Wendell 
Street not present at the Feb. 11 hear¬ 
ing expressed concern that 
townhouses would not attract families 
that would add stability to the 
neighborhood. For that reason they 
favored the duplex housing. 
Schleicher suggested that Russo talk 
to those people and fully explain the 
townhouse proposal. 

The access road to the Russo 
development was discussed. Some 
abutters would like to see Russo’s ac¬ 
cess road exit onto the Woburn Loop 
and out to Cross Street. Concerns with 
the question of blasting and auxiliary 
parking for guests were raised. Ac¬ 
cording to the neighbors, Wendell 
Street is too narrow to accept any 
overflow parking. 

The neighbors registered overall 
support of the Ferrari plan, which 
proposes the development of 24 con¬ 
dominium units. 

According to the Loop questionaire 
results, "the neighborhood supports 
residential use of the land, provided 
the toxic-waste issue is resolved and 
the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) and 
town approvals are obtained before 
any construction begins." 

As the present Ferrari plan 
stands, the Lynch family, which abuts 
the Ferrari property on White Street, 
will lose access to their driveway as 
a result of Hill Street’s beir^ one-way. 
“We are currently negotiating with 
the family to see if the problem can 
be solved,” said Schleicher. 

The neighbors suggested a need 
for a written covenant to guarantee 
that Rock Avenue would not be used 
as an access road to the housing 
development either during construc¬ 
tion or after completion of the project. 
In addition, the design and quality of 
the propos^ construction was ques¬ 
tioned - particularly the building of 
units on concrete slabs over rubble. 

The Russell Hill proposal receiv¬ 


ed mixed reactions from the 
neighbors. The "sense of the 
meeting" vote was that this proposal 
needed more study, particularly con¬ 
cerning the resolution of existing 
parking and traffic problems. “The 
whole issue of adequacy of parking is 
still something that has to be discuss¬ 
ed,” said Schleicher. 

“The Russel Hill Group has in¬ 
itiated a parking study," said Jerry 
Murray from the Winchester Profes¬ 
sional Partnership. “The volume of 
traffic in and out of the property, and 
how this information affects the 
neighborhood will be available as 
soon as the study is done," he said. 

According to questionaire results, 
residents of Russell Road are “par¬ 
ticularly concerned with the effect of 
adding additional office space on their 
already-low water pressure. Some 
residents of Russell Road testified to 
a worsening of the water pressure on 
Russell Road since the existing 955 
Main St. medical office building was 
built.” 

Murray said his group is “very 
concerned about our neighbors, and 
what we need to know is how the 
water problem influences them, and 
how this influences their feelings 
about us." 

“We need to understand that the 
water problem isn’t necesarily a 
developer’s problem, it’s a town pro¬ 
blem,’^ said Schleicher, Deering in¬ 
dicated that the pressure has b^n a 
problem in that area for some time, 
even before the development of 955 
Main Street. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia is 
“not sure how to handle the pro¬ 
blem." He recalled once suggesting 
the placement of a water tank on top 
of the hill, “but not too many people 
would want it,” he said. 

“The neighborhood is saying that 
there is an awful lot of construction 
and development proposed, and they 
are looking for help from the town," 
said Schleicher. 

In addition, the neighbors sug¬ 
gested adequate landscaping plans be 
implemented "to minimize the 
‘asphalt jungle’ effect of large park¬ 
ing areas, and buffering between the 
abutting residential zone." 

According to Deering, a new pro¬ 
posal presented by Richard Murdock 
from Winchester Associates at the

Feb. 11 meeting, fails to meet the 
basic criteria for development of the 
Loop. Use of the land must be passive, 
he explained. Murdock’s plan in¬ 
volves the development of sue units of 
housing on the old MBTA station. 

Deering is waiting for a letter from 
Secretary of Transportation, 
Fredrick Salvucci, to reaffirm the 
passive-use ruling. “Salvucci may 
have to review everything, but the 
plans are all okay as long as no 
building permits are needed. I think 
it will be the same as last November, 
but it was verbal and we just want 
something in writing,” he said. 

After the general concerns of the 
neighbors were heard by the 
developers and the selectmen, Deer¬ 
ing urged the developers to address 
each problem. 

“Viliat I would like to see done by 
the next meeting is getting all the 
paperwork together so tlwt your 
counsel can start sitting down with 
our counsel to start developing a cove¬ 
nant," he said. 

The selectmen and developers are 
still discussing how the plans will ap¬ 
pear on the Town Meeting warrant. 
“The Board of Selectmen would like 
to see the Loop disposed of as one 
whole package," said Deering. 


If the proposal appears as a single 
article on the warrant, a risk is in¬ 
troduced for the developers. ‘ ‘ If Town 
Meeting is hostile to one project, then 
the other three are automatically can- 
nonballed," said Murray. 

If the proposals are split, a switch 
of land between Russo and Ferrari 
called for in the overall plan might be 
jeopardized, said Schleicher. Accor¬ 
ding to Deering, this is the reason for 
placing the proposals under the same 
warrant article. Russo indicated 
at the Feb 11. meeting that he is will¬ 
ing to give 13,000 square feet of his 
land to Ferrari, who needs a total of 
29,000 square feet for his proposal. 

“The question is one of logistics," 
said Murray. "Do you write up one 
omnibus warrant article for each par¬ 
ticle only to build a castle of cards 
that if one wiggles, it all goes to 
basket? This seems to be a weak ap- ^ ^ 
proach." 

Deering said covenant plans must^^ ^ 
beresolvedby March 11, the deadline' ' 
for warrant articles for the spring ,» 
Town Meeting. Town Meeting con-'^' 
venes on April 25.

Other capital projects for im¬ 
provements to Skillings Field, the 
Lincoln School and Ambrose School 
may be put on the warrant for fun¬ 
ding, but, Maurer said, “I don’t know 
where the money is going to come 
from." 

Maurer suggested putting an arti¬ 
cle on the warrant to fund the water- 
meter replacement program, of 
which the state funds half. 

Reports will be sent out to all Town 
Meeting members with enhanced ap¬ 
pendices this year, and Maurer said 
any member can come to his office to 
borrow the full report. 

Selectman Robert Deering ex¬ 
pressed concern about the low level 
of free cash the budget contains. “I 
don’t think any of us would like to 
have a saving account with $5 or $10 
in it," he said. 


Deering pointed out that an over¬ 
ride of Proposition 2^/z would not be ' 
merely for $800,000, a number much ' 
bandied about in recent discussions, 
but much more, perhaps $3 million. 
He said that to realistically cover pre¬ 
sent and future expenses such an 
amount must be planned for, even 
with increased water, sewer and 
other fees. 

Projects deferred this year will 
cost as much or more next year and 
beyond, he noted. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi 
wondered aloud with an impish smile, 
whether “we’re going to go for the 
override," but said he has “faith the 
town manager is going to get this all 
together and have money left over.’” 

“Smoke and mirrors," said some 
selectmen. 

"Figures and lies, lies and 
figures,” said others.

"By waterfront standards, a tug 
skipper was enviably employed," 
writes W.H. Bunting in Portrait of a 
Port: Boston 1852-1914., "His work 
was often challenging and of great 
variety. He played to waterfront au¬ 
dience, and skilled performance 
was certain to be noted. 

"He spent his days on the water 
and was home in bed most nights. 
In the summer he was cooled by sea 
breezes: in the winter he enjoyed 
steam heat. 

"Food on tugs was outstanding¬ 
ly good and was served in 
outrageous quantity. You could 
identify a tow boat man by his great 
girth."

“There’s very little left to 
cosmetic band-aid, so now we re 
replacing major components, ” 
Gage says. She and the three other 
active members working on the 
project are now rebuilding the 
boat's deck. 

These major tasks are finished 
neither quickly nor simply, and they 
do not always create a pretty river¬ 
front sight, she admits. "We’ve let 
the cosmetic go, in favor of hard¬ 
core restoration, ” she says. ^ 

It is for this reason she suspects 
the MDC may be less enthusiastic 
as it was when the boats were in¬ 
vited to their Charles River 
mooring. 

Gage points to a picture of the 
Luna as it looked when it sailed to 
its present location. "They used 
cardboard” to fill in holes and 
blemishes in the vessel's side, she 
says. They painted the cardboard to 
resemble the original white hull the 
Luna enjoyed in her early days as 


Queen of the Tugboat Fleet. 

This cardboard was removed by 
Gage and her coworkers because 
wet cardboard rots the good wood, 
she says. 

"Where the MDC’s fault is in 
allowing people not familiar with 
restorations to judge a restoration, ” 
she says. 

The MDC cited an investigation 
by MDC police concluding renova¬ 
tions were going slowly as reasons 
for giving Gage notice to remove 
the boats. 

Barring their eviction. Gage 
says the Luna and Venus will par¬ 
ticipate this year in Harborfest, the 
turnaround of Old Ironsides, as well 
as pay visit to several maritime 
museums, including the Hull 
Lifesaving Museum. 

The historic tugboats Luna and 
Venus, America’s only floating 
operational museum vessel, are 
open for self-guided tours from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m.

"There’s a certain shock value to 
that. ” Donations are accepted. 

The tugs are located in the 
Charles River next to the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
rink on Storrow Drive. 

Visitors can tour the inside of 
both vessels, and learn why 
the Venus is two feet longer than 
the Luna. Pointing at the engine 
area of the Venus, Gage shows 
where a crew rr^ember received a 
minor electric jolt for lack of space 
between the whirring motors and a 
wall. 

"Boats sink because they get ig¬ 
nored to death," says Gage, who ex¬ 
pects the day is not far when the two 
tugs fall into the pattern set by 
many historic vessels she has seen 
"ignored to death” over the years. 

"They ought to be classified as 
an endangered species," she says. 

Pointing to the sinking of the 
Regina Maris last year, she notes 
people "take it for granted until it’s

not there, and then bemoan its loss 
when it's gone. 

"Then they create something 
plastic and artificial in its place.” 

To illustrate her point she 
describes the sinking of one of her 
own tugs, the Venus, when she took 
a three-week vacation two years 
ago. 

The sister ship of the Queen of 
the Fleet sunk because a pump 
failure went unnoticed, she says. 
Salvage firms used heavy pumps 
but failed to raise the vessel from 
the river bottom. 

Gage used the horse sense she 
learned from her father, a G.S. 
Navyman, to get the boat afloat. 

She and a coworker donned 
wetsuits and milk in spray bottles. 

They sprayed the milk around 
the exterior of the boat to see where 
the boat’s holes were, then caulked 
them. Two days of pumping later, 
the Venus was afloat.

Mrs. Markham is a wild race to the bedroom 


MOVE OVER. MRS. MARKHAM, 
d two-act farce by Ray Cooney and

Move Over. Mrs. Markham is a 
simple-minded yet ridiculously 
funny British bedroom farce that 
totally obliterates credibility. Even 
though the entire evening evolves 
around sex and is swamped with 
double entendre, innuendo and 
mistaken identity, it is. truly, quite 
innocent. 

It s not great theatre, not even 
good theatre, but this racy rump is, 
undeniably, grossly riotous. If 
you’ve seen Not Now Darling or 
Run for Your Wife, also authored by 
Ray Cooney and John Chapman, 
then you’ll know the type of 
comedy to expect. With its low¬ 
brow. demeaning humor you'll find 
/ourself laughing in spite of 
/ourself. 


What makes a farce work is the 
timing, the quick delivery of lines 
which shields a multitude of sin. 
and here the cast is letter-perfect. 
It’s a fine ensemble effort in every 
respect. The action is non-stop and 
mugging and hamming-it-up 
abounds. The dialects are nothing 
to write home about. . .but who 
cares? Tony Verner’s direction is 
adroit and it is difficult to imagine 
any director squeezing and draining 
more laughs out of an inane script! 

The action takes place on a 
summer’s eve in the top floor Lon¬ 
don flat of Philip Markham (John 
Vennema) and his wife Joanna 
(Carolyn Casanave). The couple are 
respectable and well-to-do and have 
enjoyed a decade of marital bliss. 
Philip is proper, dreary, and a stick- 
in-the-mud who’s not only eased up 
sexually, but all but fizzled out. 
Joanna is attractive, vibrant, effer¬ 
vescent. and happy buying clothes 
at Harrad’s. 

The Markham flat is being re¬ 
decorated by swishy but straight 
Alastair Spenlow whose been at it 
for three months. He’s done the 
living room in yellow and purple, is 
currently doing Mr. Markham’s 
study in pink and tomato red, has 
installed a new door chime that 


plays Pop Goes the Weasel, and, as 
Philip observes, all that’s missing is 
a musical lavatory flush. During this 
period Alastair has struck up a 
heated relationship with the sexy 
French maid Sylvie (Kayla Black) 
which, to date, has amounted to lit¬ 
tle more than some playful goosing. 

Philip is in partnership with 
Henry Lodge (Stephen Temperley), 
publishing children’s books, and 
their establishment is on the street 
level of Philip’s flat. Henry, an 
outrageous philanderer, has been 
married to Linda (Mary Lou Rosato) 
for 14 years and thinks he’s cover¬ 
ing his tracks. But Linda, aware that 
Henry’s meetings till all hours of the 
night are nothing more than 
excuses for his flagrant woman- 
, izing, decides what’s good for the 
gander is good for the goose. 

Linda has an admirer, Walter 
Pangbourne (Dana Mills), who 
addresses her as "my dear precious 
promise of paradise” and Linda has 
decided to submit to his entreaties 
of bedding down. Walter lives with 
his mother and going to a hotel 
would be far too dangerous. Since 
the Markhams plan to attend a pub¬ 
lisher’s dinner that eve and it’s 
Sylvie's night off, Linda begs 
Joanne, her best friend, to allow her 


to use the flat for two hours. 

In the meanwhile Henry has hit 
it off with a telephone operator 
(Carol Hanpeter) and needs a place 
for his next conquest. He badgers 
Philip into allowing him to use the 
flat during the same time span as 
already arranged by his wife. To fur¬ 
ther complicate matters, Sylvie and 
Alistair decide that, with the apart 
ment empty, it would be the perfect 
time for them to consummate their 
relationships. 


When Henry discovers an in¬ 
criminating letter he assumes has 
been sent to Joanna (it’s actually a 
letter Walter has written to Linda), 
they have a tiff and cancel plans to 
attend the dinner. All bedlam 
breaks loose when all the parties in¬ 
volved converge upon the Markham 
flat, plus a dipsy authoress (Bette 
Henritze) who has bolted her pub¬ 
lisher because the firm has gone 
into the printing of pornography 
and wants Philip and Henry’s spot¬ 
lessly clean firm to handle her most 
lucrative account. 

The crux of this comedy of 
errors is recognizable within the 
first ten minutes. It's an absurd 


trifle, a juvenile orgy, a lunatic 
asylum, an exhausting burlesque, 
and a wild and woolly race to the 
bedroom. You’ll hate yourself for 
laughing but, nevertheless, laugh 
you will!

ANSWER TO TODAY’S PUZZLE 
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Z ombies have never really 
gotten their due on the 
big screen. 

Think about it. What 
image do you have of 
zombies? Right. Guys with flesh 
melting off their faces, searching 
for some tasty internal organs to 
chow down on. 

And what about voodoo, the an¬ 
cient art that gets the zombies up 
and shanking in the first place? 
Judging by what you see in the 
movies, it's a satanic ritual practic¬ 
ed only by ignorant people in parts 
of the world civilized white folks 
never venture to. 


And so we come to The Serpent 
and the Rainbow. Here we have a 
movie that must be secretly spon¬ 
sored by the Zombie Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League. It’s the first real liv¬ 
ing dead movie. It's also the first 
movie to show real voodoo at work, 
and make it scary without turning 
it into one of those movies that 
shows up on late-night television. 

For good reason. This fictional 
movie is loosely based on a non¬

The Serpent and the Rainbow tells 
of a world where zombies exist 


fiction book of the same name writ¬ 
ten by Harvard-trained anthropolo¬ 
gist-botanist Wade Davis. Davis 
spent several years running around 
Haiti, searching for the legendary 
powder that supposedly creates 
zombies. Not the flesh-eating kind 
of zombie, mind you. We re talking 
about the kind that are resurrected 
from their graves and forced into 
slavery. 

Davis's search revealed plenty 
of real zombies and voodoo magic, 
and that realism is the primary 
reason The Serpent and the Rain¬ 
bow is a cut above your basic Re¬ 
turn of the Living Dead Part 2. The 
secondary reason the movie works 
is its director, Wes Craven, the man 
responsible for Nightmare on Elm 
Street and Freddy Kreuger. Craven, 
a guy who knows how to turn a 
mere horror movie into a film with 
the same dreamy quafities as youi 
worst nightmare, was a natural to 
direct this story. 

Things start slowly. A bit too 
slowly. Harvard professor Dennis 
Alan (Bill Pullman) comes back 
from yet another one of his bizarre 
scientific adventures to South Am¬ 
erica, only to find that a Boston 
chemical company has uncovered 


some interesting information. It 
seems several Haitians whose death 
certificates had been signed, seal¬ 
ed and delivered years before have 
suddenly been found wandering the 
streets of Haiti. 

The company wants Alan to go 
to Haiti, locate the poison that 
creates the zombies and bring the 
ingredients back so it can make 
millions by selling the stuff for 
medical research. Unable to resist 
the challenge, Alan goes to Haiti 
and then the fun really begins. He 
hangs out with a doctor (Cathy 
Tyson) and a voodoo master (Paul 
Winfield) who indoctrinate him in¬ 
to Haitian culture and before long, 
he’s hooked up with a local con 
man who promises to supply the 
poison for a price. 

This set-up takes a long time 
and, despite Craven's occasional in¬ 
terjection of a good, slimy snake or 
a wandering skeleton, your mind 
starts to wander. But then, Alan 
crosses paths with voodoo expert, 
government agent and all-around 
nasty fellow. Dargent Peytraud 
(Zakes Mokae). Peytraud is a vile 
villain who takes an immediate 


dislike to Alan, infiltrating the an¬ 
thropologist’s dreams with all sorts 
of scary things. 

With the introduction of a great 
bad guy who never met a dream he 
didn’t like. The Serpent and the 
Rainbow becomes Freddy Does 
Haiti. Alan becomes more and 
more obsessed with Haiti and the 
legitimate art of voodoo, finally ob¬ 
taining the poison he’s been sear¬ 
ching for. As his obsession grows, 
though, so does Peytraud’s desire 
to make Alan’s life a real hell. 

This match-up between confus¬ 
ed good and ultimate evil is what 
reaily powers The Serpent and the 
Rainbow. That and scenes like the 
one where you're in the coffin as a 
character gets buried alive. And the 
one where a Cambridge dinner par¬ 
ty gets interrupted when a monster 
crawls out of the soup and the host 
starts eating her wine glass. And, of 
course, the scene where Peytraud 
straps Alan into his torture chair. 

Most horror movies never get 
reallllllly scary because after all. 
they’re just movies. There's no at¬ 
tempt to link the slimy things up on 
the screen to real life. The Serpent 


and the Rainbow succeeds as a hor¬ 
ror film because Craven takes real 
fears, such as getting buried alive 
or being tortured in a foreign coun¬ 
try, and proudly displays them up 
on the screen. 

The first hour or so of the movie 
may not be as intense as a typical 
horror fiend might want. And the in¬ 
clusion of some hokey special ef¬ 
fects and allusions to Haiti's 
political problems take away from 
some of the sweaty tension of the 
conclusion. 

Still The Serpent and the Rain¬ 
bow works because it doesn’t just 
toss in buckets of blood and gallons 
of gore to scare people. It shows a 
dedication to a real world where 
zombies do exist, and that realism 
makes The Serpent and the Rain¬ 
bow one of the few horror movies 
even Harvard professors will want to 
see. 

The zombies of the world 
should be proud..

Making Music Together

What’s new? 


Sarah Caldwell, artistic director 
of the Opera Company of Boston, 
has arranged a unique collaboration 
between Soviet and American 
creative and performing artists, 
both professional and students, to 
take place in the United States and 
in the Soviet Union in 1988 and 
1989, respectively. Making Music 
Together a plan initiated by 
Caldwell and Soviet composer Ro¬ 
dion Shchedrin and his wife, prima 
ballerina and choreographer. Maya 
Plisitskaya. will take the form of two 
music theatre festivals, each of 
which will be produced collabora- 
tively by artists from both 
countries. 

This is an official cultural ex¬ 
change activity under the General 
Exchanges Agreement, which 
USSR Foreign Minister Shevard¬ 
nadze and US Secretary of State 
Shultz signed in Geneva in 
November of 1986. 

Caldwell has noted the unflag¬ 
ging assistance of Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis, the Mass, legislature, and 
the Mass. Council on the Arts and 
Humanities in support of the pro¬ 
ject. Rep. Nicholas Paleologos. 
Chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Education and the Arts of the 
state legislature, accompanied her 
on a trip to the Soviet Union to help 
negotiate the initial protocol. 

These festivals will serve to in¬ 
troduce performers, students and 
audiences in each country to major 
contemporary trends of composi¬ 
tion and performance in the other 
country which, heretofore, have 
been virtually unexplored. 

Included in this exchange will 
be composers, conductors, direc¬ 
tors. designers, singers, musicians, 
dancers, music journalists, teachers 
and students who will work together 
for an extensive rehearsal period to 
prepare the performances of the 
two festivals. The Festival of Soviet 
Music will run in Boston from 
March 16 through April 3. and a 
mirror Festival of American Music 
w'ill open in Moscow in October. 
1989. 

Among institutions joining with 
Caldwell and the Opera Company 
of Boston in the Festival are the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the 
New England Conservatory, the 
Boston University School for the 
Arts, the Cathedral Choir of the Ar¬ 
chdiocese of Boston, the Boston 
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Musicians' Union, and the public 
school systems in Boston and 
throughout the state. 

American artists will be joined 
by well over 100 colleagues from 
the USSR, including singers and 
dancers from the Bolshoi Opera 
and Ballet and singers from the 
Kirov Opera in Leningrad. The par¬ 
ticipation of the Soviet artists is 
made possible through the 
cooperation of the Soviet Ministry 
of Culture and the Union of Soviet 
Composers, who in turn will be the 
sponsors of the 1989 Festival of 
American Music in Moscow. 

There will be many different 
auditoriums for the multiple events, 
among them the Opera House, the 
Wang Center, the Holy Cross 
Cathedral, Jordan Hall of the New 
England Conservatory, Morse 
Auditorium at the Boston Universi¬ 
ty. and assembly halls of public 
schools. 

The opening event will be the 
US premiere of Shchedrin’s opera 
Dead Souls, which is based on a 
Gogol novel. This satirical comedy 
will be performed in Russian with 
English super-titles. All four perfor¬ 
mances will be part of the regular 
season of the Opeia Company of 
Boston. Dead Souls will feature 
both Russian and American singers, 
and Caldwell will direct. Scenery 
and costumes will be designed by 
Valery Leventhal from the Bolshoi 
Theatre. 

The Festival will also be 
highlighted by two full-length 
ballets. Anna Karenina and The 
Seagull, both in their US premieres 
and both choreographed by Maya 
Plisetskaya to scores composed by 
Shchedrin. Both ballets will be per¬ 
formed by 65 dancers from the 
Bolshoi Ballet, and Plisetskaya will 
dance in both works as she will, 
also, in several Highlights Programs 
featuring excerpts from classical 
Russian ballets in the Bolshoi reper¬ 
toire. She will also dance in another 
US premiere, a one-act ballet entitl¬ 
ed The Lady With The Little Dog 
based on a Chekhov story, also 
choreographed by the Russian 
ballerina and composed by 
Shchedrin. 

An important part of the 
Festival will be a series of twelve 
Profile Concerts, each devoted to 
the works of an important living 
Soviet composer. Each composer 
will participate actively in the 
Festival in the preparation of 
his/her works. Among the com¬ 
posers who have already agreed to 
come to Boston are. in addition to 
Shchedrin, Sofia Gubaidulina, Giya 
Kancheli, Vytautas Laurushas, 
Alfred Schnittke and Boris 
Tishenko. The programs will 
feature orchestral, chamber, in¬ 
strumental and vocal music at 
various auditoriums in the Hub. 

Schnittke s full-length Requiem 
Mass, also in its US premiere, will 
be performed in Boston’s Holy 
Cross Cathedral. It is scored for or¬ 


chestra, chorus and four solo voices 
and will be conducted by Caldwell. 

During this three-week Festival 
the Boston Symphony will devote 
three programs to all-Russian 
music, past and present. It will of¬ 
fer, during this period. Schnittke’s 
Symphony No. 1 (in its US premi¬ 
ere) and Gubaidulina’s Offe/torium 
for solo violin and orchestra with 
Gidon Kremer as the soloist. The 
conductor for the first two weeks 
will be Gennady Rozhdestvensky 
and for the last week, Charles 
Dutoit. 

There will be a number of 
children’s concerts. On one pro¬ 
gram Natalia Sats. director of 
Moscow's Children’s Opera 
Theatre, will narrate, in English. 
Prokofiev’s Peter and the Wolf. It 
was Sats who influenced the com¬ 
poser to write the work. 

Since both festivals in the two 
countries aim to expose young peo¬ 
ple to the cultural trends in the 
other country, every effort will be 
made to have them attend as may 
of the events as possible. To 
achieve this goal during March a 
mini-festival will be presented at 
schools throughout Massachusetts 
while thousands of children will be 
bussed to Boston to attend rehear¬ 
sals and regular events. 

To expose adults who cannot 
come to Boston. Outreach Pro¬ 
grams will be organized to present 
events in various communities of 
the Commonwealth. These con¬ 
certs will feature a combination of 
Soviet and American performers in 
special programs. 

The New England Conservatory 
will be host to 15 students and 
several faculty members from the 
Moscow Conservatory. Planned are 
not only classes and symposiums of 
instrumental music, but also 
chamber music recitals involving 
both young Soviet and American 
players. 

Boston University’s School for 
the Arts will play frost to Soviet 
vocalists. Among the many plans 
on her agenda are three concerts in¬ 
volving American and Soviet 
singers. Singers and compositions 
will be announced shortly. 

The Boston Ballet School will 
provide physical and technical 
assistance to the dancers and the 
technical staff of the Bolshoi Ballet, 
and the students of the school will 
take classes with the Bolshoi 
dancers. 

The two Festivals are also an oc¬ 
casion for an exchange of music 
journalists. USSR journalist Lev 
Ginsberg will help to set up sym¬ 
posiums of the composers, in addi¬ 
tion to writing program notes and 
giving lectures. In a reciprocal man¬ 
ner Richard Dyer, music critic of the 
Boston Globe, has been invited to 
go to Russia in October, 1989 and 
to explain, through writing and lec¬ 
ture, current American musical 
trends.

School’s contrasts ‘seen’ 


"The Museum School Seen 
Around Town" has become a famil¬ 
iar turn of phrase this month, as 
galleries throughout Boston and its 
suburbs salute the school with exhi¬ 
bitions of its graduates’ work. From 
the debut solo show of Lorie 
Hamermesh at Gallery NAGA on 
Newbury Street to David Davison’s 
paintings and sculpture at Hoyle 
Gallery in South End to the group 
show of photographs and collages 
at Wendell Street Gallery in Cam¬ 
bridge, viewers are taking in the 
range in media and consistent pur¬ 
suit of individual vision by former 
students of the school. 

This month-long celebration of 
just such diversity and commitment 
is the project of a group of art 
patrons associated with The 
Museum School, the Medici Soci¬ 
ety. Two galleries west of Boston 
participating in the Society’s broad¬ 
ly encompassing event are Gallery 
on the Green in Lexington and 
Chapel Gallery in Newton. The 
greatest delight is seeing these 
exhibitions as two components of a 
larger project is the abundance of 
contrasts between them. 

Joel Babb, whose paintings 
hang at Gallery on the Green, is an 
instructor at The Museum School. 
His urban landscapes are almost all 
aerial views of parts of Boston, 
painted with attention to architec¬ 
tural and visual passages that make 
them instantly recognizable. 

The four women, recent 
Museum School graduates, at 
Chapel Gallery show paintings and 
drawings in which the medium 
itself, rather than the representation 
ot readily identifiat le imagery, 
plays a major role. Melissa 
Johnson. P.A. Lamb. Holly Pope 
and Malinda Stapleford share in 


their work abstraction of subject 
matter, emphasis on texture and 
surface, and an approach to mate¬ 
rials that is at once both aggressive 
and yielding. 

Stapleford’s sensibilities are 
clearly attuned to the paintings’ 
"skin." Transparencies, myriad 
folds and creases, shiny foil 
squares, drips and scumbled layers 
of color activate the surface field 
with a shimmering, textured 
motion. In llleum, the strongest of 
this artist’s works, collaged silver 
squares in the lower left quadrant 
are blanched out before meeting 
the edge of a dark void in the lower 
right quadrant. An urgent white 
linear spattering makes the transi¬ 
tion between the contrasting light, 
reflective surface and the thick 
absorbent dark. Above them both 
is silvery green atmospheric light, 
intruded upon by a ripe purple lump 
of a square, which is cropped by the 
painting’s top edge so that it 
appears to be only the beginning of 
some new, undefinable event in this 
narrative of surface and paint. 

We are less aware, in Pope’s 
paintings, of the surface as "skin" 
than as a space in which marks and 
"handwriting" are allowed to 
emerge, to state themselves, and to 
sink back into the murky ground. 
Shapes coalesce within a kind of 
linear weave, always mindful of the 
total spatial context in which their 
existence is dependent, and by 
which it is also threatened. The 
artist’s use of black and white with 
one or two earth colors has a 
sombre and weighted restraint 
which, combined with the organic 
and jittery marks, creates a sym¬ 
biotic tension that is visually com¬ 
pelling and viscerally implicit. 

P.A. Lamb fragments nature 


into gigantic parts, seen as through 
a microscope — bulgy and tex¬ 
tured, without the orientation of the 
landscape’s horizon or its "natural" 
scale relationships. Color veers 
from nature, too. taking on carnival¬ 
like fluorescence and intensity. The 
big paintings with their caked-on 
surfaces state that although nature 
may be their motif, the medium 
itself is their subject. 

Johnson's work. too. makes its 
statement through the medium. 
The artist uses a variety of media in 
allowing her individual works to 
proclaim themselves as objects, 
projecting from the wall and insist¬ 
ing on their mildly "distressed" and 
fractured surfaces that make refer¬ 
ences to time’s weathering of 
ancient images and artifacts. 

In light of the sheer physicality 
of presentation in these four artists' 
work, Joel Babb’s paintings of 
Boston tend to appear almost 
photographic in their representa¬ 
tion. Yet. control of his media (oil 
and watercolor) and commitment to 
representation notwithstanding, the 
artist does not compromise the 
painterly whole for rendered detail. 
There is always a sense that the 
particular view, the particular light, 
and the collected moments pulled 
together into one picture could only 
happen through Babb’s painting 
them. 

In the large impressive oil. 
Copley Square, tall light poles 
establish the foreground. The 
viewer looks upon them from above 
into the lively Dartmouth Street 
scene below where, it seems, 
nothing is left out. From the 
library's ornate doors, to stoplights 
and crosswalks, to the varied gaits 
and clothing of pedestrians and 
their wavy reflections in dark, thick

Nuptial gifts 
for each other 

Although wedding rings are 
gifts a bride and groom give each 
other, it has become traditional to 
mark the celebration with anoth¬ 
er, more private exchange of pre¬ 
sents. Conventionally, this gift 
also has been a piece of jewelry, 
most often a watch or second ring. 

Of course, not just any Swatch 
or Timex will do for the occasion. 
Keepsake timepieces are avail¬ 
able in a wide range of prices. 

At the top of the line for both 
men and women are designer 
watches with wafer-thin cases and 
subtle diamond styling. There are 
chronometers that will function in 
outer space or beneath the 12-mile 
reef. 

And then there are watches that 
offer history, as well as style. An¬ 
tique pocket watches come in 
plain and fancy styles, with price 
tags to match. 

One line of watches has brought 
out reproductions of ’30s- and ’40s- 
style wristwatches for under $300. 
For women, there are old-fash¬ 
ioned brooch and delicate pendant 
watches, available in estate jewel¬ 
ry collections and in antique 


stores. 

Grooms who want to adorn the 
bride on her wedding day have a 
number of options. In addition to a 
diamond engagement ring, a man 
can offer his intended a solitaire 
pendant, diamond stud earrings or 
a tennis bracelet, those elegant 
strips of sparkling simplicity.

The 16- to 18-inch pearl neck¬ 
lace is a bridal tradition, but 
pearls come in all lengths. A bride 
with a swan neck might like a 
choker (14 to 15 inches) or a Prin¬ 
cess Di-style collar. The matinee 
length (22 to 23 inches) or opera 
style (30 to 36 inches) might suit 
another woman’s style. 

Another kind of pre-nuptial 
present that’s traditional is the 
monogrammed sterling-silver or 
gold brush set. For men, this usu¬ 
ally includes a twin set of brushes. 
For women, the basic set includes 
a mirror, comb and brush. Crystal 
perfume bottles also are appropri¬ 
ate. 

Another popular gift is an ele¬ 
gantly ornate frame for a wedding 
picture. These frames can be as 
plain or elaborate as one’s tastes, 
and they can be monogrammed 


and personalized with initials and 
wedding date. 

Some couples exchange objets 
d’art and special furnishings — a 
Lalique vase, for example, or a 
Tiffany lamp. In some circles, 
matching Rolls-Royces are the 
gift of choice — but then again, 
most of us are not rock stars. 

Whether traditional or contem¬ 
porary, the wedding gifts a couple 
gives to each other are meant to 
make the celebration a special 
day. 

Dowry, property a wife brings 
to her husband as her marriage 
portion, is rare in the United 
States though recognized at com¬ 
mon law and often forming in 
England an important element in 
the arrangement known as a mar¬ 
riage settlement. 

During marriage, the husband 
has exclusive control and adminis¬ 
tration of the dowry, to be em¬ 
ployed in defraying family ex¬ 
penses. But he is not allowed to 
alienate real estate that comes to 
him as dowry. 

Dowry is to be distinguished 
from dower, or the common-law 
right of the wife in the real estate 
of her husband.

For a semiformal evening wed¬ 
ding, men can wear a dinner jack¬ 
et with black trousers, white dress 
shirt, vest or cummerbund and 
bow tie. If he’s less traditional, a 
man can don a formal suit in a 
dark shade for fall and winter, 
lighter shades for spring and sum¬ 
mer, with matching or contrasting 
trousers and bow tie to match vest 
or cummerbund. 

According to Letitia Baldrige, 


author of "Complete Guide to Ex¬ 
ecutive Manners,” there are some 
simple rules to follow when select¬ 
ing a formal black dinner suit (the 
tuxedo). 

The jacket may be either single- 
or double-breasted, sometimes 
with a single- or double-vent back. 
The collar, made of satin or faille 
(never of velvet) may be a shawl 
type, or have peaked or notched 
lapels. 

The tuxedo shirt should be 


white, off-white or very pale pas¬ 
tel. While Baldrige approves of 
pleats, she points thumbs down at 
embroidered shirts and those with 
ruffles. 

"The understated look is the 
right look for men’s evening 
clothes," she writes. "A jacket 
made of non-traditional fabric, 
such as a colored brocade, really 
looks too theatrical and obvious.” 

Bob Kushmore of Gary’s Tuxe¬ 
do adds a few rules of his own.

Create the dress of your dreams 


If you’re planning for the most 
important day of your life, your 
wedding, you’re not alone. Indus¬ 
try statistics project 2.4 million 
marriages will take place in 1988, 
and 40 percent of wedding fash¬ 
ions wili be sewn at home, or by 
professional dressmakers. 

“I didn’t originally plan on mak¬ 
ing my wedding gown,” said Melo¬ 
dy Good, "but I was appalled at 
the sewing construction of the 
gowns in the shops. The gowns 
were expensive, and then the al¬ 
terations even more.” 

Many fabric stores cater to the 
bride and bridal party by provid¬ 
ing personalized service and spe¬ 
cial-occasion departments within 
the shop. 

“We’re seeing a sophisticated 
lady in her late 20s or early 30s 
who wants a lovely gown, shops at 
better places, and is working and 
used to spending money,” says 
Jewel Barin, from Levine’s Fab¬ 
rics in Pennsylvania. “Our selec¬ 
tion of fabric is important, the 
same that the bride sees in speci¬ 
alty store gowns, and we often can 
special order within a week if 


needed.” 

Dressmakers often are avail¬ 
able to create designs for non¬ 
sewers. 

Opulence, luxury and glamour 
are the trends in wedding and 
bridal party fashions today, ac¬ 
cording to the major pattern com¬ 
panies. Back interest is key, with 
plunging V-backs, ruffles, tiers 
and bows. The most popular dress¬ 
es are modified Edwardian styles 
or those reminiscent of ball 
gowns, with cinched waists and 
very full skirts. Dramatic fit and 
flare gowns go all-out in lace and 
sequins. 

Headpieces are an area where a 
bride can realize great savings. 

“My headpiece was designed 
after a $500 one that I saw in a 
shop,” says recent bride Sherri 
Pfefer. “My aunt and I copied the 
original, using leftover bits of fab¬ 
ric and trim from my dress, and 
less than $10 worth of extra mate¬ 
rial.” 

According to Mady Berlin, a 
special-occasion fabric supplier, 
rose is the top-selling color. Pas¬ 


tels sell year-round, and the jewel 
tones become important in the fall 
and winter. Berlin suggests that 
brides-to-be take their cues from 
the bridal magazines when design¬ 
ing their own wedding fashions. 

She says that satin, once a win¬ 
ter bride's fabric, is now used 
year-round, and taffeta with its 
crisp rustle lends itself well to the 
new full-skirted fashions. And. it 
seems that color is no longer used 
only for bridesmaids as brides are 
starting to wear pastel-tinted 
gowns. 

Experts in the industry concur 
that the rose, in color and motif, is 
fast becoming a strong trend. Jac¬ 
quard and lace fabrics, as well as 
appliques, headpieces and floral 
bouquets, will ^ blooming with 
roses in the coming season. 

Satin ribbon roses for decorat¬ 
ing headpieces, gowns, bouquets 
or other accessories can be made 
simply from lengths of ribbon. To 
make a medium-size ribbon rose 
you will need approximately 1 
yard of %-inch-wide double-face 
satin ribbon, needle and thread:

Transportation can make your wedding 


The traditional wedding is slow¬ 
ly becoming a thing of the past. 

Today’s couples often invite 
their guests to far-off exotic 
places for "weekend weddings." 
These three-day celebrations can 
be memorable, as they offer an 
opportunity for the bride’s and 
groom’s families to meet, don lei¬ 
sure clothing, participate in a se¬ 
ries of dinners, brunches, bar¬ 
becues. and sports events. 

The couple or family planning 
an "adventure" wedding must pay 
special attention to detail to en¬ 
sure success. One of the key com¬ 
ponents is transportation. 

Arranging appropriate trans¬ 
portation can be tricky. Without 
making special transportation ar¬ 
rangements. a "weekend wedding" 
could turn into a "lost weekend." 

There are four ways to ap¬ 
proach the transportation dilem¬ 
ma: Hire private limousines, vin¬ 
tage car rentals, charter a bus, or 
let relatives fend for themselves. 

Stretch limousines can provide 
an unforgettable touch. To be 
chauffeur-driven from a bar- 
becuebaseball game (bride’s fami¬ 
ly vs. groom’s family) to one’s 
hotel will leave a lasting impres¬ 
sion. Additionally, providing 
guests with responsible transpor¬ 
tation will ensure the safety of any 
guest who might, in a celebratory 
mood, overindulge in alcoholic 
beverages. 

With 25 to 50 guests, one would 
need to hire three limousines to 
shuttle passengers to and from 
various events.. 

Although only about three hours 
worth of work per day may be re¬ 
quired, the limousine service will 
generally want to be paid for the 


entire day. They earn roughly $40 
per hour, or $450 per limousine, 
for one day’s work. A weekend 
may cost up to $3,000. This notice¬ 
able touch of class can be some¬ 
what expensive. 

Vintage or theme cars are also 
increasingly popular conveyances 
to and from the wedding. Whether 
a vintage Rolls Royce or a host of 
"woody" station wagons from the 
’50s to complete a rock’n’roll wed¬ 
ding theme, vintage cars in mint 
condition are available from rent¬ 


al agencies and specialty party 
planners. 

Another alternative is a 
chartered bus. According to Nick 
Cotter, manager of Charter Ser¬ 
vices for Carey Transportation. 
"Chartered buses are increasingly 
popular at weddings. For one 
day’s work, we charge $.300. 

"Drivers are given a schedule of 
pickups which they follow, and 
they do not have to wait around. 
Luxury buses seat close to 50 peo¬ 
ple.’'

Culinary planning for wedding menu 


You may not feel like eating on 
your wedding day, but you can bet 
your guests will. 

From nose-tickling champagne 
to luscious hors d’oeuvres to 
frothy white wedding cake, the 
key to reception success is organi¬ 
zation. 

“It’s never too early to start 
planning,” says a San Francisco 
wedding consultant who adds that 
many reception halls must be 
booked a year in advance. 

According to Time magazine, 
the trend in weddings is “toward 
ceremonial splendors and simple 
food — or the illusion of it.” 

“Simple is best,” agrees Alfred 
Mayer, executive chef of the 
Manor in West Orange, N.J. “After 
all, very complicated dishes often 
require guests to sit still, to con¬ 
centrate on the food, instead of 
you, the party.” 

If you or your friends and fami¬ 
ly are going to prepare the food, 
there are books that can help. 
Even if you work with a caterer, 
you should have a good idea of 
what foods are appropriate for the 
occasion. 

CHOOSING THE FOOD 

Whether you have an elaborate 
sit-down feast or a casual finger- 
food affair, consider the needs of 
your guests. Plan your menu ac¬ 
cording to the time of day, the sea¬ 
son, and whether they’ll be seated 
or standing. 

Bride's Magazine suggests you 
serve a real breakfast at a morn¬ 
ing wedding: perhaps fresh fruit, 


shirred eggs, hot sausages and 
muffins. 

For a luncheon wedding, serve a 
light soup, chicken casserole and 
broiled tomatoes. Ceremonies that 
start between one p.m. and four 
p.m. are usually followed by a tea 
or cocktail reception with such 
nibbles as open-face sandwiches, 
nuts and mints, or a buffet and 
cold hors d’oeuvres. 

Follow an evening wedding with 
a hot buffet or sit-down dinner. If 
you’re trying to cut costs and plan 
to serve only champagne and 
cake, the best time for your wed¬ 
ding is two o’clock in the after¬ 
noon. 

Jay Jolly of Glorious Food, a 
New York firm that caters more 
than 400 receptions a year, prefers 
serving fresh fish or spring lamb 
at warm weather weddings. For a 
more elaborate repast, he recom¬ 
mends roast pheasant, quail pie or 
medallions of venison at fall or 
winter receptions. For large guest 
lists. Jolly suggests a less compli¬ 
cated entree, like veal. 

S. Alexander, the director of 
catering for New York City’s 
Plaza Hotel agrees that simple 
food is gaining popularity. 

“We had a very elegant wedding 
in June, where cost was no consid¬ 
eration, and we served a poultry 
item as the main course. In the 
past this would have been taboo at 
a black-tie dinner.” 

Wedding experts advise provid¬ 
ing something easy to eat. 
“Dressed in their finest, guests 


don’t want to wrestle with the 
bones of tiny Cornish game hens,” 
says Yetta Fisher Gruen, author of 
“Your Wedding: Making It Per¬ 
fect” (Viking Penguin). 

Remember that food can be en¬ 
tertainment, too — a welcome re¬ 
fuge for the shy guest. Stephen El- 
mont, head of Boston’s Creative 
Gourmet, prepares “food sta¬ 
tions.” 

Placed around the reception 
room, each creates an environ¬ 
ment: a sushi bar, a taco bar, an¬ 
other with fettucini Alfredo. 

“People are in motion,” says El- 
mont. “There’s drama, action in 
front of the guest." 

Whether you use sparkling 
grape juice or champagne, an es¬ 
sential part of the reception is the 
toast to the bride and groom. 

“Today you do not have to give 
up quality because of price when 
offering the traditional toasts to 
happy couples,” says Pedro Ferr¬ 
er, chairman of Freixenet, U.S.A. 
Inc. “There are many delightful 
inexpensive sparkling wines.” 

Jay Jolly suggests setting up a 
champagne or wine bar, instead of 
an ordinary open bar, to continue 
the celebratory atmosphere 
throughout the dinner. Plan on at 
least one half bottle per person. 

In addition to something quaffa- 
ble and bubbly, there must be a 
cake to cut and share.

If you ever have been a brides¬ 
maid, you remember the bouquet 
you carried. 

“I studied it like it was a 
newborn baby,” says Carol 
McPheland of Cincinnati. "I marv¬ 
eled at its ribbons and the tiny 
pastel flowers.

McPheland describes how she 
held her bouquet waist high and 
looked at her reflection in the mir¬ 
ror of the bride’s dressing room. 

“The flowers added something 
nothing else could,” she recalls.

When you are a bride, you’ll

The perfect bridal bouquet 
doesn’t just happen.

Like an invisible escort, the 
music of woodwinds cues the 
bridesmaids and groomsmen. 
They proceed with measured steps 
up the aisle. 

Everyone is in place, waiting. 
Then comes organ music — bold, 
exuberant, full of tradition and ex¬ 
pectation: “Here Comes the 
Bride!” 

‘‘I didn’t start to cry until I 
heard the wedding march.” said 
one bride’s mother. "The music 
made everything real. But I was 
smiling through my tears!” 

Lohengrin’s “Bridal Chorus.” 
popularly known as "Here Comes 
the Bride,” is among the most rec¬ 
ognized tunes in America. 

The trend in wedding music is 
toward quality and sophistication. 
The guitar ceremonies of the ’60s 
are passe. Today there is more 
emphasis on chamber music, 
brass ensembles, classical guitars 
and flutes. 

Nothing can create a mood for 
your ceremony or reception like 
music. Today’s weddings combine 
traditional music with selected fa¬ 
vorites of the bride and groom. 

MUSIC FOR THE CEREMONY 

If you are going to be married 
in a church or synagogue, be sure 
to ask the person in charge of 
music if there are any restrictions 
on secular music. 

Most Protestant churches allow 
both popular and religious music, 


usually performed by the church 
organist, soloist or choir. You’ll 
find these musicians are a great 
source of advice on wedding pro¬ 
cedures. They also have lots of se¬ 
lections you can choose from. 

Catholic churches often ask that 
weddings use religious selections, 
such as those sung at mass. "Ave 
Maria” is one favorite; also con¬ 
sider Cesar Franck’s “Panis An- 
gelicus” or Mozart’s “Ave 
Verum.” 

Orthodox rabbis may prefer you 
use traditional Hebrew music. The 
cantor can suggest Hebrew songs 
or contemporary Israeli tunes to 


go with the Seven Blessings. 

According to Gordon Jones, the 
organist and choirmaster at St. 
Peter’s Church in New York City, 
among the most in-demand selec¬ 
tions for the processional are 
■‘Trumpet Voluntary ” by Jeremi¬ 
ah Clark. ‘St. Anthony’s Chorale ” 
by Joseph Haydn and “Air ” melo¬ 
dy from Handel’s “Water Music. ” 

For the recessional. Jones says 
that “Horn Pipe” from “Water 
Music” is popular. So is the 
‘‘Prince of Denmark’s March” — 
ever since it was performed at the 
marriage of Prince Charles and 
Diana.

Newlyweds combine tradition, creativity 


The white sails of the yacht bil¬ 
low and the breeze plays with 
your veil. The minister faces you, 
his back to the prow of the ship. 
Behind him is the endless ocean, 
symbol of your future. 

You and the groom share your 
first married kiss. One hundred 
white pigeons fly heavenward. 

“A wedding is a beautiful spec¬ 
tator sport," says Letitia Baldrige, 
whose books on etiquette are pop¬ 
ular among brides-to-be. “It 
pleases everybody immensely. 
And the presents do flow in.” 

The traditional wedding with all 
the trimmings is back. The simple 
garden nuptials of the 1960s and 
'70s are yielding to imposing for¬ 
mal ceremonies followed by feast¬ 
ing and festivity. 

Bridal couples of the ’80s com¬ 
bine creativity with tradition. 
They select special locations. 
They add memorable touches to 
the ceremony. And they choose un¬ 
usual decorations and a theme for 
the reception. 


In addition, bridal bazaars and 
consultants have become an ’80s 
essential. No wonder. It takes the 
expertise of a skilled professional 
to manage the intricacies of a 
once-in-a-lifetime blowout cele¬ 
bration. 

NEW TRADITIONS 

There are many ways you can. 
blend innovaUon with time-hon¬ 
ored tradition. 

For example, have both sets of 
parents accompany you and the 
groom as you are united at the 
altar.

Today grooms wear tuxes at 
midday w^dings, with plaid, pas¬ 
tel or bright red ties and cummer¬ 
bunds. You might even suggest a 
tux that matches his beautiful 
blue eyes. 

A Kansas couple were wed out¬ 
doors on a ranch in a small grove 
of oak trees near a creek. The set¬ 
ting had special significance to the 
bride, who neighbors described as 
“the kind of girl who used to wear 
jeans, climb fences and carry 
rocks in her pockets.” 

Have some fun with the decora¬ 
tions at the reception. A Brooklyn 
couple decorated each table with 
vases of swimming goldfish. They 
also used bazookalike armaments 
(from a retailer of party supplies) 
that shot periodic showers of con¬ 
fetti and red feathers onto the 
dance floor. 

In Texas a reception was a 
French May Day celebration. A 
blossom-covered maypole stood in 
the center of the ballroom. An ice 
sculpture of the Eiffel Tower 
graced a buffet table. 

Another family (for whom price 
was no object) flew in the New 
Orleans Preservation Hall Jazz 
Band for their daughter’s New Or- 
leans-style wedding. 

HELP FOR THE BRIDE 

"Using a wedding consultant or 
planner does not mean you give up 
control of your own wedding,” 
says Barbara Tober, editor-in- 
chief of Bride's Magazine.

Ancient customs enhance weddings 


Ushers and bridesmaids first 
began dressing alike for protec¬ 
tion. 

It was once common for bride, 
groom and all their friends to 
walk together to the church. They 
dressed alike in case someone 
(perhaps a rejected suitor) would 
spot the happy couple and put a 
curse on them. 

The original purposes of many 
wedding traditions are vague, but 
their symbols — flowers, rings, 
veils — will never go out of style. 
In fact, tradition is more popular 
than ever. 

Letitia Baldrige, author of sev¬ 
eral books on etiquette, thinks the 
resurgence of traditional wed¬ 
dings is “a rebellion against rebel¬ 
lion” — a kind of reaction to the 
free-form rites of the ’60s and 70s. 

Most brides need at least one 
wedding etiquette book for ready 
reference. Not only is it invaluable 
for help with such details as 
scheduling announcements and 
seating divorced parents, the book 
also will explain what traditions 
are important, and how to observe 
them properly. 

You can make your wedding 
more personal by including cus¬ 
toms that have special meaning to 
your family. Did your parents or 
grandparents come from another 
country? Many couples pay trib¬ 
ute to their families by incorpo¬ 
rating ethnic traditions into their 



own weddings. 

WORLD WEDDING CUSTOMS 

In France, many couples drink 
the reception toast from an en¬ 
graved two-handled cup, which is 
passed on to future generations. If 
this idea appeals to you, begin 
shopping now for the perfect sil¬ 
ver cup so you’ll have it in time 
for your reception. 

Hawaiian weddings often take 
place in a natural grotto feathered 
by giant ferns. This is a popular 
theme for warm-weather outdoor 
weddings. (So is honeymooning in 
Hawaii!) 

An Irish bride carries a horse¬ 
shoe decorated with flowers for 
good luck. The couple is showered 
with flower petals, which signify 
the fragrance of life. In Austria, 
brides crown their veils with myr¬ 
tle, the flower of life. 

In Thai ceremonies, the couple 
wear crowns that are linked to¬ 
gether by ribbon or string, show¬ 
ing that the two are becoming one. 
At Italian and Greek weddings, 
guests are offered sugared al¬ 
monds, which symbolize both the 
bitterness and the sweetness of 
matrimony. 

Mexico offers a charming tradi¬ 
tion for your first dance with your 
new husband: have the guests 
form a large heart-shaped ring 
around you. And the Italians wrap 
candied almonds in netting, pass¬ 
ing them out to the guests for good 
luck.

TIME-HONORED TRADITIONS 

Be glad you’re not a bride in 
ancient Rome. A thin loaf of cake 
would be broken over your head, 
and guests would eagerly eat the 
“lucky” crumbs. 

Things got better during the 
Middle Ages; the bride and groom 
kissed over a pile of small cakes. 
When an inventive baker put all 
these cakes together and covered 
them with frosting, the modern 
tiered bride’s cake was born. 

Flowers are traditional at wed¬ 
dings because of their symbolism 
— lilies for virtue, roses for love, 
and so on. The Greeks used ivy as 
a sign of fidelity. The use of 
orange blossoms originated with 
ancient Saracens as a symbol of 
fulfillment and happiness — be¬ 
cause an orange tree blooms and 
bears fruit at the same time. 

The circular shape of the wed¬ 
ding ring has represented unend¬ 
ing love since the days of ancient 
Egypt. Through the ages, rings 
have been made of a variety of 
substances, including woven hemp 
and iron. 

The popularity of gold is obvi¬ 
ous: it is beautiful, durable and 
pure. You wear your ring on the 
third finger of your left hand be¬ 
cause people once believed that 
this was the location of a vein that 
ran directly to the heart. 

Your veil symbolizes youth and 
virginity. Martha Washington’s 
granddaughter, Nellie Custis, 
began the fashion of the lacy white 
veil. Her decision stemmed from 
the flattering comments her 
fiance made after glimpsing her 
through a lace curtain at an open 
window.

Few traditions are more im¬ 
portant at a wedding reception 
than the toast to the bride and 
groom. 

The best man usually proposes 
the first toast; something like, 
"Here’s to Tina and Mike. I want¬ 
ed to go to their wedding so much, 
I introduced them!” 

The groom usually responds and 
toasts his best man, his bride, his 
parents and his new in-laws. 'Then 
it’s your turn to propose a toast. 

Terrified of toasting? Don’t be. 
Here’s a no-fail bride’s toast: “To 
my husband, the most wonderful 
man in the world. To my new fam¬ 
ily, with thanks for raising such a 
loving and supporting person. And 
to my parents, for all the love and 
strength they’ve given me. May 
we all have many, many more 
memorable days together.”

But many fur¬ 
niture and home accessory stores 
offer design consultation to their 
customers. This service is often 
free of charge, but ask before you 
use it. 

Department stores offer home 
decorating seminars and are a 
good way to find out how to make 
your house a home. It’s not unusu¬ 
al for these seminars to be geared 
specifically to the newlywed. 

And, of course, there’s the bride 
who created a folder for every 
room in her new home, filing 
newspaper and magazine clip¬ 
pings and ads that show furnish¬ 
ings and decorating schemes she 
wanted to employ. 


SPACE SAVINGS 

It’s common for newlyweds to 
find their first home together less 
than commodious. If you’re feel¬ 
ing cramped, you’re in luck. For 
interior design, this is the era of 
functional spacesaving. And you 
will find a lot of easy-to-install, 
space-saving items in local home 
improvement stores. 

The closet is usually the first 
place to feel the pinch. Closet or¬ 
ganizers, either sturdy coated 
wire mesh or modular units, can 
easily double the usable storage 
space in your closet.
